RULES OF ORDER. 



I. 

1. The Conference shall meet at 8:30 o'clock a. m., spend the first 
half hour in devotional exercises and adjourn at 12 M., but may alter 
the time of meeting and adjournment at its discretion. 

2. The president shall take the chair precisely at the time to 
which the Conference stood adjourned, and after devotional exercises 
shall have the journal of the preceding day read and approved. 

II. DUTIES OP THE PRESIDENT. 

1. To preside over the deliberations of the Conference. 

2. To bring forward for its action the business assigned to an 
Annual Conference, and such other as may be suggested by the mem- 
bers thereof, provided it does not in his judgment conflict with the 
Discipline of the Church. 

3. To decide all questions of law. 

4. To decide all questions of the order of proceedings, subject to 
an appeal to the Conference. Any two members may appeal from his 
decision to the Conference, and in each case the appeal shall be 
decided without debate. 

5. To appoint all committees not otherwise provided for. 

6. To appoint a temporary chairman when he vacates the chair. 

7. To decide who is entitled to the floor, when more than one may 
rise to speak, and to distinctly announce the name of the member to 
whom he assigns it. 

III. DUTIES OF THE SECRETARY. 

1. To keep a correct record of all proceedings of the Conference. 

2. To have a copy of the record printed after approval by the Con- 
ference, substantially bound, and duly certified to by him, and the said 
copy shall be considered the official journal of the Conference. 

3. To preserve the journal and papers of the Conference. 

4. To permit no person not a member of the Conference to 
examine the same. 

6. To read all written resolutions and communications to the 
Conference. 

6. To notify the chairman of each committee of his appointment 
giving a list of his colleagues and stating the business referred to 
them. 

7. To furnish preachers in charge with blanks for the reports, at 
least one month before Conference. 
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8. To send all claimants of the Conference blanks for the use of 
the Quarterly Conference Committee on claimants, at least three 
months before Conference. 

IV. DUTIES AND PRIVILEGES OF THE MEMBERS. 

1. Every member of the Conference shall be expected and required 
to be present at the opening of each session, to participate in the 
devotional exercises, unless unavoidably detained and no member 
may be absent himself without leave from the seat of the Conference. 

2. It shall be the duty of every member to have the business of 
his charge properly arranged and brought forward for the action of 
the Conference when called for by the president. 

3. No member shall be allowed to vote on any question who is not 
within the bar of the Conference at the time when such question is 
taken except by leave of the Conference, when such member has been 
necessarily absent. 

4. Every member who is within the bar at the time the question 
is put shall give his vote, unless the Conference for special reasons 
excuse him. 

5. It shall be in order for any person to call for the yeas and nays 
on any question before the Conference; and if the call be sustained by 
thirty-five members present, the vote thereon shall be taken by yeas 
and nays. 

6. It shall be in order to move that the question shall be taken 
without further debate on any measure pending before the Conference, 
except in cases where character or Conference relations are involved; 
and, if sustained by a two-thirds vote, the question will be so taken. 

7. No member shall be allowed to speak without rising in his 
place, respectfully addressing the president, and having his right to 
the floor recognized. 

8. No member shall be interrupted when speaking except by the 
president to call him to order when he departs from the question, or 
uses personalities or disrespectful language; but any member may call 
the attention of the president to the subject when he deems a speaker 
out of order, and any member may explain if he thkiks himself mis- 
represented. 

9. When a member desires to speak to a question of privilege, he 
shall briefly state the question; but it shall not be in order for him 
to proceed until the president shall have decided it a privileged ques- 
tion. 

10. No person shall speak more than twice on the same question, 
nor more than ten minutes at one time, without leave of the Confer- 
ence; nor shall any person speak more than once until every member, 
choosing to speak shall have spoken. 
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11. When any motion or resolution shall have been acted upon by 
the Conference, it shall be in order for any member to move a recon- 
sideration; except in a call vote, when he must have voted with the 
prevailing side, but a motion to reconsider must be acted upon without 
debate. 

12. All motions or resolutions introduced by any member shall be 
written and presented in duplicate by the mover, if the president, 
secretary, or any two members request it; and all reports shall be 
presented in duplicate. 

13. When a motion or resolution is moved or seconded, or a report 
is presented, and is read by the secretary or stated by the president, 
it shall be deemed in possession of the Conference; but any motion 
or resolution may be withdrawn by the mover with the consent of the 
Conference at any time before amendment or decision. 

14. No new motion shall be entertained until the one under con- 
sideration has been disposed of, which may be done by adoption or 
rejection, unless one of the following motions shall intervene, which 
shall have precedence in the order in which they are here placed, 
namely: (1) To adjourn. (2) To lay on the table. (3) For the pre- 
vious question. (4) To postpone to a given time. (5) To refer to a 
committee. (6) Substitute. (7) Amendment. (8) To postpone 
indefinitely. 

15. A substitute or amendment may be amended. 

16. The motion to adjourn, or lay on the table, or to take from the 
table, or for the previous question shall be taken up without debate. 

17. In discussion upon the report of a committee, the chairman of 
the committee whose report is under consideration, or such a member 
of the committee as the committee may agree upon, shall be entitled 
to the last speech upon the question. 

18. Any member may object to the reading of a paper, and when 
such objection is made, the reading shall be dispensed with, unless the 
Conference, without debate, shall otherwise order. 

19. All demonstrations of approval or disapproval during the pro- 
gress of debate shall be deemed a breach of order. 

20. The officers of the Conference societies shall provide speakers 
for the Conference anniversaries, and shall furnish names of said 
speakers to the secretary for publication in the Minutes. 

21. A motion to "lay on the table" or for the "previous question" 
shall not be in order from a member at the close of a speech in which 
he has debated the question. 

22. When a motion or any resolution is laid before the Conference, 
and it is moved that said motion or resolution "be laid on the table," 
the mover of said motion or resolution may have five minutes to 
explain any matter concerning his motion or resolution, before the 
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vote to lay on the table be taken, provided be has not already spoken 
to his resolution or motion. 

23. In the examination of undergraduates in the disciplinary 
course of study the marking shall be graded upon the scale of 100; on 
this scale, seventy shall be the minimum mark by which an under- 
graduate shall be deemed to have passed in any given study. 

24. The Presiding Elders shall be a committee on Credentials. 
Whenever a person coming on a certificate of location, or from any 
foreign body, shall desire admission in full to this Conference, his 
case shall be investigated by this committee. Said committee shall 
appoint one of their number, who shall correspond with the persons 
whose names appear on the credentials presented, and with other 
prominent ministers who have known the candidate, concerning his 
general reputation for piety and usefuless. 

25. The Secretary of the Conference shall be elected by ballot. 

26. Pastors shall present their Financial and Statistical envelopes 
immediately after Roll Call and Organization at the first session. 

27. The lists of supernumerary preachers, all applicants for mem- 
bership in the Conference, either on credentials, on trial, or into full 
membership, all applications of local preachers for ordination, all 
changes to the effective relation, and all persons desiring special 
appointments to professorships, chaplaincies, and as evangelists and 
agents, shall be referred to the Committee on Conference Relations. 

28. All candidates who do not pass their examinations at the Dis- 
trict Conference shall be present for examination at the seat of the 
Conference the day before the opening of the Conference, and no 
examinations shall be granted in any case after the first day of the 
Conference, except by the vote of this body. 

29. In all cases where an undergraduate is passed up in his studies 
conditioned upon his bringing up studies in which he is deficient, he 
shall not be permitted to take the examination in the course, or any 
part of the course to which he was advanced, until he has taken, or 
signified his readiness to take, the examinations in those studies on 
which he was conditioned. 

30. Before recommending that a superannuated or a supernum- 
erary preacher be made effective, the committee on Conference 
Relations shall first learn from the Cabinet whether or not he can be 
given an appointment. 

31. The Presiding Elder shall present annually for publication in 
the Minutes the nominations of standing committees for the next 
session. 

32. These rules shall not be suspended except by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members present and voting. 
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33. Representatives of General Conference organizations shall be 
limited to fifteen minutes in presenting their respective causes before 
the Conference. All other persons desiring to address the Conference 
shall be required to first obtain the consent of a committee of three to 
be appointed by the Conference, and then to limit their addresses to 
ten minutes. 

34. The Board of Stewards shall announce to the Conference the 
completion of their report as soon as completed, in order to furnish 
opportunity for correction. All representations and discussions relat- 
ing to claimants upon funds of the Conference shall be confined to the 
meetings of the Board of Stewards. Their decisions shall be final 
except in cases in which any member may choose to appeal to the open 
Conference. The detailed report of the Board including the amount of 
each claim shall be presented for publication in the Conference 
Minutes, without public reading unless the Conference shall otherwise 
order. 

V. PRIVILEGES OF PREACHERS IN CHARGE NOT MEMBERS OF 
THE ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 

1. Preachers in charge not members of the Annual Conference, 
shall be allowed to sit within the Bar of the Conference during its 
business sessions, but shall not have the right to vote. 

2. They shall report their charges on the Conference floor the 
same as the other preachers in charge. 

3. Their names shall appear in the Conference Directory follow- 
ing the "Probationers," under the sub-title, "Preachers in charge not 
members of the Annual Conference." 

4. Their names shall appear in the list of Appointments with the 
charges they are to serve the same as the other preachers in charge, 
and the Presiding Elder shall furnish their names to the Conference 
Secretary, if possible, in time for the publication of the Minutes. 

5. Their names shall be printed in the List of Guests to be enter- 
tained at the session of the Annual Conference, the same as other 
preachers in charge.

Elmira, N. Y., September 20, 1906. 
To the Central New York Conference in Session Assembled at Penn 
Yan, October 3rd, 1906, Dear Fathers and Brethren: 
WHEREAS, A committee duly appointed at a Session of the 
Elmira District Conference reported that certain embarrassments 
came to Preachers in Charge, not Members of the Annual Conference, 
it was deemed wise to ask this Committee, through their Chairman, to 
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bring the matter to the attention of the Annual Conference, with such 
suggestions as might serve to remove these embarrassments. 

The following are mentioned as among the embarrassments 
experienced by Preachers in Charge not Members of the Annual Con- 
Terence: 

I. — Sitting outside of the Bar of the Conference during its session, 
as they are required to do, they are often unable to follow the 
business of the Conference as they may wish to. 

II. — The omission of the names of their charges in the call for 
reports often prevents proper representation on the Conference floor 
of their work and the charges they serve. 

III. — The omission of the names of these preachers from the 
Conference Directory in our published Minutes has lead Rail Road 
Officials to question their rights to Clerical Orders and Conference 
hosts their rights to entertainment. 

IV. — The omission of their names from the list of Appointments 
has led to the assumption that they were dead. 

In view of the above mentioned embarrassments we would offer 
the following resolutions: 

First. — That as an Annual Conference we express our sincere 
appreciation of the spirit of these brethren who have gone to these 
charges, nineteen in number this year, to carry the Gospel of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

Second. — That we will do all we can to encourage them in their 
work by securing for them proper privileges in the sessions of our 
Annual Conference, and in the publication of our Conference Minutes. 

Third. — That there shall be added to the Rules of Order as 
published in our Conference Minutes, another section known as 
Section V, in which shall be enumerated the privileges of these 
brethren as follows: 

Section V. — Privileges of Preachers in Charge not Members of the 
Annual Conference. 

I. — Preachers in Charge not Members of the Annual Conference, 
shall be allowed to sit within the Bar of the Conference during its 
Business Sessions, but shall not have the right to vote. 

II. — They shall report their charges on the Conference floor the 
same as other Preachers in Charge. 

III. — Their names shall appear in the Conference Directory follow- 
ing the "Probationers," under the sub-title, "Preachers in Charge not 
Members of the Annual Conference." 

IV. — Their names shall appear in the list of Appointments with 
the Charges they are to serve the same as the other Preachers in 
Charge, and the Presiding Elders shall furnish their names to the 
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Conference Secretary, if possible, in time for the publication of the 
Minutes. 

V. — Their names snail be printed in the list of Guests to be 
entertained at the session of the Annual Conference the same as other 
Preachers in Charge. 

— M. E. Bowman moved that Rule *2G of the Rules 
of Order be amended by adding the words *"At two o'clock" after 
the word "afternoon/*

AUBURN DISTRICT. 

It would be poor comfort for me to say we have held our own. We 
have endeavored to be aggressive, and have tried to put everything 
to use, and to bring increase to our Master. 

"The year has gone, and with it many a throng of happy dreams; 
Its mark is on each brow, its shadow in each heart." 

I believe with our honored Bishop, that the ministry is the highest 
of callings, but the poorest of trades. 

"Be strong! 
We are not here to play, to dream, to drift, 
We have hard work to do, and loads to lift. 
Shun not the struggle; face it, 'tis God's gift." 

Rudyard Kipling put over the mantle in his Brattleboro home, the 
quickening words: "The night cometh when no man can work." And 
Maltbie D. Babcock pasted on the margin of his desk: "Do it now." 

It is but fair to state, however, that much of the best work done 
has been out of sight, unheralded, and will not be reported. Most of 
the hands tugging at this world's burdens are invisible and cannot be 
counted. Would that I had time to speak of each of the thirty-eight 
men who labor on this district and tell of some of the burdens they 
have borne, the storms that they have faced, the perplexities that 
have beset their way, of their victories won. 

Trained soldiers are they all. They have smelled the smoke of 
battle, and felt on their cheek the flush of victory. Here, forged out 
of such a heat, is their testimony: "The best thing to do with your 
problem is to solve it; the best thing to do with your difficuly is to 
master it; and the best thing to do with your obstacle is to surmount 
it; and the best thing to do with your defeat is to pluck victory out 
of it." 

I would that \t were possible in some way to express my high 
estimate of the brethren whose ministry for the past year has been 
with these churches. A report attempting to set forth the aggregate 
effort of thirty-eight pastors and fifty-one churches ought to be printed 
in red, for there is blood in it. 

PERSONAL EVANGELISM. 
There is a fountain of power for the saving of this needy, dying 
world. It is adequate and inexhaustible. One need of the age — unto 
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me the supreme need — is the voice of the prophet of God. The pulpit 
must speak for God to the men who do not know Him. The Church 
needs enthusiasm for soul winning. It has the hiss of steam in it. 
It will help guard us against ruts that are so deep and monotonous, 
that life is shorn of its novelty and power. Methods have divine 
sanction only so long as they secure results. 

"Not where the martyrs knelt, but where we kneel is holy ground 

for us and ours: — 
Not what the saints have felt, but what we feel, with strength 

divine the fainting soul empowers. 
Not what the apostles held, but what we hold makes radiant 

death's great mystery: — 
From living faith, deep welled, has onward rolled 
The widening stream of Christian history." 

Much good work has been done through the District Committee 
of Aggressive Evangelism. Several helpers were secured and worked 
under the direction of Rev. Charles Drake Skinner, Secretary of the 
Committee. Miss Nettie Newell was constantly employed for a period 
of nearly nine months, rendering very efficient service in many of the 
churches. Rev. Wyman, Mr. and Mrs. Stott, T. H. Osborn, Mrs. 
Sturgess, Mrs. McKenzie, are among the others that assisted in the 
work. 

The Committee have emphasized the importance of the pastor | 

being his own evangelist. 

I am not able to give full number of conversions, but seven | 

churches have reported six hundred accessions. The religious con- 
dition of the district is commendable and hopeful. 

Twenty pastors in conference for four days at Farley's Point, on 
Cayuga Lake, helped us to know and better appreciate the strength 
of a Methodist preacher's hand and the warmth of his heart.

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IMPROVEMENTS. 

The church at Fair Haven has a new steel ceiling, new carpet, and 
woodwork reflnished. The parsonage has been painted, and the 
interior beautified with paint and paper. The expense for these 
repairs is fully met. 

Kelloggsville has built a new tower, added a lecture room, and 
re-shingled the church, at an expense of $800.00, which amount is 
entirely met. 

Red Creek has repapered the walls of the auditorium, reflnished 
the woodwork, and made other improvements, costing $150. No debt. 

The church at Union Springs has new organs for the auditorium 
and lecture room. Stained glass windows releaded, parsonage painted. 

The parsonage at Victory has a new porch and hall, with a liberal 
supply of paint and paper for the interior. 

Waterloo now has a very attractive and modern parsonage with 
steam heat and bath. These much needed repairs cost about $2,000. 

Weedsport has $300 in hand for needed repairs. Two hundred 
more will be added to this amount. 

Enfield church, repapered, at a cost of $60.00. New stained glass 
windows in the church at Kennedy's, at an expense of $30.00. 

The church at Cayuga has new furnace, auditorium walls redecor- 
ated. Total for repairs, $392. Last year this good people were credited 
with having purchased and paid for a piano for the lecture room, 
costing $250. This was a mistake of the printer. He put his period * 
in the wrong place. The piano stands in the pleasant parlors of the 
Weedsport church. The energetic pastor, A. J. Saxe, and his earnest 
corps of young people are responsible for this helper in the social 
services. 

The church at Ira has been neatly papered and otherwise repaired, 
at an expense of $50. 

Trinity Church Sunday School has a new piano costing $250, the 
gift of a friend. 

Butler Center has spent $75 in painting church and building and 
repairing sheds. 

Scipioville property is greatly improved by new stained glass 
windows and lamps, costing $160. 

North Huron has expended $42 in parsonage repairs. 

North Rose, $100 in parsonage improvements. 

Fleming is to have a new bell tower to replace the spire blown 
down by a cyclone. 

Asbury has beautiful stained glass windows, costing $240. 

Ludlowville, $100 for windows, and $65 for reshingling sheds. A 
new cistern, and the repapering of walls of the parsonage, aggregating 
$475.

Tyre, $181, liquidating all indebtedness. 

Clyde, $400 on parsonage debt. 

Trinity Church, Auburn, has paid the last $1,000 of the mortgage 
on property. 

Ithaca State Street has paid $1,000 on parsonage.

First Church, Ithaca, has a subscription of over $50,000 for their 
new building, $6,000 of which amount is already in hand. This 
splendid beginning insures to Methodism increased facilities to 
minister to the needs of the large number of Methodist students that 
yearly come in contact with the churches in that University City. 

Trinity Church, Auburn, has let the contract for their new build- 
ing, which is to cost when completed, including parsonage property, 
about $45,000. One-half of this amount is subscribed by the Official 
, Board. The work is well under way. The corner stone will be laid 
Wednesday afternoon, October 10th. 

While there have been many things to cheer the hearts of most 
of our ministers and their families, deep shadows have fallen across 
some thresholds. 

Mrs. H. E. Frohock, in the early part of the Conference year, 
passed suddenly and unexpectedly from earth to heaven. Her beauti- 
ful life on earth has been crowned with the life everlasting. 

The wife of Rev. E. S. Annable was taken from her parsonage 
home at Newfield to her home in the skies. Her life was exemplary, 
and her kindness and genial nature which had shown through a 
consecrated heart, made her many friends who esteemed her highly. 

Brother N. M. Wheeler began his itinerant work with us in 1867; 
after much and good work for twenty-five years he took a super- 
annuated relation, since which time he lived in Red Creek until this 
summer, when he peacefully closed a useful life and was received 
out of our sight. 

CAZENOVIA SEMINARY. 

The months of August and September were set apart for securing 
the apportionment of Auburn District for the endowment of Cazenovia 
Seminary. My eye was severely injured, and I did but little for eight 
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weeks. Dr. Blakeslee ably presented the needB of the Seminary in 
several of the pulpits, and some work has been done. Clyde, through 
the energetic efforts of her pastor, secured for Cazenovia Seminary 
an annuity of $500. Brother D. D. King has a cash subscription of 
$100 from Seneca Falls, with more to follow. A strong committee are 
planning to secure the remaining amount apportioned to Auburn 
District in the beginning months of the year. 

The spiritual is so interwoven with the real estate that it is 
difficult to divorce them in this report. 

PERMANENT FUND. 

Rev. R. D. Munger, D. D., has ably presented the needs of our 
Veteran Preachers in many of the churches. I am not able to give 
the aggregate amount raised for these worthy men. 

The aggregate gain in pastoral support on Auburn District for 
the past five years is nearly $3,000. The Missionary offering this 
year, as* in other years, will show a healthy increase. 

The preaching of a universal gospel will not affect salaries, 
except to make them larger. For two years we have paid one dollar 
per member for missions, and for three years each church has been 
in Class First. We were permitted to have an abundant entrance. 

I now quote from a letter written at the Central Office: "In one 
particular the work of your District has excelled them all, viz.: Two 
years ago, on our recommendation, the table was made out asking 
an advance on every charge, and at the highest optional figure in 
every case." 

It is a pleasure to record our appreciation of the services ren- 
dered the Church by that honored servant of God, Dr. B. I. Ives. He 
is in constant demand. Preaching nearly every Sabbath. Here is a 
living testimony to a startling, throbbing fact. The clamor of the 
churches is not so much for young men, as it is for live men. 

Chaplain Herrick is still faithful and constant in his services at 
the prison. 

Rev. P. H. Riegel, after a few months' rest and the balance of 
the year spent in active, aggressive work at Trumansburg, comes to 
the sessions of this Conference in perfect health. 

God has been very gracious to us as a District. The work is 
His; and the empowering for such results as have been achieved, is 
from Him, to whom we ascribe grateful praise.

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CAZENOVIA DISTRICT. 

"Success and glory are the children of hard work and God's favor." 
So reads a tablet erected in Christ's Hospital, London, to the memory 
of Sir Henry Maine. No one ever attained these in any other way, be 
he presiding elder, pastor or layman, Conference, District or charge. 
Cazenovia District has done hard work, the Lord has "crowned the 
year with his goodness," and we come to our accounting with success 
on our banners, the glory in our souls. We have had a good year. 

It has pleased God to spare the lives of all the inmates of the 
parsonage homes, though serious illness has visited some. He also 
has blessed two of them with new born babes. H. B. Roberts and 
H. E. Crossly are the proud and happy fathers. The ministerial 
ranks, however, have not been unbroken. Joseph Merring, a super- 
annuated member of this body, passed suddenly and triumphantly to 
his reward April 14, while visiting his sons in Syracuse. 

"Not upon us or ours the solemn angel 

Hath evil wrought, 
The funeral anthem is a glad evangel; 

The good die not. 
God calls our loved ones, but we lose not wholly 

What he has given; 
They live on earth in thought, and deed, as truly 

As in his heaven. 

In the middle of the year Bishop Spellmeyer transferred Charles 
Eddy from Dryden to Brewerton. J. A. Sypher, a student at Caze- 
novia Seminary, has since cared for the work at Dryden. About the 
same time G. W. Hanners was released from pastoral relation at 
Georgetown and E. A. Peck secured as a supply. Otherwise the 
working force remains as at the beginning of the year. All of these, 
except H. B. Smith, will continue in the field. He, after forty-one 
years of faithful and efficient service, asks to be made superannuated. 

Revival efforts have been more general this year than last, and 
greater results are apparent. On most of the charges special evan- 
gelistic services have been held. In a few cases only has the pastor 
had the aid of an evangelist. The success has varied, but all with 
good effects. Through this means Chittenango received a baptism 
of new life. Not only was the church revived spiritually and more . 
than a score of souls saved, but the temporalities have felt the 
current. The pastor's claim has been advanced, the benevolences have 
increased, and large expenditures have been made on church property. 
Fayetteville has felt like effects of a series of meetings and had 
twenty-six additions to church membership. Cazenovia had an uplift 
and received thirty-six probationers. Refreshing came to Locke and 
brought in thirty-one souls. Blodgett's Mills has received thirty-one 
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probationers as the fruit of revival efforts. North Pitcher had an 
awakening. It came to both appointments. Thirty-two were received 
on probation. The last Quarterly meeting on this charge was a real 
old-fashioned one, except that the people came in automobile and 
surry loads Instead of in ox-team loads. Thirty of the forty-one charges 
have received probationers. The aggregate received is not far from 
four hundred, or, about twice as many as last year. Two or three 
churches will begin special services with evangelists immediately 
upon adjournment of Conference. This is to be the beginning of a 
vigorous campaign for souls in faith and expectation that God will 
keep this doubling up process in operation. All praise is His, for 
"neither is he that planteth anything, neither he that watereth, but 
God that giveth the increase." 

The benevolences have been faithfully and well looked after by 
the pastors. The outlook is that few charges will fall below last 
year's offerings, and that many will increase them. It will be a 
surprise, if the statistical tables do not show an encouraging advance. 
For hard work we "let no man take our crown," though other Districts 
may outrank us according to the rating given us in the comparative 
tables made by our stranger friend in New York. 

Glorious in her history, resplendent in her present accomplish- 
ments, Cazenovia Seminary gives promise of still better things. Any 
who have thought and spoken of her as dying and hastening to a 
speedy end have done so through ignorance of facts. Last year's 
student enrollment surpassed the preceding, and this year's will be 
as good as that of last. Financially the past year was the best of the 
last ten, a good balance standing on the credit side of the ledger. 
The endowment in hand has climbed up from $32,000, a year ago, to 
$38,100, besides $5,000 on which the Northern New York Conference 
pays from its education collection five per cent, interest and is pledged 
so to do until the principal is raised. 

The Seminary has been given a hearing during the year in nearly 
all the churches. President Blakeslee, David Keppel, V. S. Britten, 
S. W. Andrews, and A. L. Hobart have aided the presiding elder and 
pastors in presenting the matter of increased endowment. A few of 
the pastors have worked unaided. The District's share, $5,000, has 
been apportioned to the charges. Only nine will report nothing paid 
or pledged. From the others there have been secured in cash and 
pledges about $3,000. This hearing has in addition brought several 
new students, and made many friends of the institution. With the 
more than fifty members of this Conference who have been students 
at "The Old Sem." proving themselves loyal sons of a worthy mother, 
and the rest showing a reasonable interest, she will increase in 
influence and power and be the preeminent factor for righteousness 
and Methodism in Central New York. 
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Ten charges increased the claim of the pastor. The aggregate 
increase is $690. Only one charge pays less than $500, and there 
are but six paying the latter amount. The one will disappear next 
year, as will also some of the others. "Earnestly striving after it" 
expresses our attitude toward the "Six-Hundred-Dollars-as-the-Mini- 
mum" goal. 

Nearly every charge has done something to repair and beautify 
the house of the Lord or the pastor's home, or both. First Church, 
Cortland, has completed the parsonage and the church improvements 
begun last year. The parsonage cost $7,142, the church improvements 
$2 T 622. A more elegant, commodious parsonage cannot be found in 
the Conference. Manlius, which began "to be forward" three years 
ago In the matter of a new church, is performing "the doing of it." 
A new site has been secured, the contract for the building let, and the 
foundation wall is being laid. Completed, the church will cost about 
$15,000. Two- thirds of this amount is in hand or on subscription. 
Chittenango has thoroughly renovated the church. Memorial windows 
throughout, new carpets, frescoed walls, steel ceiling, paint within 
and without, a gas lighting-plant, and other things bring the amount 
spent on the church up to $2,200. Besides this, the old parsonage 
has been repaired and refitted, and again made the home of the 
pastor. Fayetteville has altered, improved, and beautified its church 
edifice at a cost of $650. The church at Stockbridge has been painted 
outside and in, the ceiling and walls frescoed, and other repairs made. 
The amount expended, including outlay on parsonage, is $450. Mora- 
via has expended $350 for wiring and fixtures for electric lights in the 
church, and $225 for repairs and improvements on the building. Both 
churches on Cuyler charge have been painted, and one of them 
remoter), costing $300. 

Large and substantial sheds have been built at Erieville, valued 
at $500. Like work has been done at both appointments on the North 
Pitcher and South Otselic charge, calling for an expenditure of $450. 
Blodgett's Mills has spent $350 for new furnace, new system of light- 
ing, and other improvements in its church. The parsonage at Eaton 
painted and papered throughout, lighted by electricity, and other 
outlays on parsonage and church, called for an expenditure of $375. 
Freetown has added $100 to the pastor's support, painted the church 
and barn- sheds, and put a $90 organ in the church at East Freetown. 
$100 has been expended in repairing and beautifying the parsonage, 
the pastor has brought to it an accomplished and helpful housekeeper, 
and all goes "merry as a marriage bell." $300 has been spent by 
Groton in reshingling and otherwise repairing the church. Locke has 
done likewise, at a cost of $125. Bennett's Corners for similar 
repairs has paid $130. Dryden has painted the church and laid 
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cement walks, expending $140. In repairs and furniture for the 
parsonage $100 has been spent at DeRuyter. 

"And what shall I more say?" For time would fail me to tell of 
Morrisville, New Woodstock, Georgetown, Peterboro, Apulia Station, 
Preble, Virgil, Varna, Union Valley, Cincinnatus, Scott, Fabius, Free- 
ville, Homer, Canastota, and Kirkville who have done like commend- 
able things and thereby obtained a good report. In these undertak- 
ings the pastor has been an important factor, in many cases has had 
"The laboring oar." With one or two exceptions all this work has 
been done without incurring debt. 

Our District meetings have been those usually held, but have 
been unusual in attendance, inspiration and helpfulness. Dr. T. S. 
Henderson and Dr. M. C. B. Mason were with us at our Epworth 
League Convention. They stirred all hearts and helped to kindle an 
enthusiasm for souls and Christian activities which is felt over the 
whole District. Our District Conferences have been seasons of 
refreshings. The last one particularly so. From it we sent forth 
newly licensed to preach the Gospel, five bright, promising, noble, 
prepossessing, consecrated young men, and recommended two equally 
as good for reception on trial in this Conference. By a change in our 
system of finance the charges will furnish the money for District Con- 
ference expenses and other incidental items. 

The new hymnal has been well received. Fourteen charges and 
the Seminary are using it. 

Fifteen charges receive help in current expenses from Trust 
Funds. The funds range in amounts from $100 to $4,000. 

The churches responded willingly to the call for an additional $30 
toward the deficiency in the expenses of the last General Conference, 
and that amount was forwarded early in the year. 

My gratitude to God for health and strength to do my work is 
unbounded. My appreciation of the uniform kindness and coopera- 
tion of the brethren is great. The cordial welcome from the churches 
could not be surpassed. All have my deepest love, my warmest 
sympathy and my most earnest prayers that Heaven's choicest bless- 
ings may be theirs.

ELMIRA DISTRICT. 

This year on Elmira District has been one of devoted energy, 
enterprise, advancement. We were short of pastors at Conference and 
it took several weeks to secure competent men to supply the deficien- 
cies. Rev. H. G. Blair, a superannuate of Wyoming Conference, has 
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been in charge of Liberty Corners and Asylum and did excellent 
service. Rev. F. M. Smith, a superannuate of our own conference, has 
supplied Monterey Church, preaching with ability and acceptability. 

Death has not entered any of our parsonages, but a beloved father 
in Israel, Rev. Henry Meeker, a superannuate who joined the Confer- 
ence in 1860, ceased to walk with us. The funeral took place in Cen- 
tenary Church, Blmira, June 9th, and Rev. H. S. Southall, the pastor, 
gave an appropriate tribute to the noble man of God, who has gone up 
to be forever with the Lord. Many pastors in and about the city were 
in attendance. 

Rev. L. L. Wilcox had a successful year on the Monroeton charge 
until August 27th, when he accepted an appointment to Egan, South 
Dakota Conference, and hoping to secure better health for his family, 
left for his new field. He has been since transferred by Bishop C. H. 
Fowler. 

Rev. Grow S. Brown, whose parents live at Canton, Pa., during 
the year went as a missionary to China. He is a graduate of Syracuse 
University and one of our sons. 

Of the forty-six pastors, thirty-two have been invited to a longer 
term of service; six notified their quarterly conferences that they 
wished to move; and eight churches took no action, but left matters 
with the bishop and cabinet. This indicates good will and harmony in 
almost all cases. 

THE NEW FIELDS. 

Two charges were added de now to this district last year and 
have more than fulfilled their prophesies. One is at Laquin, Pa. 
Through the energetic efforts and ceaseless labors with brain and 
brawn of Rev. W. P. Miller, a beautiful new church costing some 
$3,400, has been completed. It was dedicated by the Presiding Elder 
the first Sunday in January. Rev. H. B. Allen preached one of the 
sermons. The undertaking was a desperate effort for so "feeble a 
folk." But they, came to the work heroically and with the help of the 
Church Extension provided for all the deficiencies in cash and good 
subscriptions. The Lumber Company donated all the lumber and also 
contributed liberally in cash. Since that sixty have been converted 
and added to the church. 

The other new charge is West Side, Elmira. We received the 
building and grounds from the Disciples as a gift, mortgage and all. 
In just one year from the date of organization the society had contrib- 
uted in cash for all purposes $1,620. They now have ninety-two mem- 
bers and probationers and some three hundred in the Sunday School. 
Rev. G. A. Baldwin, the pastor, has also secured almost $4,000 in sub- 
scriptions to build a new edifice. The old building is to be turned 
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about and elevated and the new one will be in front combining the two 
into one structure large enough to accommodate their growing con- 
gregation and convenient for all purposes. We are also indebted to 
Mr. J. F. Scott, Superintendent of the Reformatory, who has taken a 
leading part in the new enterprise and is on the building committee 
and one of the largest contributors. The success of this new venture, 
which is a full mile from any other church, has gone beyond our high- 
est anticipations. The contract for material is let and even now the 
work is progressing. 

The new Horseheads church is beautiful and complete in all parts, 
with a splendid new pipe organ in place. The entire cost was $18,000 
and it stands as a monument to the untiring energy and enterprise of 
pastor, W. H. Yard, and sacrifices of noble men and women of the 
congregation. The dedication took place June 3rd. Bishop E. G. 
Andrews preached one of his able and comprehensive sermons with 
youthful vigor. Dr. B. M. Mills managed the finances and delivered 
the evening discourse. The financial part was conducted with great 
skill and brought to complete success. After the money was all 
pledged Bishop Andrews consecrated the elegant building to the 
worship of God. 

MINISTERIAL SUPPORT. 

The great problem in many cases is for our pastors to get a 
living, even when we leave out the word "comfortable." Not a few of 
the charges persist in keeping the salaries down at old figures in 
these times when money is so plentiful and living very expensive. In 
this land of plenty the wolf is chained at some parsonage doors. Many 
stewards will not assume responsibility or adopt any kind of efficient 
and thorough financial plan. The habit and deliberate purpose in 
some churches is to let matters drift until the end of the year and 
then depend upon the women to raise it by entertainments. This sub- 
stitutes commercialism for sacrifice and drives out the very spirit of 
benevolence and manly conscience toward God. I believe our only 
hope is to bring the people to adopt Christian Stewardship and get 
them, for Christ's sake, to give one-tenth as a minimum to the church. 
These are times that try men's souls but our pastors are heroic. It 
wrings the very blood out of my soul sometimes to see what these 
godly men are forced to endure. 

EVANGELISM. 

Of the forty-six charges thirty-seven pastors report conversions 
and accessions. It seems strange that any divinely called minister 
should spend a whole year preaching Christ with the full power 
of the Holy Spirit at his service and not have redeemed souls saved. 
It is the wonder of men and angels, but this wonderful feat has 
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been accomplished by some. Others have such small gain that it 
does not equal the death rate, which state of affairs would utterly 
annihilate the church in a few years. We rejoice greatly that general 
revivals have come to some of the churches. In our last year's report 
we stated that our aim would be to secure one thousand conversions 
on the district. For this our pastors have incessantly prayed, preached 
and worked. The reports now received foot up eleven hundred and 
thirty conversions. 

Our quarterly meetings have been held with this aim steadily in 
view. After soulful preaching and sacramental service we almost 
invariably appealed to unsaved men and women to surrender to Christ. 
The result is that more times than we have Sabbaths in the year it 
has been successful. Sometimes as high as twelve responded. 

MISSIONS. 
Soon after the last Confenence I received a congratulatory letter 
from the Missionary office in New York, stating that Elmira District 
had contributed more Missionary money than in any previous year of 
its history and that the number of charges making an advance was 
greater than in any other district of the Conference. This year 
already twenty-nine charges report that they will make a clear gain 
over last year and only two or three decline. The total advance on 
the district is over $2,000. To the pastors belong the honor. There 
is a growing interest in our Sunday Schools on the subject of missions 
and monthly collections are generally observed. "Still there is much 
land to be possessed." We are greaty indebted to our Missionary 
Secretary, Rev. Eli Pittman, for his faithful and efficient services. 

DISTRICT GATHERINGS. 

Two District Conferences have been held, which gave careful 
attention to business details and were also full of thought and inspira- 
tion, as great and vital themes were presented and discussed by the 
pastors. Both were largely attended with a few absentees. The first 
was in Centenary Church and in connection therewith was a ministers' 
retreat conducted by Dr. O. A. Houghton, which was exceedingly help- 
ful to the spiritual life of the preachers. The second was at Watkins, 
September 4, at which Rev. W. E. Doughty, of Phelps, gave a very 
inspiring missionary address. 

The Woman's Foreign Missionary Society held their annual meet- 
ing at Riverside which was very helpful. The Woman's Home 
Missionary Society went to Towanda for their annual gathering and 
it also was a memorable occasion. These societies are coming to be 
more and more powers for good in the world-kingdom of God. 
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CHURCH IMPROVEMENTS AND BENEVOLENCES. 

Beaver Dams expended $50 on church and parsonage, and Town- 
send improved their church to the extent of $45. The full apportion- 
ment for missions is met on this charge. In spite of the perennial coal 
strike with which Blossburg is afflicted they have put $250 into church 
and parsonage improvements and sent $75 to the San Francisco suffer- 
ers. Burlington has been blessed with a splendid revival, in which 
sixty-seven were converted. They have also paid $289 on the church 
debt and $75 on sheds. The young pastor, Elmer J. Yerdon, 
who is to enter our Conference at this session was his own evangelist 
and has made a splendid beginning. He is a graduate of Syracuse 
University and much beloved and honored by all his people. He has 
shown excellent judgment in the selection of a noble, cultured, Meth- 
odist wife who is truly a help, "meet for him." Caton is a marvel, 
having paid $500 to liquidate both the church and parsonage debts. 
Since the old church burned they have taken on fresh life and now 
have a new $6,000 building which is a delight. This year they have 
beautified, heated, and illuminated the parsonage with natural gas and 
put in three telephones for the pastor, all at a cost of $331. At the last 
quarterly conference, of their own accord, the officials unanimously 
voted to advance the salary $100, with the request that their pastor be 
returned. Canton paid in full the old indebtedness, $500. Chemung 
gave $40 for a new cement walk in front of the church and Wiliwana 
contributed $22 for a parsonage bed-room set. Daggett had a good 
revival and spent $600 in improving and beautifying their church and 
parsonage, and the Judson Hill church has a new organ. Another new- 
organ has been placed in the Moshierville church. And best of all the 
pastor has taken to himself an accomplished Christian lady as his wife, 
who is a trained worker in the church. He found her in the Caton 
parsonage. East Troy and West Burlington have put some improve- 
ments on the parsonage. At East Canton, during the sixth year of the 
pastor's service, there have been forty converted, $100 has been paid 
on church improvements with Missions in full. East Smithfield has 
had conversions and accessions. 

Elmira. — Centenary is progressing with its debt. This year they 
have paid off $3,351, and through the wise planning and heroic efforts 
of the pastor a still larger amount will be raised next year. The 
church has a healthy growth and increases its missionary offering 
almost $100. First Church is remarkable for soul saving. For five 
successive years the pastor has had extensive revivals, doing all the 
work of an evangelist himself. 

This year ninety-seven were received on probation. In Epworth 
Heralds First Church leads the District with seventy-six subscribers. 
Five years ago the Sunday School paid less than $100 for missions; 
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now it contributes $600. The membership during the present pastor- 
ate has increased three hundred and fifty, and the church brings up 
$1,200 for missions. Hedding had a thorough work of grace. The 
pastor was his own evangelist and took eighty-six probationers. 
Eighty-one dollars was sent to the San Francisco sufferers and $114 
put into a new sidewalk, $200 in new carpets and paid off a note of 
$500. In subscribers to the Northern, Hedding leads with a list of 
ninety, also twenty-seven Christian Advocates and every* official takes 
a church paper. They have organized a Brotherhood of one hundred. 
A handsome advance in missions will also be made. Oakwood Avenue 
meets all the apportionments in full and in some instances they are 
doubled. Improvements on parsonage and church amount to $105. 
Pennsylvania Avenue has paid for church improvements and debts 
$260, and is looking up. Riverside spends $200 for improvements and 
painting the Church and by most faithful work of the pastor an organ 
of beauty and superior quality has been put into the church at a cost 
of $2,500. Advance has been made in membership and benevolences 
are not behind. West Side Church makes its first benevolence report 
with an average of a dollar per member for missions — $90. 

Erin charge had thirty-two conversions and spent $405 on improve- 
ments to the parsonage and churches at Erin and Breesport. Forks- 
ville has had a good year with fifty-eight conversions, $150 spent in 
church and parsonage improvements, and an advance in salary and 
missions. Leona and Wetona expend in painting and papering the 
church and parsonage and in telephone $112, and to support the camp- 
meeting $102. They make a good advance in missions. Mainsburg 
paid on debt and improvements $90, and makes a substantial increase 
in all benevolences. Mansfield leads the District in evangelism with one 
hundred conversions and accessions. The parsonage debt has been 
liquidated and the benevolences are advanced. The Jackson Center 
Church on Millerton charge has a new basement and other church 
improvements at a cost of $750. Millport has some conversions and 
accessions. The Pine Valley Church was painted at a cost of $117. 
The benevolences are advanced. Montour Falls paid $50 on church 
seats and arrangements are made to paint the church. All benevo- 
lences will be increased. New Albany makes 100% increase for mis- 
sions. At Overton $200 was expended in church improvements. The 
parsonage debt of $240 has been cleared, and the New Albany Church 
reshingled at a cost of $100. North Chemung will increase its benevo- 
lence contribution. The church has been reconstructed and greatly 
beautified at a cost of $1,500, with a Methodist bell in the tower which 
cost $100. Other improvements to the parsonage cost $70. At Hicks 
$500 is subscribed to build a new church. They demand the pastor's 
return but, alas, the officials do not all take the church papers. North 
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Towanda had a good revival. The pastor was assisted by Dr. B. I. 
Ives, who preached and sang with voice like a silver trumpet. Odessa 
increases her contribution to missions and the pastor's salary and puts 
improvements on the church to the sum of $86, while the Alpine 
church is repaired at a cost of $75. Reading Center has built an ice 
house for the pastor. Rutland had a good revival and twenty-four 
were baptized. Terrytown spent $16 for parsonage improvements, but 
all the officials do not take the Northern. Towanda had forty-five 
come into full membership and paid $1,300 on church debt, with a gain 
in missions. They are happy. The Troy church rejoices in sixty con- 
verts and it was a splendid sight at our last quarterly meeting to see 
the large class of probationers received. They have paid for improve- 
ments $200, and will increase the Missionary contribution. The Tyrone 
parsonage is warmer and better for $200 expended on a furnace and 
water supply. The pastor pushes his missionary contribution one 
hundred dollars beyond last year, $294. The Ulster church and par- 
sonage are too near the cemetery but they have some splendid workers 
who are alive; $20 was invested in papering the parsonage. VanEtten 
paid $42 for parsonage roofing, painting and flooring, and will make an 
advance in missions. A cement walk has been laid in front of the 
beautiful Watkins parsonage at a cost of $20. Wellsburg expends $50 
to improve their church and parsonage. For improvements and new 
buildings there has been raised in cash and subscriptions on Elmira 
District $30,780, and $7,208 paid on indebtedness. 

THE NEW HYMNAL. 

Many churches on this district have secured the new hymnal which 
adds dignity and interest to the services. It is a surprise that some 
pastors do not follow the magnificent "Order of Public Worship" found 
therein. As a result their congregations ramble with the leader and 
never know what to do or how to behave during the service. The 
order of worship adopted by our church and the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, is educational, inspiring, and should not be mutilated 
and set aside for something else which hinders and confuses. The 
Hymnal so much improved is a great body of beautiful thought, robed 
in real poetry set to heavenly music, which is a delight to all wor- 
shippers. 

SPIRITUAL LIFE. 

It is apparent that the spiritual life of many professing Christians 
is painfully superficial. They do not seem to have the insight, the 
illumination, the real vision that comes from knowing God intimately 
and walking with Christ daily and in fellowship with the Comforter. 
There is cause to fear that with too many, prayer has become "the 
lost secret." It is our constant aim to deepen and broaden this glorious 
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life in all the churches. We are pleased to see indications of success 
as is shown in the greater interest and somewhat larger attendance at 
class-meetings and love-feasts in many churches, and the increased 
attention to family devotion. This is a good world in which to make 
character and no exercise is more helpful to that end than earnest 
efforts to save sinners. The pastors of the Elmira District are press- 
ing to reach the noblest standard of character.

GENEVA DISTRICT. 

If all the details of what has been one of the most prosperous 
years that Geneva District has ever known were given they would 
make a report almost as long as some that have, at other sessions, 
wearied the Conference, exasperated the Secretary and nearly bank- 
rupted the funds for publishing the Minutes. I will give, where it is 
possible, only aggregates. Where so many have done so well and so 
few have not done their best it is hard to discriminate. 

PASTORAL CHANGES. 

Our last Conference had hardly adjourned before the brother 
appointed to South Sodus sought and obtained from Bishop Spell- 
meyer another field of labor. The charge left pastorless was var- 
iously supplied till Grant H. Wilson was taken up from Marion and 
sent to South Sodus where he has done most effective work. George 
S. Transue, Conference Evangelist, was sent to Marion. He has been 
so popular that the church offers to increase the pastoral support $100 
if he is returned another year. When Henry W. Sanford so unex- 
pectedly left his earthly home for the better country, Howard I. 
Andrews, pastor at Trumansburg, was taken up and sent to Seneca 
Castle to comfort and shepherd the stricken flock. He found a cordial 
welcome and a hearty cooperation and at the end of the year a 
unanimous invitation to stay longer. Philip H. Riegel, who took a 
supernumary relation at our last Conference on account of impaired 
health, went to Trumansburg. The people have heard him gladly and 
told him that if he returns the salary will be increased at least one 
hundred dollars. His work has been effective as well as popular. No 
preacher in the Conference will receive a greater ovation when he 
goes to his charge than will Bro. Riegel if the Bishop returns him to 
Trumansburg. J. H. Blackstone, the pastor at Sheldrake, went to foreign 
work that his grandmother's gold established many years ago. Hoyt 
F. Hill, pastor at Ovid, was appointed preacher in charge at Sheldrake 
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and R. B. Davids, a student at Taylor University, was put upon the 
new made circuit as Junior preacher. All things continue as they 
were. Death has invaded more than one parsonage home. Henry W. 
Sanford, pastor of the Seneca Castle and Hopewell charge after an 
attack of typhoid fever, had reached a point on the road to recovery 
-where it was supposed that he had passed the danger point, when 
suddenly he was not, for God took him. In an unusual degree he 
enjoyed the love and confidence *)f the entire Conference, and he was 
worthy of it. Twenty-eight members of the Conference were present 
at his funeral. That was an impressive incident, when standing 
around his casket they led the great congregation in singing, "Shall we 
Gather at the River." George W. Reynolds took a superannuated 
relation at the last session of our Conference. For about forty years 
he faithfully served the church ofl&cially. After months of severe 
suffering he fell asleep in the Lord in the early morning of December 
30, 1905, at the home of his daughter, Mrs. E. H. Wager, in Middlesex, 
N. Y. He was a good man and true. He built not a few church homes 
for the congregations he served and parsonage homes for his brother 
itinerants. On the morning of February 14, 1906, while her mind was 
clouded by a severe attack of grippe, Mrs. Sarah Jeanette W. Tinker, 
wife of Rev. Dr. Ezra Tinker, died in the parsonage at Lyons, N. Y. 
Possessed of natural gifts of a high order which education had devel- 
oped, she was always welcome in the circles of the refined and cul- 
tured. Reserved and modest, some did not discover her worth. On 
April 23, 1906, Byron G. Reed, father of our pastor at Gorham and 
Stanley, died in the parsonage at Gorham. How those who visit the 
parsonage now miss the industrious, kindly old gentleman. On August 
18, 1906, Squire Boyd, an honored member of the Northern New York 
Conference and father of three members of the Central New York 
Conference, entered into rest at Middlesex, N. Y. 

REVIVALS. 

The District has been blessed by some gracious spiritual quicken- 
ings. Dundee reports 126 conversions; Canandaigua, 75. Then follows 
Wallington with a revival that has transformed the place and given 
us a society of fifty members where before we had none. Newark, 
East Palmyra, Geneva, Lodi, Lyons, Shortsville,. Palmyra, Rushville 
and Sodus report all the way from forty to twenty conversions. Alas 
six charges report no conversions. These fruitless societies have 
occasion for heart searching. Then some of our pastors begin their 
revival efforts too late and give up too soon. The charge that with all 
its heart tries to answer Christ's prayer "Thy Kingdom come, Thy 
will be done," will see the salvation of God and enjoy fruitfulness and 
prosperity. 
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CHURCH IMPROVEMENTS. 

To descf ibe all these would show that almost every church on 
the district has been improved. Where in all its appointments can 
you find a church in better condition than the beautiful edifice in 
which we are gathered? Palmyra has paid $3,825 on its parsonage 
this year; Wallington has collected $1,500 toward a new church and 
has $720 more in good subscriptions for the same object. This is one 
of the results of the great revival thwe last winter. Milo Center has 
beautified its new church at an expense of $1,300, all provided for 
before the church was reopened and in the special and regular collec- 
tions stands in the front rank of the district. Clifton Springs has 
secured a $4,000 parsonage. Seneca Castle has purchased a hall 
adjoining the church at a cost of $1,030; Dundee spends $716 in 
Improvements. Every one of these charges will show an advance for 
the benevolent collections. $8,832 has so far been reported to me for 
church improvements on the District. 

CHURCH DEBTS. 
The district has few church debts. The district has paid on 
church indebtedness, $3,087. Canandaigua has contributed of this 
amount nearly $2,000. With hopefulness and cheerfulness the society 
there is steadily cutting down the indebtedness on its fine church 
property. 

THE NEW HYMNAL. 

Twenty-four charges on the District have purchased 1,772 copies 
of the New Hymnal. 

BENEVOLENCES. 
The district will this year more than maintain the pace that in 
the three preceding years had advanced her from the 136th to the 60th 
place for Missions among the Presiding Elders districts of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. This year she advances $1,652 for missions. 
That is $1,500 more than her apportionment. Every charge is in Class 
1. And while she has done this she has slighted no other benevolence. 
I know that Geneva District stands second for Misions among the dis- 
tricts of the Conference, but this should be said in justice for our 
pastors, more might be said, that in the aggregate for the collections 
ordered by the Church and Conference last year she stood second to 
no other district. No worthy cause has stretched out its hands in vain 
to her. Last year Geneva District enjoyed the unique honor of being 
the only Presiding Elders' District in Methodism where every charge 
took a collection for the Methodist Episcopal Hospital of Brooklyn. 
With the many special collections this year she has not made as good 
a record but she pledges to try to do next year for this worthy insti- 
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tution what she did last year. About $360 has been contributed for 
our churches in San Francisco, mostly through the Church Extension 
Society. Thirty of our churches have contributed through the Church 
Extension Society $442, for the new First Church of Ithaca. That is 
an average of a little more than $10 a charge for this important enter- 
prise. We wish the more than 700 Methodist students of Cornell were 
at Syracuse or Wesleyan. But we do not intend either to disown or 
turn over to the care of other churches these young Methodists. 
Bishop W. F. McDowell within sixty days made an impassioned appeal 
to an Ohio Conference over which he was presiding to help the Meth- 
odist church at Oberlin. The Conference made a splendid response 
on the spot, yet Oberlin has less than half as many Methodist students 
as Cornell University. The $1,856 that has been subscribed for Caz- 
enovia Seminary on Geneva District has meant more hard work than 
twice that amount on any other district. The hearts of our laymen 
to this hour as a rule turn to Lima. Lima has three times as many 
alumni as Cazenovia on this District. Many of our people hardly 
know that there is such a place as Cazenovia Seminary. Since the 
beginning this District as loyally has supported Lima as Cazenovia 
District does our grand Conference Seminary. One of our most prom- 
inent laymen said to me a few weeks ago, "If you will not complain 
when I send my boy to Lima a year hence I will give you $25 for Caz- 
enovia." God bless Lima, God bless Cazenovia. It may be some time 
before we are able to turn the majority of our students toward Caze- 
novia but we do expect to pay our $5,000 to Cazenovia soon. 

CHURCH PAPERS. 

Three years ago not a charge was on the district where every 
official church member took an official church paper, now we have two 
where such a condition exists and we are going on to perfection. 
From the pastors written reports I glean that 884 Epworth Heralds, 
568 Northern Christian Advocates and 129 Christian Advocates are 
taken on the District showing 1,581 subscribers for these three papers 
and in addition our District Herald had 2,000 paid subscribers. Geneva 
District owes much to its District Missionary Secretary, W. E. Doughty, 
Howard I. Andrews, District Epworth League President, and Lyford 
S. Boyd, who more than any other man makes our District publication 
such a pronounced success. 

Within the bounds of Geneva District is the Clifton Springs San- 
itarium, whose fame has gone out to the ends of the earth for its 
generosity to sick preachers and teachers. With the multitudes that 
there seek health and rest the Chaplain Rev. Dr. S. Hawley Adams is 
very popular. He is held in grateful loving remembrance by many 
who have found health there and by many who have had loved ones to 
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whom he ministered. Our district gatherings have been well attended. 
They are growing in favor. With deep gratitude I record my indebt- 
edness to the brethren both lay and clerical for kindnesses without 
measure which I cannot forget and I am sure God will not forget.

SYRACUSE DISTRICT. 

j As pastors of the Syracuse District we come to this Annual Con- 

' ference with the words of the psalmist upon our lips and in our hearts, 

"Thou crownest the year with thy goodness." With gratitude to 

i Almighty God for strength of mind and body given us to prosecute our 

Swork, and for His great blessings on our efforts bringing to a success- 
ful close another Conference year, I now present to you my annual 

5 report. 

'}. The Syracuse District has had an exceptionally good year spirit- 

1 ually, in the quickening of the Churches and the conversion of sinners. 

ji Special revival meetings have been held on nearly every charge 

resulting in over one thousand conversions. The membership of the 
churches has been increased by about sixteen hundred besides several 
hundred probationers. We are expecting and earnestly praying for 

1 still greater results along these lines. This is the great work of the 

Church, and a Methodist preacher may well doubt his call to the min- 
istry if there are no conversions from year to year and no special 
desire on his part for the salvation of men. There should be, and may 
be, if the right conditions are met, a revival each year, to some extent 
1 at least, on every charge in Methodism. What we need today every- 

where, in our great city churches, in the villages and in the rural 
sections, is the preaching of the Gospel in demonstration of the Spirit, 
an earnest, warmhearted enthusiastic presentation of the Word by 
consecrated men who believe in God and the truth as contained in the 
Scriptures. 

The great benevolences of our Church have been faithfully pre- 
sented by the pastors throughout the District. Many will have their 
full apportionments for every cause, and some with a large increase 
over that of any preceding year. The missionary cause is still the 
most prominent, and rightfully takes the first place in the thoughts 
and hearts of the people. Syracuse District has been steadily advanc- 
ing from year to year in its contributions to Missions and never 
intends to take a backward step; but, in doing this, it does not purpose 
neglecting any other interest as the columns in the Conference Min- 
utes will show. The first year it was my privilege to be on the Syra- 
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«use District as Presiding Elder, the advance for Missions was nearly 
$400. Last year the District made another advance of over $1,000, and 
this year according to the reports of the pastors handed to me, we 
shall report an advance over last year of more than $2,000. Thus in 
three years the District has increased its contributions to the Mission- 
ary cause by more than $3,400. 

Syracuse district has been asked to raise $5,000 toward the endow- 
ment of Cazenovia Seminary. I take great pleasure in being able to 
announce that more than $8,000 has already been secured in good sub- 
scriptions. The District has also contributed this year more than 
$8,000 additional toward the further endowment of Syracuse Univer- 
sity. 

Rev. R. D. Munger, D. D., Secretary of Permanent Fund, has made 
a thorough canvass of Syracuse District in the interests of his most 
important work, and has raised this year $4,500. 

Nearly $30,000 has been secured in cash and subscriptions for new 
church buildings and for church and parsonage improvements, and 
about $18,000 has been paid on old indebtedness. A new church edifice 
at Warner's commenced last year has been completed, and was dedi- 
cated by the writer early in the spring, Rev. F. T. Keeney, Rev. F. D. 
Leete, and Rev. R. D. Munger being the preachers for the occasion. 
Two thousand dollars was pledged on the day of dedication, thus pro- 
viding for the entire indebtedness. The cost of the. building including 
material and labor donated was $10,000. This is now one of the most 
modern and beautiful churches on the District. Great credit for the 
success of the enterprise is due the pastor, Rev. O. J. Purington, 
whose faith, tact, and faithful labors for five years have endeared him 
to the hearts of all the people both inside and outside of the Church. 
In the night of the 21st of February our Church at Lysander burned to 
the ground. It was valued at about $6,000. The pews, pulpit furniture, 
chancel rail and other movable articles were saved, but the Church 
building itself was a complete ruin. The insurance amounted to 
$2,500. Only a few years ago this church building was remodeled, the 
improvements made costing nearly $3,000. Last year the society pur- 
chased a fine parsonage property only paying in part for it. Is it to be 
wondered at, that the people were somewhat discouraged and hesi- 
tated to launch a new building enterprise? But there was no other way 
to do, and this little band of about 100 took up the work at once, stim- 
ulated by the promise of the pastor and the writer, to secure if possi- 
ble a donation from the Church Extension Society. A beautiful new 
frame church building, modern in all its appointments and costing 
$5,300, was dedicated by the Presiding Elder last Wednesday, Septem- 
ber 26th. The sermons were preached by Rev. Dr. Keeney, pastor of 
the First Church, Syracuse, and the Rev. Dr. Cooper, pastor of the 
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West Genesee Church, of Syracuse. $1,300 was raised by good sub- 
scriptions on the day of dedication, which with the amount asked of 
the Church Extension Society will free the church of all indebtedness. 
The pastor, Rev. C. L'V Haynes, has been untiring in his efforts, 
securing by personal solicitation various amounts of money that 
otherwise would not have materialized, besides making a large pay- 
ment on the parsonage debt. The pastor at East Solvay, Rev. J. J. 
Everson, has raised on good subscription for a new church building, 
$9,000. The work of construction has already begun and the dedica- 
tion will probably occur early in the winter. 

Bethany Church, Syracuse, has recently burned its mortgage of 
$1,400, the pastor raising $600 of this amount, the Methodist Union, 
of Syracuse, paying $300, and the Church Extension Society contribut- 
ing $500. About $65 has also been expended this year in repairs. 
Erwin Memorial, Syracuse, has paid an old indebtedness, $453, and 
expended $60 for repairs. First church has paid this year on its 
indebtedness $13,000, making a total of $31,000 in two years since the 
dedication of the building. The church at Jordan is entirely out of 
debt, having paid the last $500 this year. The full credit is given by 
the church to the pastor, Rev. H. W. Smith, who has just completed 
six years of faithful service with a unanimous invitation to return for 
the seventh year. 

Improvements in church and parsonage property have been made 
on nearly every charge in the District. Brown Memorial has made 
repairs and improvements to the amount of $260, and $800 paid on old 
debt. Furman street has paid $150 for repairs and $100 indebtedness. 
Olivet has made improvements to the amount of $100. , Lafayette 
Avenue has expended on church property $265, besides securing by 
good subscriptions $2,000 to be applied on old indebtedness. First Ward 
has made extensive repairs on the parsonage, enlarging and remodel- 
ling, and some improvements on church building, costing all told 
$1,600. Eight hundred dollars of this amount has been paid in cash 
and the other $800 secured by subscription to be paid this coming 
year. This society can now boast of having the best parsonage 
property in the city. $500 has also been paid this year on the old 
debt. Bellevue Avenue has placed a new steel ceiling in auditorium of 
church, purchased new pews, new carpet, and made other repairs to 
the amount of $750. West Genesee has raised its parsonage some two 
feet, put in new doors, painting and redecorating, spending about $500. 
Centenary has expended $350 for repairs and improvements. University 
Avenue has improved its church property to the extent of $1,000, and 
the Ladies' Aid Society has $1,000 in the bank to apply on old indebt- 
edness. Liverpool is making extensive repairs on church building , 
consisting of new steel ceiling in auditorium, new carpets and other.. i 
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improvements to cost $800, all provided for. Electric light has also 
been put in the church and parsonage during the year. Jamesville has 
expended for repairs $30 and has raised $350 for repairs to be made 
on the parsonage after Conference. At South Onondaga a new bell has 
been purchased, also a new piano, and repairs made costing over $300. 
Our church at Cicero has been redecorated, the exterior of church and 
parsonage painted and a new 1 organ purchased, costing all told $350. 
Amber has enlarged its church building by the addition of a dining 
room and kitchen. A new barn has also been built this year, and 
improvements made on the church building at Otisco Valley, the out- 
side appointment costing all told $1,116. Bridgeport and Cicero Center 
have made improvements in church property to the amount of $100. 
Camillus has sold both of its parsonages, paid off the mortgage of 
$1,600, and has $1,475 in cash towards the purchase of a new parson- 
age. Phoenix has invested in a new piano, painted the church building 
and made other repairs to the amount of nearly $400. Solvay has 
expended during the year for improvements to parsonage, $150. Euclid 
has put a new furnace in the church costing $140 all paid for, besides 
contributing $157 toward the old debt. Onondaga Valley has also 
placed a new furnace in the church at a cost of $125. North Syracuse 
has paid this year $135 for improvements on church and parsonage. 
Cardiff has expended in painting and repairs on parsonage nearly $100. 
At Minoa, the church auditorium has been redecorated and the exterior 
painted at a cost of about $100. The church at DeWitt has purchased 
a new piano and made other improvements worth $260. Skaneateles 
has placed a new furnace in the church at a cost of $70, which makes 
over $1,000 expended for improvements on church and parsonage 
property during the five years pastorate of Rev. C. L. Connell. At the 
Onondaga Indian Mission the parsonage has been newly roofed and a 
new wire fence, built at a cost of $100. East Syracuse has paid $200 
on old indebtedness and nearly $200 for' improvements on church build- 
ing. The pastor, Rev. W. S. Wright, has been unanimously invited 
back for the ninth year. Eight years is the longest continuous pastor- 
ate ever made in this Conference. 

The current expenses of the churches on the Syracuse District 
have not been neglected, the pastors' salaries will be paid in full with 
possibly one exception. The entire District will show an* increase for 
ministerial support of $900, making a total advance in three years of 
over $3,500. There are doubtless some instances where there may be 
an unwillingness and indisposition to give a pastor adequate support, 
but usually where there is marked efficiency on the part of the pastor 
along all lines of church work, and the people see results, there will be 
no difficulty in securing proper remuneration. Only eight charges on 
the District have asked for a change of pastors, and some of these 
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desire a change simply for the reason that they think five or six years 
is as long as any one should be retained, and that a new voice and new 
methods would possibly reach some hitherto unreached and tend to the 
infusion of new life into the church. Some of the pastors themselves 
have made it a rule not to remain longer than five years on any charge 
and are asking for a change. There is far more restlessness among 
the pastors than there is among the churches. Ambitious men are 
looking for and expecting promotion, and many of these men ought 
to be advanced where it is possible to do so, but the desire for promo- 
tion must always hold subordinate place in a preacher's thoughts or 
it may greatly interfere with his usefulness. It is unfortunate we 
think that the question of grade should ever have been raised in 
connection with the Conference appointments. The matter of a 
hundred or two hundred dollars in salary more or less should not be 
considered in the estimate of a man's ability. The laymen sometimes 
feel that the interest of the preachers has received more considera- 
tion than the charges in the arrangement of the appointments. There 
should be no occasion for such criticism. The interests of the church 
are paramount and should have first consideration. 

The Ladies' Aid Society on Syracuse District is a very important 
organization. It has raised for various purposes during the year more 
than $8,000. The Woman's Foreign and Woman's Home Missionary 
Societies are doing excellent work. Either one or both of these So- 
cieties are found on nearly every charge in the District, and the 
Annual District Conventions have been most enthusiastic both in the 
attendance and program of Exercises. Our Syracuse District Confer- 
ence has held two sessions during the year, one at Centenary Church, 
Syracuse, and the other at Cicero. They were both well attended, 
nearly every preacher on the District being present at the last one. 
The program was the best in the history of the District. Our Monday 
morning Methodist Preachers' meetings, held in Syracuse, have been 
growing in interest during the year. The Epworth League has been 
doing excellent work throughout the District. Both the Senior and 
Junior Leagues have been organized in nearly every charge. A very 
interesting and helpful District Convention was held in Syracuse. The 
Sunday Schools on Syracuse District were never in better condition 
than at the present time. The attendance is larger than any previous 
year, nearly all are organized into Missionary Societies, and almost 
every school has its Home Department and Cradle Roll. 

There has been an advancement along all lines in nearly every 
church on the District, and were there time for it, we should like to 
mention each church in particular and name the various items which 
indicate progress, but this we cannot do. University Avenue and First 
Church, Syracuse, are deserving of especial mention in their almost 
phenomenal growth, each one adding 250 to its membership, during 
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the year. University Avenue will report $1,000 for Missions, being an 
increase of nearly $400 in three years. 

First Church has raised $1,500 for its Missionary offering this 
present year, a gain of 300 per cent, in two years. This is the largest 
amount ever contributed by any church in the Conference, and all the 
other apportionments are more than met. Its contribution for Church 
Extension this year is $300, more than three times the apportionment. 
This church has also given this year $1,500 to Cazenovia Seminary 
endowment, $4,500 to Syracuse University, $2,500 to the Conference 
Claimant Endowment Fund, and $355 to the relief of the churches in 
San Francisco. Syracuse Methodism has suffered a very great loss in 
the removal of Rev. F. D. Leete, D. D., from the University Avenue 
Church to the. Central Methodist Episcopal church, of Detroit. Dr. 
Leete has been in Syracuse for three years during which time 500 
members have been added to the church, and every department of 
church work has felt the thrill of his intense spirit and untiring labors. 

The city of Syracuse has never grown so rapidly as at the present 
time. Because of this fact we are brought face to face with some 
problems which demand solution, and there are important interests 
which must be looked after by Methodism. We have a large and grow- 
ing foreign population, especially French and Italian. There are in 
Syracuse at the present time 10,000 Italians, and we are the only Prot- 
estant church that is doing anything for these foreigners. About a 
year and a half ago we opened an Italian Mission in Syracuse. A few 
weeks since, we organized it into a Methodist Episcopal church with 
150 full members and 150 members on probation. The place where the 
services are held is not adequate to the demand. The room is crowded 
every Sunday morning and evening. We must have in the near future 
a suitable church building or we cannot do the work that ought to be 
done. The Roman Catholic Church has tried to interfere with us but 
does not succeed very well. Many of its members are being converted 
to the Protestant faith and uniting with our Methodist church, and 
more will follow. . The greater proportion of Italians who come to this 
country do not attend the Catholic church. They are drifting into 
infidelity. We need a larger Missionary appropriation for this work. 

Syracuse University begins the new college year with an enroll- 
ment of over 2,800 students, representing thirty States of the Union 
and the District of Columbia and eleven foreign countries. It has more 
students in the College proper (Liberal Arts) than any other college in 
the State. Sixty-eight colleges of Europe and America are represented 
in the faculty, which numbers over 200. The Christian Associations 
have a large place in the thought of the University, and under the 
leadership of their efficient Secretary, are making their influence felt 
by the large student body. Syracuse has won a rightful place among 
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the great Universities of this country, and no less great is the admin- 
istration. Chancellor James R. Day has not only builded great and 
massive buildings, but high ethical and religious ideals that make the 
University one of the best and safest in the land. 

During the Conference year just closing death has not invaded the 
ranks of the pastors on Syracuse District. Rev. D. W. Sherman, one 
of the superannuated brethren, who has served the church so faithfully 
for many years, was called home. Sister Redhead, whose honored 
husband, Rev. Richard Redhead, had only a few months previous fallen 
asleep in Jesus, after only a few days sickness joined her husband in 
the glory world. In the parsonage home at Skaneateles the mother of 
Sister Connell, who for years had been a helpless invalid, closed her 
eyes in death to open them in that land where none, are sick. Our 
good brother, James F. Andrews, one of our Conference Evangelists, is 
sadly bereaved in the death of his beloved wife which occurred only a 
few months ago. Death has also taken away from the homo the 
mother of Rev. W. G. Hull, the pastor of the Brown Memorial Church, 
Syracuse, and also the mother of Rev. W. P. Garrett, the pastor at 
Onondago Valley. Early in the Conference year death entered the 
parsonage at Jordan and removed to Heaven the mother of Sister H. 
W. Smith, and a few months later our pastor at Amber, Rev. A. J. 
Lydal, was called to part with his aunt and home keeper, who for many 
years had been a mother to him and his sisters. 

We have thus tried to give you some knowledge of what has been 
done on our District during the year now closing. We are painfully 
conscious of our very imperfect attempt in this direction. The number 
of accessions to the church may be tabulated, as may also the monej 
paid for church buildings, church support, and benevolences; but who, 
except the Master, can know of the seeds of truth sown, of the healing 
regenerating influences set at work in the hearts of the people and in 
these church communities. The splendid advance of the District along 
all lines has been brought about by the faithful and persistent efforts 
of the consecrated and devoted pastors, and the no less loyal laymen, 
who have worked in full and perfect accord with the Presiding Elder. 
Harmony has prevailed everywhere in everything. We have appre- 
ciated the many kind expressions of sympathy and love as we visited 
the charges each quarter and the readiness to receive our words of 
counsel and suggestions that might tender to further the interests of 
the work. Thanking the brethren for their great kindness to me per- 
sonally and their hearty cooperation, and with gratitude to God for His 
great goodness in giving me the necessary health for the performance 
of my work, I submit this my third annual report.

CHURCH EXTENSION. 

We believe that the work of preserving the fruits of Christian 
labor is a sacred duty. Therefore we again strongly urge upon the 
attention of our people the important work of our Board of Church 
Extension. Especially in our newly settled West, among our poor 
people in the South and in our island possessions. 

We especially commend the Board for its wise and timely action 
in giving seventy-five thousand dollars aid to our greatly afflicted 
people of San Francisco, Gal. 

It is with gratitude that we remember how the Board has given 
aid to the work within our Conference the past year. Trinity Church, 
Auburn, has been aided to the sum of five hundred dollars, also the 
Church of Laquin has been aided by a like sum. In view of the rapid 
growth of the Italian Mission in Syracuse, and the urgent need of a 
larger place of meeting which can only be properly provided by the 
erection or purchase of a church, we recommend that the Board of 
Church Extension give the prviilege to the churches in Syracuse and 
vicinity, to designate their gifts, on Sunday, November 11, or the 
time of the annual meeting of the Board of Church Extension, for the 
purpose of securing a place of worship for the Italian Church. 

Our Conference contributed this year the sum of three thousand 
five hundred and twenty-six dollars for the work of this Board. This 
amount is nine hundred and seventy-six dollars in excess of the last 
year. Eight hundred and forty-two dollars of that amount was made 
a special gift to the sufferers of San Francisco, Cal. Notwithstanding 
this advance in our offering, we believe this showing is unfavorable 
with the increased offering for missions and we think that it is some- 
what due to the manner in which some of our pastors divide the 
amount contributed for all causes. Therefore we recommend that all 
undesignated contributions be so divided by each pastor that this 
cause may receive its due proportion according to the respective 
apportionment. 
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The visit and address of the Rev. James M. King, Secretary of the 
Board to our Conference, was greatly appreciated and we trust that it 
may result in much added good to the cause. The Board is requesting 
that this Conference contribute the -sum of six thousand five 
hundred dollars to its work during the coming year. Let us pledge our- 
selves to give to this cause all of the attention its character and needs 
demand.

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CHURCH INSURANCE. 

The fire losses the past year have been great, turning the attention 
of the people to the importance of insurance protection; but with the 
facilities for securing insurance on church and parsonage property 
there is no reason why losses should be sustained by our Societies. 

The National Mutual Church Insurance Company offers insurance 
at actual cost; collecting the premiums in annual installments and pay- 
ing back to the policy holders all savings in annual dividends. The 
business last year increased over three millions of dollars so that the 
total amount at risk has passed the twenty-eight million dollar line. 

The Church Insurance Association of the State of New York gained 
two hundred and fifty thousand dollars over last year's business, 
making the total risk four million three hundred thousand dollars. 
In our Conference alone they carry the insurance on one hundred 
seventy-one of our churches, amounting to four hundred fifty thou- 
sand dollars. With these companies there is not one dollar of losses 
due and unpaid. 

In addition to the disciplinary question asked by the Presiding 
Elder, "Is the church and parsonage property insured?" we would 
urge the preachers themselves to see to it that their effects are also 
insured.

EDUCATION. 



The man who does not love his own is unfaithful to his vows and 
his trust. The man who is not devoted to his own has lost his first 
love. The man who does not care for his own is worse than an 
infidel. The man who does not rejoice in the achievements of his 
own is not worthy to judge of the achievements of those who are not 
his own. 

Within the bounds of our Conference are two institutions which 
we call our own and to which we have pledged our love and devotion 
and over which we claim the privilege of exercising particular care. 
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These institutions have proven worthy of the redemption of our 
pledge and we rejoice in their achievements. 

SYRACUSE UNIVERSITY 

Has outgrown our fondest dreams. It opens this year with six 
colleges, with increased numbers and with better and more facilities 
than ever. Every indication points to an enrollment of three thousand 
students. The Teacher's College has begun its work auspiciously in 
that artistic structure known as "The Castle," surrounded by a well 
shaded campus, beautifully laid out by the hand of the landscape 
gardener. Dr. J. Richard Street, well and favorably known by teachers 
throughout this State, is the efficient Dean of this College". The great 
buildings going up on the main campus are imposing even in their 
unfinished condition. The Carnegie Library, the Lyman Hall of 
Natural History, and Machinery Hall, belonging to the Lyman C. 
Smith College of Applied Science, are receiving their roofs. Sims 
Hall, the dormitory for men, is nearly as far advanced. The Hall of 
Chemistry has its first story nearly completed. The Stadium, which 
will rival the one in which Saul of Tarsus witnessed the Grecian 
games, is in progress. It is almost a liberal education in itself to 
walk about the campus with observant eyes and a thinking mind. 
As soon as these edifices which are now in process of construction, 
are completed, there will be twenty buildings added to the one which 
stood on the hill when some of the members of this Conference 
received their diplomas. In the six colleges and within the buildings 
of Syracuse University, students from every part of the United States 
and from many foreign countries sit at the feet of a faculty which is 
unsurpassed and listen to instruction equal to that given in any Uni- 
versity in the land. 

Chancellor James R. Day still administers the affairs of the Uni- 
N versity with marked executive ability and a strong and firm, hand, 
making it very clear to the student body, that, while the intellectual 
standard is high, life as well as brains, morals as well as markings, 
count, and thus he safeguards this Christian institution against any- 
thing that might stain its fair name and makes it a safe place to 
which Christian parents may send their sons and daughters. Tbis 
great University with its demands increasing with its growth, still 
needs our prayers and our gifts. 

CAZENOVIA SEMINARY 
Has lost none of its vigor and usefulness with increasing years. The 
school year ending in June, 1906, was of unusual prosperity, the num- 
ber of students was a little larger than the previous year, the financial 
showing was most gratifying, the receipts having exceeded the 
expenditures by some six hundred dollars and best of all the old time 
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spiritual interest was maintained, every student boarding in the 
building not already a Christian having made a profession of religion. 
The Treasurer, President Emeritus I. N. Clements, the Business Man- 
ager, Rev. M. P. Blakeslee, and the President, Dr. F. D. Blakeslee, have 
combined their wisdom and experience to manage the business inter- 
ests of the institution in an economical and yet generous manner. 
The endowment now amounts to thirty-eight thousand one hundred 
dollars, with more in sight. This is an increase of about six thousand 
dollars within a little more than one year. So carefully has this fund 
been invested that the interest amounts to something over five per 
cent. 

The President, Dr. F. D. Blakeslee, in addition to the arduous 
duties of his office, has undertaken with marked success the work of 
raising money for endowment and current expenses and to his untiring 
energy and enthusiasm is due in a large measure the record of the 
year. With sufficient endowment Cazenovia may have a future as 
glorious as has been the past. 

We desire to express our appreciation of the devoted interest and 
long and faithful service of Forest G. Weeks, who was a trustee of 
both Syracuse University and Cazenovia Seminary and who during 
the last year was called to relinquish his trusteeship on earth. 

We request the Presiding Elders to apportion $4,000 to be raised in 
the public educational collection during the coming year, to be equally 
divided between Syracuse University and Cazenovia Seminary unless 
otherwise designated and we pledge ourselves to use our utmost 
endeavor to raise the whole amount. 

OTHER INSTITUTIONS. 

Among colleges of its kind the Woman's College, of Baltimore, 
has justly taken high rank and the superior advantages which it 
offers and the high standards of its course of study should be con- 
sidered by our people who do not wish to send their daughters to a 
co-educational institution. 

We do not forget that the Methodist Episcopal Church is back of 
an American University located in the capitol of our nation. We 
commend it to our students who wish to pursue post graduate studies 
and confidently look forward to the time when the plans of its 
founders shall be realized. 

Our theological schools are trying to meet the demands which 
are being made in these opening years of the twentieth century upon 
a trained ministry. We recommend that our young ministers seek 
within their halls and in the evangelistic meetings conducted by their 
students the equipment which will better fit them for their high 
calling and make them more easily masters of the varied duties 
which will confront them in our modern church life. 
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THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

The expanding work of the Board of Education is cause for 
gratitude. We note with pleasure the report of the work of the past 
year. Nearly two thousand students have been assisted to attend 
these institutions of the church, more than $108,000 being distributed 
among our institutions for the purpose of aiding worthy young men 
and young women. 

We are highly gratified to note that there was an advance in the 
receipts of the Society of more than 12% upon the total receipts of the 
preceding year. The contribution of our own Conference to the 
Children's Day Fund for the year ending November 30, 1905, amounted 
to $2,117.44. The Society appropriated to students who gave their 
residence as within our Conference territory during the same year, 
$3,474.50. It will therefore be seen that we share in the prosperity of 
the Society. W>3 earnestly recommend the observation of the dis- 
ciplinary requirement touching the Children's Day Collection for the 
Board of Education in every charge within the bounds of our Confer- 
ence. 

We rejoice in the growing usefulness of The Christian Student 
and heartily commend it to all our people. We would also call the 
-attention of the heads of all our schools, and the attention of all our 
pastors, to a series of leaflets recently published by the Board and 
known as "The American Student Series." We cordially commend 
the work of the Board in the emphasis which it places constantly upon 
high Christian ideals of education. For the sake of promoting the 
highest reputation of this Board we caution our pastors to be very 
careful concerning the personal character and habits of the students 
for whom aid is asked from the Children's Fund.

EPWORTH LEAGUE. 

We believe in the providential organization called the Epworth 
League. Our young should be organized for Christian service. The 
restless activity of youth can as well be harnessed as a power for 
good as to be an occasion of anxiety and evil. We . think that a 
general secretary is necessary for the best interests and largest 
success of the Epworth League. Five cents per member is found to 
be necessary to meet the expenses of the general office and should 
be cheerfully and promptly paid. 

The courses of study known as the Bible, Missionary, Temperance, 
Personal Evangelism, Christian Experience and Christian Steward- 
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ship courses are various and practical and are well received by the 
church. Every Bpworth League ought to have one or more of these 
courses each year. The pastor cannot do better service for his League 
than to secure such class or classes for study. 

We concur with the Board of Control that the contributions made 
by the League should be made through the regular channels of the 
local church so that the church may get credit for the same. 

The Station plan, which accomplishes difficult work in the mis- 
sionary field and links it and the home church, produces splendid 
work at home by awakening and maintaining interest and larger 
support in the home church. 

The Central New York Young People's Bible Study and Missionary 
Conference, to be held in Syracuse, October 24-26, 1906, should have 
the personal support of every pastor and a representation from every 
church. We believe in the forward movement in tithing and Mis- 
sionary work among our young people. The Epworth League in the 
Genesee and Pittsburg Conferences have taken up this work. In four 
districts of the latter Conference they have raised in three years twelve 
thousand dollars and secured about five hundred tithers. Hence we 
nominate Eli Pittman, E. L. Waldorf and G. A. Baldwin as a committee 
to confer with the committee nominated by the Conference Missionary 
Committee to advise as to Forward Movement methods and report 
at the next Conference. 

The highest personal spiritual life of each and every member of 
the Epworth League should be constantly and prayerfully sought at 
all times and in every service. The Morning Watch has proven a most 
helpful and spiritual hour. We urge the First Vice-President of the 
local Chapter to canvass the membership to pledge for this Morning 
Watch.

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FREEDMEN'S AID AND SOUTHERN EDUCATION. 

This Society has been doing a noble work for God and for humanity 
during the last forty years. While the primary thought was to help 
lift the colored race into better conditions, we seemed providentially 
led to also provide schools for the poor neglected whites of the South. 
Nineteen of our forty-five schools are distinctly for these white people, 
and scarcely a person is found, either North or South, to question the 
wisdom of these efforts. 

More than 200,000 young men and young women have been 
students in these schools. The uplifting influences of these educated 
young people cannot be estimated. 

Three thousand of these have become Christian ministers. This has 
made possible the very effective work of our nineteen Conferences that 
are for the colored people only. About 12,000 have been trained in the 
colleges and normal schools. All these influences have helped to shape 
the public school system in the whole South land. 

We have graduated over 800 physicians, pharmacists and dentists. 
The systematic and scientific industrial instruction is both substantial 
and progressive, and the number of students is rapidly increasing. 

These schools have made it possible for three thousand of young 
people to largely grapple with the problem of self help. 

This work seems to be only in its beginnings. The needs are »rery 
great: We earnestly appeal to all of our people to make large and gen- 
erous contributions. 

The Conference has already approved the ingenious devico of the 
chief officers of the Society to observe its 40th anniversary, and to 
make use of the coupon tickets to increase the revenues for the coming 
year.

MISSIONARY. 



We believe that the interest of the Church in World Wide Evan- 
gelism was never so great as in the opening years of the twentieth 
century. More doors are opening for the admission of the Gospel than 
ever before. More persons are volunteering in this service than 
ever before. More dollars are being consecrated to this work than 
ever before. These are but a few indications of the fact that the 
interest of the Christian Church in World Wide Evangelism was 
never so great as at this time. 

We heartily commend the Station Plan; which brings the people 
in direct touch with the workers in the foreign field. The Auburn 
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District is now supporting J. H. Blackstone, in China ;• the Elmira 
District Arthur E. Berry, in Japan; the Geneva District W. C. Swearer, 
in Corea, and the Syracuse District, Grow S. Brown, in China. Let us 
support these men with our gifts and our prayers. 

We gladly endorse the work of the District Missionary Secretaries 
in arranging a Bible Study and Missionary Conference in the city of 
Syracuse, October 24, 25 and 26. We urge all of our pastors and as 
many as possible of the members of our churches to attend this Con- 
ference. The strength of the program is an assurance of the great 
pleasure and profit to all who attend. 

The Mission Study classes have gathered a nucleus of workers 
who have been brought to a larger vision in the matter of World Wide 
Evangelism. A few of these people in every church will do much to 
create missionary sentiment among the membership. 

The development of the Missionary spirit in our Sunday Schools 
is most significant. The monthly Missionary program is awakening 
great interest in every grade of this part of the Church. Our children 
are gaining an intelligence that promises well for the future. The 
total offerings of our Sunday Schools this year amount to $13,284. 

We hear with gratification of the phenomenal success which has 
attended the work of the Italian Methodist Mission in Syracuse, N. Y., 
under the pastorate of the Rev. A. M. DiBartolo. During the year 150 
persons, nearly all of whom are men, have been received into full 
membership, and nearly as many men are now on probation. An 
Italian Deaconess has recently been added to the working force. 

The General Missionary Committee, recognizing the importance of 
this Mission, which represents the only work being done by any 
Protestant church among the more than 10,000 Italians in Syracuse, 
made a grant of $250 to aid in meeting expenses. The committee alsp 
placed the Mission on the list of objects which may receive special 
gifts. 

We recommend, (a) that the District Missionary Secretaries be 
a committee of ways and means for increasing missionary interest. 

(b) That in view of the development of the Italian work, we 
request a grant by the General Committee of not less than $500 for the 
coming year, and, that the pastors of the Conference remember this 
work with special offerings, which may be sent either to the Treasurer 
of the Missionary Society, 150 Fifth Avenue, New York, or to the 
Treasurer of the Mission, W. J. Pohlgreen, 315 South Franklin street, 
Syracuse, either of whom will return proper vouchers for all monies 
received, which will be to the credit of the charge, above the appor- 
tionments, as in the case of other special gifts. 

(c) We recommend that in all churches where the India Jubilee 
collection has not been taken, we pledge ourselves to present this 
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subject to our people as soon as possible after the adjournment of 
Conference, and to collect and forward the money subscribed for the 
Jubilee to the Missionary Treasurer by December 26, 1906.

PERMANENT FUND. 

The report of our Field Secretary shows a year of active and 
fruitful effort for the increase of the Permanent Fund. Dr. Munger 
reports that he has traveled 4,780 miles in the interest of his work, 
during the Conference year, and has presented the cause in public 
fifty-four times; that he has secured subscriptions considered good to 
the amount of $6,499, mostly from the churches; that he has been 
notified of bequests amounting to $17,000, and that he has paid $1,130 
in cash to the Treasurer of the Conference Trustees. The Treasurer 
of the Conference reports $1,138 in addition. 

The salary of the Secretary has not been paid as promptly as 
might be desired. On the day before Conference the total receipts 
amounted to $765.77 of which $141.63 went for expenses. The total 
now in hand is $1,338, leaving a deficit of $262. We ought as a Con- 
ference by all means continue to press this matter until the whole 
amount of $100,000, which we have set as our mark, shall be in the 
hands of the Trustees. In view of the advance made during the past 
year, your committee recommends that the Conference request the 
appointment of a Field Secretary for another year, with the same 
salary and expense allowance as at present. We also recommend that 
the arrangement of the Secretary's work on the several districts be 
under the direction of a board consisting of the Presiding Elders and 
two pastors from each district. Without disparaging other causes 
which appeal for our financial support, we declare our conviction that 
the Permanent Fund should be second to none. Every pastor who 
realizes the true interest of his brethren and his family will do all in 
his power to advance this cause.

STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

We have reason to be thankful to God for many encouraging and 
infallible signs of progress throughout the bounds of our Conference 
during the past year. There have been many revivals that have 
resulted in a substantial increase of membership and the deepening 
of the religious life of the church. There is also discernable an under- 
lying and deep hunger after God on the part of the more spiritually 
minded, a desire for a wide spread and thorough revival. We believe 
that it is an era of thorough preaching of the old gospel that is bear- 
ing its fruit, and that it is destined to accomplish yet greater things 
in the future. There is a more intelligent appreciation of responsi- 
bility to God respecting our church benevolences, resulting in better 
reports, among which we note especially the generous increase in the 
missionary offerings of the various churches. And with this we may 
mention also some improvement in pastoral support. But notwith- 
standing these favorable indications we yet rejoice with trembling. 
There are many things that may well awaken serious apprehension. 

The earnest, prayerful, faithful workers in our churches, Sunday 
schools, and Epworth Leagues are in alarmingly small proportion to 
the membership. The great masses of our church are indifferent to 
its spiritual welfare and the salvation of souls. Many men in our 
churches, and among them many in official position do not cooperate 
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helpfully with the pastor in any effort to advance the spiritual inter- 
ests of the church. They have abandoned the mid-week prayer meet- 
ing and the Sunday evening service. They are irregular in attendance 
upon the morning service and are not identified with the Sunday 
school. They hold the pastor responsible for success which more 
often is impossible because of their lives of indifference. We note 
-with sorrow the absence of an all-controlling, religious influence in 
family life, the decline of the family altar, the want of family disci- 
pline, the lack of cooperation with the pastor and Sunday school 
teacher on the part of parents in securing attendance upon the church 
services and a pleasant study of the word of God, the widespread 
indulgence in pleasures that dissipate religious convictions and pre- 
vent conversion, and all this by the persuasion and encouragement of 
Christian parents who seem to care less for the salvation and religious 
character of their children than for their graceful appearance in the 
dance and the irreligious social circle. In keeping with this condition 
of indifference is the Sunday dinner party and the afternoon pleasure 
ride that insure absence from the evening services. We note also with 
deepest concern the large decrease in the membership of the Epworth 
League during the past year. Must we be disappointed in this organ- 
ization among our young people that promised so well in its beginning? 
Certain it is that its movements are exceedingly slow, many of its 
members are indifferent and its exercises mechanical and powerless. 
Recitation of Scripture, verses of hymns and quotations from authors 
take the place of testimony from religious experience. What wonder 
that there is an absence of the sense of sin, an indifference to its 
dangers and unbelief respecting the imperative necessity of the new 
birth! Unscriptural views of the fatherhood of God beget a feeling 
of false security and many in the Church are asleep in sinful ease 
with no sense of danger. Save here and there one, the Church is 
prayerless. Her "trustiest weapon" is lost and she is depending more 
upon the skilful manipulation of social force and the attraction of 
accomplished singers and short sermons for success, than upon 
prevailing prayer and tearful personal appeal. 

But we are not without hope. We are coming to know the worst 
and that is the first step to something better. There are signs of 
awakening. The Church is called upon as never before to justify her 
claim to existence and support. And there is a growing conviction 
that there is no hope for the Church or nation but in a deep and wide- 
spread revival that shall come of the Holy Ghost in answer to prayer, 
and in honor of the Word of God. There is an underlying faith that 
such a revival is imminent. There is a growing Catholicity. Chris- 
tians of every name are breathing the same prayer, and there is a 
divinely begotten impatience for a united forward movement. 
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Never was there a louder call than now for fearless, pointed 
preaching of the old doctrines and a ministry of tears. We need 
to feel anew the worth of souls, a sense of their danger and of our 
great responsibility for their salvation. For such a sense of obliga- 
tion we will fervently pray, and to such ministry of the Word we 
again solemnly pledge ourselves.

SUNDAY SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 

In view of the fact that there are over three million enrolled in 
the Sunday Schools of American Methodism; and in view of the fact 
that of this number there have been over 150,000 converted during 
the past year, we believe that no interest in the Church is second to 
it in importance and possibilities, except the pulpit, therefore we urge 
that every effort be made to bring about larger results in the future; 
also that an offering be taken in every church and every Sunday 
School for the work of the Sunday School Union. 

Second. We believe our Church publishes as good Sunday School 
literature as the best, in material, matter and typography, from the 
pictorial lesson leaf to the beautiful volume of illustrated notes. The 
editorial work of the Journal has reached the highest standard of 
excellence. The best writers of our Church are among its contribu- 
tors. We therefore urge the use of our own literature in all our 
schools. Further, we depricate the use of other Sunday School litera- 
ture in Methodist Episcopal Sunday Schools. This is not narrowness 
or sectarianism but loyalty. 

Third. We recommend the grading of our Bible Schools as far 
as possible, believing it to be both advantageous and practical. 

Fourth. We approve the three years' course of supplemental 
lessons soon to appear and commend them to the adult classes for 
adoption. 

Fifth. We believe our Sunday Schools a field largely undeveloped 
in its ability to give to the cause of Missions. We therefore advocate 
the distribution of Mission literature freely and ur«e the rendition 
of a monthly Missionary program in every school. 

Sixth. We would emphasize the teacher's training class by 
expressing our belief that it should become a part of our work in every 
charge. We further recommend "The Teacher's Library" and "The 
Teacher's Correspondence Course" as being important helps in our 
work.

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TEMPERANCE. 

It is with pleasure and encouragement that we note the growth 
of Temperance sentiment in our nation. Some of the States are 
entirely prohibitory, many others more or less prohibitory by Local 
Option, and in all, where the saloon is in operation, there is agitation 
by the opponents of the license system. Strong drink as a beverage 
and a remedy has lost much of its old time popularity. The bulk of 
our population do not make drinking in their homes a feature of 
social intercourse and physicians generally are very chary in the 
use of alcohol in their practice. 

In the Church, the social glass is outlawed and any compromising 
patronage by misguided leaders meets universal disapproval and 
condemnation. The leading laymen of every denomination and 
political party are opposed to popularizing the drink habit. 

All of this is gratifying to the Temperance worker and bids him 
be optimistic; to feel that he has espoused a winning cause. But we 
must not permit our optimism to lead us into a lethargic state of mind, 
or blind us to the evil of saloon power. The evil of the saloon is not 
confined to the destroying of homes and debauching the souls and 
bodies of the weak, but it also threatens the safety of the nation by 
its hold upon the political parties. Under the mask of patriotism, the 
liquor traffic has paraded as a necessity for revenue, and as a social 
and economical necessity till it practically controls both of the great 
parties. So great has its power become that it is well nigh impossible, 
in many places, to elect any man to office without its aid. And it is 
just here that the saloon is undermining the nation's life. If the 
nation endures, it must be founded upon the principle of righteous- 
ness. Corrupt lawmakers are no more apt to make good laws than a 
corrupt tree is to bring forth good fruit. Furthermore, it is unreason- 
able to expect that the character of the people at large will rise to a 
higher moral and spiritual plane than that of their lawmakers "and 
political leaders. For this reason all Christians should take an active 
interest in politics. Our Lord's admonition, "Even so let your light 
shine before men," is as applicable in the election precinct as in the 
prayer room. No true follower of Christ Jesus will treat indifferently 
any opportunity or privilege of helping to make and preserve a 
government which reveres the name and institutions of the God of all 
Truth, Justice and Righteousness. 

In view of this we offer the following recommendations: 

1. That the Christian voters of our territory, with the wisdom of 
the serpent and the harmlessness of the dove, use their influence for 
the election of good and true men to our state assembly. 
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2. That Independent Good Government Clubs be organized among 
our young men that they may be trained to put the principle of good 
government above loyalty to machine politics. 

3. We recognize the Anti-Saloon League as a practical, vigorous 
force against the saloon power of our land. That we endorse the 
management of the Anti-Saloon League in New York State under the 
Rev. Howard H. Russell and his assistants. And in particular do we 
endorse their efforts to prevent the re-election of those Senators who 
were responsible for the defeat of the bill extending the principle 
of home rule on the saloon question to districts of cities and towns 
and specially the Senator from the 4 2d District, who used his position 
of leadership to defeat the bill and who lent his support to the Saxe 
bill in 1905 and the Bracket bill in 1906, both of which were intended 
to lessen the protection of the Churches from the encroachment of 
the saloon. 

4. That we commend the W. C. T. U. for its work of enlighten- 
ment in the way of Scientific Temperance instruction, lectures, con- 
ventions and press notices. 

5. That the Rev. B. W. Hamilton be appointed Conference Tem- 
perance Agent, and suggest that the brethren call on him to assist 
in Local Option campaigns and any other Temperance work. 

6. That we form a Conference Temperance Society according to 
the direction of the Discipline, paragraph 434, Article V. 

7. That Dr. B. W. Hamilton be sent as delegate to the National 
Anti-Saloon League Convention, with all expenses paid, and that he 
be empowered to appoint other delegates from among the members 
of the Conference, providing, however, that the Conference Society 
bear no part of their expenses.

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MEMOIRS, 



REV. SIDNEY A. LUCE. 



For several years Rev. S. A. 
Luce, being in feeble health and 
residing within the bounds of 
another Conference has not 
been able to answer the roll 
call at our Annual Sessions, but 
by those who knew him in his 
vigorous manhood his memory 
will ever be lovingly cherished. 
He was the son of Rev. 
Eleazer and Betsey Howel Luce, 
and was born in Virgil, Cortland 
county, N. Y., June 26, 1835. 
When three years of age his 
parents moved to Union, 
Broome county. His father died 
before he was eight, and from 
that time till eighteen years of 
age he attended the district 
school winters and what he could summers. Then he went to Troy, 
Pa., and attended Troy Academy. He remained there one year and 
then went to Williamsport, Pa., to attend Dickinson Seminary. He 
also attended Wesley an Seminary at Albion, Michigan, for a short 
time, and then came to Lima, where he remained four years at the 
Seminary, teaching winters to help himself along. 

He was converted at Union Center when a boy and joined the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 

In the fall of 1862 he married Miss Hannah Carley, of Marathon, 
N. Y., and two children came to bless their home, a son and a daughter. 
In 1868 he received an exhorter's license from Rev. A. C. Bowdish. 
The following spring, 1869, he was received in the Central New York 
Conference at its first session. After traveling two years he was 
ordained Deacon by Bishop Ames, and two years later was ordained 
Elder by the same. He served the following charges with great 
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acceptability: Freetown, two years; Virgil, two years and a half, as 
the time of holding the conference was changed from spring to fall; 
Scott, three years; McLean, three years; Georgetown, three years; 
Nelson and Brieville, two years; Perryville, two years, when he was 
obliged to take a supernumerary relation on account of the health of 
his wife, who was an invalid for many years previous to her death. 
He then removed to Binghamton, and united with the Centenary 
church. 

He served as supply in the Wyoming Conference, Newark Valley, 
six months, Randolph, two years and six months, and Cooperstown, 
Junction one year, and was assistant pastor of the Centenary church 
in Binghamton, six months, with Dr. George Colville as pastor. 
• He is survived by a daughter, Mrs. W. M. Camp, of Binghamton, and 
a son, Nattie A. Luce, engaged in Y. M. C. A. work in Virginia. 

As a minister of the Gospel Brother Luce was frank and faithful; 
a clear expositor and a practical preacher and won many souls to 
the Master. He had great influence over the young and under God 
was instrumental in leading several young men into the ministry. He 
never compromised with sin or sinners but preached the truth as he 
believed it according to the Methodist standards; he never shrank 
from the enemy and he never deserted a friend; he had little oppor- 
tunity for "softness and needless self-indulgence" for his life was one 
of sacrifice and self-denial and over against the name of Sidney A. 
Luce let us write boldly "Nothing against him." 

He died in the triumphs of the Christian faith at the home of his 
daughter, May 21, 1906, aged 70 years. His funeral was largely at- 
tended in Binghamton, May 24th. The services were in charge of his 
pastor, the Rev. James A. Hensey, of Centenary Church, who read the 
Scripture lesson and offered prayer. The funeral sermon was preached 
by the writer from the text, Rev. 21 : 7. Rev. G. N. Underwood, of Mar- 
athon, N. Y., spoke briefly, as did also the Rev. Clayton J. Taft, pastor 
of the East Side Congregational Church, of Binghamton, each paying 
high tribute to his useful and . consecrated life. Several other clergy- 
men were present at the services. 

The body was laid to rest in the beautiful cemetery in Bingham- 
ton, by the side of his wife, there to await the resurrection morn.

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REV. HENRY MEEKER. 




Bro. Henry Meeker was 
born at McDonough, Chenango 
county, N. Y., October 16, 1827. 
In early life our Brother 
gave his heart to God, and 
united with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. The years of 
his early manhood were spent 
in study and teaching which 
proved an invaluable prepara- 
tion for his coming life work. 

On December 31, 1849, he 
was married to Miss Celestia 
C. Dailey, of German, N. Y. 

In 1857, while living at Tri- 
angle, he was licensed to exhort 
by Rev. Wm. Bixby, Presiding 
Elder of the Chenango District 
in the Oneida Conference. 
January 1C, 1858, he was given a license as a local preacher by 
the Presiding Elder, Rev. D. A. Wheadon. 

April, 18G0, during the session of the Conference in Ithaca, a 
class of nine was received, among which are the names of L. East- 
wood, A. C. Smith and Henry Meeker. He was ordained Deacon in 
1862 by Bishop E. R. Ames and Elder in 1865 by Bishop Matthew 
Simpson. The following is a list of the charges to which he was 
appointed: Mt. Upton, 1860; East Homer, 1861; Hartford, 1863; Cuy- 
ler, 1865; Scott, 1868; Dryden, 1869; Owasco, 1870; Victory, 1873; 
Savannah, 1875; Canoga, 1878; Caton, 1881; Bast Canton, 1882; East 
Smithfield, 1884; Nelson, 1886; DeRuyter, 1888; Millerton, 1890; 
Reading Center, 1893. 

From Reading Center he was superannuated in 1894 and went 
to Trumansburg to live. After residing there nine years, he came to 
Elmira, where he lived two years, or until his death. 

In the early part of the summer of the present year Bro. Meeker 
w*ent with his wife to visit a son living in East Smithfield, where 
illness came upon him and he ended his life's journey June 7, 1906, 
and went to dwell with the Master whom he had loved so long and 
served so well. He leaves a wife and two sons, Ernest H., of East 
Smithfield, Pa., and Berton C, of Elmira, N. Y., to mourn his depart- 
ure. 
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It was fitting that he should take his final departure from East 
Smithfield, for it was here he led the Methodist hosts to a marvelous 
victory in which over one hundred were converted. 

While he was successful in revival work on nearly every charge 
he was also very successful in building up believers in the faith of the 
Gospel, and promoting righteousness in the communities where he 
lived. On one charge nearly the entire church membership was Meth- 
odist in name and Universalist in belief. One day he did not come 
home to dinner, being detained at the "store," arguing the pros and 
cons of Universalism, and the remark of one of the men will illustrate 
the result. He said: "Well, Elder, when I am alone I can see Uni- 
versalism all right, but after talking it over with you, I see you are 
right. I will go home and read my Book, and come back tomorrow." 
Before leaving the place, he had brought back the entire membership 
from Universalism to Methodism. At Millerton, Pa., he had a strong 
opposition along the line of Temperance. The town had been licensed 
for years, and minors could purchase intoxicants as easily as those of 
age. He decided to defeat the license if possible. He had against 
him the sentiments of the majority of his townspeople, and sorry to 
state, his church people as well. Even the Superintendent of his 
Sunday School, who was a lawyer, was engaged by the other side. 
When it came to try the case before the Judge at the county seat, 
nearly half the town was present. Bro. Meeker called but five wit- 
nesses, while the opposition called twenty-three, but he had arranged 
his evidence so clearly that the Judge granted a no-license verdict. 

He was very careful in considering every question which came to 
him, but after once making a decision he was as immovable as the 
rocks. 

Thus, after thirty-five years in the ranks of the itinerant preacher, 
he was promoted from working to waiting, eleven years later he is 
promoted to the hosts above. He will ever be remembered as a kind 
father, faithful friend, fearless preacher and glorified saint.

JOSEPH MERRING. 




Among the faithful, true 
and tried men of our conference, 
who were removed from our 
ranks by death during the year, 
was Rev. Joseph Merring, who 
was born in what is now Sandy- 
ston, New Jersey, November 
25, 1838, and died in Syracuse, 
N. Y., April 14, 1906. 

He was the son of Peter 
and Elizabeth Grossman Mer- 
ring, one of thirteen children, 
six of whom survive him, viz.* 
Andrew, of Dorena, Oregon; 
Henry C, of Rathbone, N. Y.; 
Mrs. Esther Stroud, of Buffalo, 
N. Y.; Mrs. John Borden, of 
Franklindale, Pa.; Mrs. Jairus 
Warriner and Mrs. Priscilla Warriner, of Lincoln City, Delaware. 
When he was about sixteen years old the family moved to Wood- 
hull, N. Y. Here he was converted at the age of seventeen. Soon after 
he felt he was called to preach the Gospel. After a struggle he heeded 
the call, and began to prepare for his life work. The opportunity for 
this was found at Genesee Wesleyan Seminary and at Woodhull 
Academy. After a few years of teaching and preaching he joined the 
Central New York Conference in 1872, New Albany and Overton, Pa., 
being his first appointment. 

He .served with great acceptability the following charges: New 
Albany and Overton, Pa., 1872-3; New Era, Pa., 1874-6; West Almond, 
1878; Beaver Dams, 1879-80; North Chemung, 1881-2; Burlington, Pa., 
1883-4; Daggett's Mills, Pa., 1885-6; Terrytown, Pa., 1887-91; Freetown, 
1892; Bennett's Corners and Oneida Indian Mission, 1893-6; Superan- 
nuated, 1897. 

Brother Merring was licensed to exhort by Rev. A. O. Abbott, at 
Woodhull, N. Y., February, 1866; to preach, by Rev. J. N. Brown, P. E., 
September 22, 1867, ordained Deacon, October 13, 1872, by Bishop Peck 
and Elder by Bishop Simpson, October 8, 1876. 

In 1874, March 18, He was married to Henrietta Amelia Rinebold, 
of Overton, Pa. She died October, 1878, leaving two boys to the care 
of the father. 
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She was a beautiful woman, a well-fitted helpmeet for a Methodist 
itinerant. No man could know what it meant to have such a wife and 
mother go on before to the better land, but those who may have had 
a similar affliction. For a few years he had the help of his two sisters 
to care for his, little ones, then he was compelled to bear the whole 
burden alone. His thought then was to step out of the pastorate, but 
his Presiding Elder, W. R. Benham, D. D., pursuaded him to continue 
in the work. Without a murmur he bent all the energies of his concen- 
trated soul to the faithful preaching of the Word, and caring for and 
educating his boys. In this respect none have done better, and few 
could have done as well. 

His modesty and extreme diffidence kept in the back ground some 
of his strong qualities and characteristics. It was only when he was 
aroused, that the strong side of him appeared. When duty was 
involved, then fear and diffidence disappeared. Then you could see 
the strength of his native ability. He was Wesleyan, not only because 
he was up in the early hours of the morning, for this was his babit, 
but he believed something. He was a man who could not speak lightly 
of Creeds, as many do, for he believed something, and he knew what he 
believed, and also that the belief of the truth saved him when he was 
a boy, and saved him through his whole life. Hence to him life always 
had a serious side. His reputation as a preacher was to him of little 
consequence, compared to his Lord's message. With him it was God 
and the truth first. His life work shows that he knew the truth, for on 
the charges he served, even today you will find that his faith and 
devotion left the impress of God's truth upon the people he served. 
His most lasting monuments on these charges are not the churches 
and parsonages he was instrumental in building (in this he did his 
share) but the souls he led to Jesus. These are the monuments of 
his work, who stand, because they, like their pastor; never apologize 
because they have a creed. 

His superannuation was affliction to him. Under this relation he 
spent a few years of sorrow. In the beginning of the last Conference 
year he was employed to supply at Covington and Lamb's Creek, Pa. 
With zeal and joy he went to this field, and with the vigor of his earlier 
years, he preached the Gospel with great power, and during his brief 
stay there, many sinners were converted and black-sliders reclaimed. 
After a winter of this joyous and successful work, in April he came to 
Syracuse, N. Y. to visit his sons. The older, Rev. E. E. Merring, now 
pastor of the Methodist Episcopal church in Fayetteville, N. Y., also 
attending the University with the other son, Merton D. Merring. He 
came to their room ill on Wednesday, and Saturday while the sons 
were doing their best to care for him, God took him. The sons he 
leaves behind are faithfully carrying on the work he loved so well. 
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A funeral service was held at the University Avenue church, 
Syracuse, N. Y., at which Revs. Dr. C. C. Wilbur, M. S. Wells, J. V. 
Benham and W. H. Giles spoke of his worth and work. At Overton, Pa., 
in the Methodist Episcopal church, a service was conducted by Rev. 
G. S. Transue, assisted by Revs. W. S. H. Heermans, R. E. Huntley and 
L. L. Wilcox. There his remains were laid by the side of those of his 
wife. He left the legacy of a pure, unsullied life to his sons and the 
church.

was married to Susan A. Griffin, 
of Newburg, N. Y. He is sur- 
vived by the woman who for 
half a century has been his 
faithful wife and helper, and 
one son, Mr. W. H. Reynolds, of 
Geneva, N. Y., and two daugh : 
ters, Mrs. J. M. Wallace, of 
Utica, N. Y., and Mrs. E. H. 
Wager, of Middlesex, N. Y., and 
one brother, Mr. James Rey- 
nolds, of Newburg, N. Y. 
Brother Reynolds was licensed to exhort by Rev. D. W. Westlake, 
November 30, 18G5. He was licensed to preach by Rev. D. W. Bristol, 
D. D., June 20, 18CG. He was admitted on trial in the Wyoming Con- 
ference April, 18G8, and received in full connection April, 1870. Bishop 
Edmund S. Janes ordained him Deacon April 17, 1870, and Bishop 
Matthew Simpson ordained him Elder, April 6, 1872. His appointments 
have been: 1868, South Danby; 1869-70, Caroline Center; 1871, Little 
Meadows, Pa.; (1872 from the Wyoming to the Central New York 
Conference by change of boundaries) 1872-73, Van Etten; 1874, Morris- 
ville; 1875-77, Cayuga; 1878-79 Burdett; 1880-82, Middlesex; 1883-84, 
Bellona; 1885-89, Rose; 1890-91, Cuyler; 1902-04, Perryville; 1905, sup- 
erannuated. These were the fields in which he toiled. How well he 
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wrought multitudes can bear witness. He did solid, enduring work. 
The church in which his funeral was held was built during his pastor- 
ate in Middlesex. He secured the parsonages in Morrisville and Peter- 
boro. 

Genial and fraternal he had a large place in the hearts of both his 
ministerial brethren and the laymen where he served. His end was 
peace. He said again and again, "It is all right." He fell asleep with- 
out a struggle. The church says of him, "Servant of God, well done!"

HENRY WILLIAM SANFORD. 

Brother Sanford was born 
in New Lebanon, N. Y., July 4, 
1842. He came from Metho- 
dist stock. He was converted 
at the age of ten years, but 
drifted away from the Christian 
life until he was 24. At a re- 
vival meeting held in Red Creek 
by the late Rev. F. M. Warner, 
which is still remembered as 
being one of great power and 
permanent results, he was re- 
claimed. He was a soldier boy, 
having served through all the 
war. He enlisted when about 
seventeen years old in Com- 
pany A, 19th New York Volun- 
teer Infantry, under Lincoln's 
first call for troops. His was 
the first regiment that went out 
from Cayuga county. Early in 1862 it was changed to artillery, and 
was known as the Third New York Artillery. He was discharged July 
8, 18G5. The same courage that he manifested in his military life was 
carried into his Christian life. With only the limited advantages of 
common school and a brief tinie in an Academy he addressed himself 
to the work of preparing for the ministry as soon as the call came to 
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him. His odd hours and evenings were given to study, while the 
greater part of his time was given to work on the farm. He often 
carried a book in his pocket while at work, whipping it out to catch 
a little from its pages as he could. The fife that had been devoted to 
the saving of his country was now unreservedly devoted to the saving 
of souls. 
| In 1878 he united with the Methodist Protestant Conference, in 

j which he served until 1886, when he joined the Central New York Con- 

ference. In his former relations he served at Red Creek, North Scriba, 
and South Butler. After entering our ranks he served the following 
charges: Venice, Cayuga, Canoga, Fleming, Auburn Trinity, Seneca 
Castle. 

Mr. Sanford was twice married. His first wife, Miss Permelia 
Pykeman, of Red Creek, N. Y., died at South Butler, N. Y., in 1883. 
Later he was united in marriage to Mrs. Azelia Arnold, who survives 
him. In every field to which her husband was called Mrs. Sanford 
has stood side by side with him, toiling heroically and successfully. 
Her work among the children and young people has been a marked 
feature on every charge. All his presiding elders and hosts of 
preachers and laymen among us bear testimony to the spirit of cor- 
diality and good cheer that always characterized the home of Brother 
and Sister Sanford. 

As a preacher he was careful and thorough in his preparation, 
earnest and clear in his delivery. The last sermon he preached will 
be remembered by those who heard it as one of special unction and 
power. The theme was "The Love of God." 

He exemplified the spirit of his Master. He never harbored a 
grievance, nor did he seek retaliation for injuries. His great soul 
was ever open toward God and his fellow men. He was remarkable in 
his readiness to forgive. He never brooded over injuries. He was a 
Christian gentleman under all circumstances and provocations.

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DARIUS WALKER SHERMAN. 




Rev. Darius Walker Sher- 
man was born in Virgil, Cort- 
land county, N. Y., February 18, 
1840, and departed this life in 
the city of Syracuse, N. Y., Feb- 
raary 9, 1906, lacking just nine 
days of 66 years. Industry, fru- 
gality and piety characterized 
his youth and early manhood. 
After some years of attendance 
upon the secondary and higher 
schools of learning, he felt the 
divine call to enter the ministry, 
and was accordingly licensed 
to exhort in the place of his 
birth, in the month of Novem- 
ber, 1865, by Rev. O. N. Hin- 
man. At Virgil the Rev. Eph- 
raim Hoag licensed him to 
preach in March, 1866. He was 
ordained a Deacon by Bishop Ames, on April 23, 1871, and received 
his Elder's orders at the hands of the same Bishop on October 5, 1873. 
His appointments were as follows: 1869-70, Union Valley; 1871-72, 
Summer Hill; 1873, Varna and Etna; 1874, Italy; 1875-77, South Onon- 
daga; 1878-80, Lafayette; 1881-83, Perryville; 1884-86, Onondaga 
Hill; 1887-89, Euclid; 1890-92, Cardiff; 1893, East Syracuse; 1894-95, 
Collamer; 1896-99, Onondaga Hill; 1900-02, Syracuse,. Woodlawn Mis- 
sion; 1867-68, served Vesper as a supply. 

He was married June 3, 1867, to Miss Mary Ellen Babcock, who 
after nearly thirty-eight years of true happiness to her husband in his 
domestic and ministerial life, is left with her two sons and a daughter. 
The list of appointments is soon read; but how much is included in 
those forty years of busy pastorate! An adult life, with its labors, its 
heartaches, its trials and its triumphs. 

We may contemplate Bro. Sherman as a man and as a minister. 
Never very robust in constitution, he yet endured, and for forty years, 
with but one intermission, he did the work of an itinerant Methodist 
minister, and he did it well. Revivals were frequent under his min- 
istry; the church in the body of believers, was edified, the material 
prosperity of the church cared for, and benevolent interests kept up 
or advanced. He was a tender and considerate husband, ever thoughtful 
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of the comfort of his wife; an indulgent but wise father, who was the 
associate and intimate of his children. He was ardent in friendships, 
and seemed, to a remarkable degree, to depend upon the association 
and fellowship of congenial spirits. In the preacher's meetings he 
enjoyed with keenest zest the social and professional contact of his 
brethren. 

His mind was clear and logical, his thoughts were always in 
order, his thinking was his own, and he had confidence in it, though 
he obtruded neither himself nor his opinions on others. He meddled 
with nobody's business but his own, and he rather preferred to have 
no help with that. He was not arrogant, but he was resolute. He 
made no claims for himself, but courageously maintained his personal 
dignity and honor. It was a modest profession which he maintained. 
His judgment and his statements of his own religious life were humble 
and grateful. His testimonies were prompt and proper, his religious 
exercises were timely and acceptable. He was reserved and almost 
shy in religious assemblies, having a strange distaste for what was 
forward or pretentious. His preaching was logical, his thoughts being 
consecutive and orderly, his manner deliberate. He preached his text, 
and unfolded the thought which it brought him. 

His religion was steady and uniform as to its depth, always 
rapturous, and often demonstrative as to its manifestations. He was 
orthodox, loving the doctrines of the church, and able to state, and if 
need be, defend them; while on the side of experience he was ready 
always to give an answer to every man that asked a reason of the 
hope that was in him. 

After an illness of seven months, during much of the time suffer- 
ing great bodily pain, his face shone with the light of acceptance in 
the Beloved. I thought, as I saw his life ebbing away, that the confi- 
dence of the Psalmist was not an unrealized experience in this, our 
day: "Yea, though I walk through the valley of the shadow of death, 
I will fear no evil; for thou art with me, thy rod and thy staff they 
comfort me." No clouds obscured his sky; no doubts or fears .inter- 
rupted his communion with God; no assault of the enemy disturbed 
or weakened in the least degree his steadfast faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. That faith, with its rich fruitage of peace and joy and hope, 
continued to the end.

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BENJAMIN 3HOVE. 




Rev. Benjamin Shove was 
born February 16, 1829, in the 
town of New Lisbon, Otsego 
county, N. Y., and died in peace 
after a long and painful illness, 
at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. B. J. Palmer, in New York 
City, June 9, 1906. 

His paternal ancestor in 
this country was Rev. George 
Shove, who was installed third 
pastor of Taunton, Mass., 1665, 
in which he continued until his 
death, 1687. His ancestry 
traces through his maternal 
great grandmother, Mary Frost 
Stringham, to Anna Winthrop, 
sister of Governor John Win- 
throp, of New England, through 
his paternal grandmother, Amy Taber Shove to Thomas Rodgers, 
John Alden and Frances Cooke of the Mayflower. His ancestors for 
at least four generations, on both his father's and mother's side were 
Quakers. 

His boyhood was employed, during the summer, on farms, in 
winter in attendance of District schools. 

At the age of thirteen years he was converted at a school house 
meeting in Yager Hollow, two miles from Oneonta Village, N. Y., under 
the labors of Rev. Jared Ransom and Ira D. Warren, who were then 
the preachers on the Otsego Circuit of the Oneida Annual Conference. 
With the cordial consent of his Quaker parents he united with a 
small, struggling class of the Methodist Episcopal Society in the 
village of Oneonta, and was baptized by Dr. Nelson Rounds, at a 
Quarterly Meeting in Oneonta Plains. The little church, where this 
impressive ceremony was performed with pulpit alcove added, and 
whitened with paint, is still standing and occupied. The influence 
of the praying boy so wrought on the hearts of the parents that they 
were soon converted to God. Although they lived and died Quakers, 
yet they were ever afterward warm friends of Methodism and hospita- 
ble entertainers of Methodist preachers in their home. All of his 
brothers and sisters were converted in early life and joined the 
Methodist Church. 
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His educational privileges were embraced in district schools, The 
Nine Partners Quaker Boarding School, Washington, Dutchess 
County, N. Y., and Delaware Literary Institute, Franklin, Delaware 
County, N. Y. Feeling it a duty to devote himself to the Christian 
ministry, he entered the later named school for a preparatory course 
for college. When the preparation was nearly completed, his health 
failed from the great strain of hard study and self support. After 
spending some time with his father on a farm, he accepted the prin- 
cipalship of the Caroll Street School, in Binghamton, N. Y. Afterward 
he was engaged in a similar position in the Union School, of Greene, 
N. Y. 

While teaching in the latter place he was married with Miss 
Cornelia E. Terwilliger, one of the teachers of the same school, April 
27, 1854. 

In the summer of the same year he was licensed as a Local 
Preacher and recommended as a probationer of the Oneida Annual 
Conference. Rev. Hiram Gee was pastor, Rev. William Reddy was 
Presiding Elder. In July, 1854, he was admitted and appointed pastor 
at Triangle, N. Y. He was received in full conference relation and 
ordained Deacon by Bishop O. C. Baker, at Norwich, N. Y., 185G; and 
Elder by Bishop E. R. Ames, at Cooperstown, N. Y., April, 1858. 

His appointments were: Triangle, N. Y., 1854-55; South New 
Berlin, 1855-57; Butternuts, N. Y., 1857-59; Greene, N. Y., 1859-61; 
Cincinnatus, N. Y., 1861-63; Dryden, N. Y., 1863-65; Cazenovia, N. Y., 
1865-67; Marcellus N. Y., 1867-69; Seneca Street, Ithaca, N. Y., 1869- 
72; Weedsport, N. Y., 1872-73; Auburn District, 1873-77; Cazenovia 
District, 1877-80; Centenary, Syracuse, N. Y., 1880-83; Clyde, N. Y., 
1883-86; First Ward, Syracuse, N. Y., 1886-90; Supernumerary, with 
broken health, 1890; superannuate, 1901. 

In all these churches God owned and blessed his ministry with 
revivals. Some of them were extensive, notably in Triangle, South 
New Berlin, Butternuts, Cincinnatus, Marcellus, Seneca Street, Ithaca, 
and Clyde. Most of the converts were advanced from probation to 
full membership. Many of them have already been translated to the 
Church Triumphant before the Throne of God. 

In the change of Conference boundaries, with many of his asso- 
ciates in the Oneida Conference, he fell into the Central New York 
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Conference. This Conference was entertained under his pastorates 
at Weedsport and Centenary, Syracuse. 

For over twenty years he served, as a trustee, Cazenovia Semi- 
nary; also contributed with other trustees to its financial necessities 
in the dark days of its embarrassment. 

For several years he was trustee of Central New York Confer- 
ence, and, for a time, was President of the Board. He was favored 
by his Conference with a seat in the General Conference at Cincin- 
nati, 1880. 

During the Civil War he served in the Christian Commission at 
Alexandria and Culpepper in the winter of 1864-65. 

Since his retirement most of his time, with his wife, has been 
spent with his children, Mrs. Dr. B. J. Palmer, New York City; E. P. 
Shove, Colorado Springs, and Judge B. J. Shove, Syracuse, N. Y. 

During these years of retirement from active service, as oppor- 
tunities have opened and health has permitted, his chief delight has 
been to preach the blessed gospel of our dear Lord. 

Funeral services were held in New York City, at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. Dr. E. J. Palmer, and were in charge of Rev. Dr. George 
P. Eckman, pastor of St. Paul's Methodist Church, where Brother 
Shove had worshipped since making his home in New York, and where 
he was greatly beloved and honored. Bishop Andrews also was present 
and paid a worthy tribute to the memory of the departed. 

The following Monday services were conducted in the First 
Methodist Church, Syracuse, in the -midst of the scenes of Brother 
Shove's active labors. Many friends from his former charges were 
present. , The services were in charge of the pastor, Rev. F. T. 
Keeney. From the large number of ministerial brethren present, the 
following long-time friends took part in the service: Reverends R. D. 
Munger, J. V. Benham, F. D. Leete, Chancellor Day, M. S. Wells and 
J. B. Foote. Interment was in Oakwood. 

In faithfulness, loyalty, cheerfulness, brotherliness and conscien- 
tious surrender of every power to the work of the Christian ministry 
and the service of the Lord Jesus Christ, Benjamin Shove had no 
superior among all his brethren. F. T. KEENEY. 
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The Rev. Nathaniel Milli- 
man Wheeler was born at Balls- 
ton Springs, N. Y., May 11, 1820, 
and died at Red Creek, N. Y., 
March 12, 1906, in his eighty- 
sixth year. 

He was a son of Joseph B. 
and Mahetable Milliman Wheel- 
er, of Hoosic, N. Y. He was 
converted when about fifteen 
years of age and soon became 
an active worker in the Wes- 
leyan Methodist Church. Ex- 
horting among them for a time, 
he subsequently entered the 
regular ministry of that church. 
He was married to Emily 
C. Griswold in 1841, in the 
township of Dix. Five sons and 
a daughter came to bless their home. Only two survive him. The 
daughter died in infancy, but the sons grew to manhood, filling 
positions of great promise and usefulness. Francis M. went as a 
missionary to India and later became a member of this Conference, 
closing his life and labors in Tacoma, Washington. Bert Emmet died 
in the prime of life as an honored member of the Wisconsin Conference. 
Robert L. is the pastor of the First Presbyterian Church of South 
Omaha, Neb., where he has labored for twenty years. Nathaniel M., 
Jr., who, at the time of his death, was a professor of Greek in Law- 
rence University, and William M., who is the publisher of a newspaper 
in Fairfield, Nebraska. 

Death entered the happy home, depriving our brother of his 
faithful wife, and in 1856 he was married to Freelove Griswold. His 
third wife was Matilda Crum, whom he married while pastor at South 
Sodus. She has indeed been a faithful companion during his declin- 
ing years. 

In 1843 Brother Wheeler went to Wisconsin, where for sixteen 
years he spent a busy, energetic life as preacher, farmer and lawyer. 
At one time he represented a constituency as member of the Legis- 
lature. As a preacher in Wisconsin he traveled large circuits. His 
work was characterized by revivals and many souls were saved. In 
1859 he returned to his native state and in 1867 was received into 
the East Genesee Conference on credentials from the Wesleyan 
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Methodist Conference. His charges have been at Enfield, Sheldrake, 
Jacksonville, Warners, Cayuga, Sheldrake (second term), Varna, Etna, 
Erin, Breesport, Big Flats, Catlin, South Sodus, Freeville, Peruville, 
Butler Center and Cato. One of the oldest members of this Conference 
says: "No charge ever ran down under his administration." While 
pastor at Cayuga, in 1893, he fell down stairs and as a result of this 
fall was obliged to take a supernumerary relation on three different 
occasions. His last active work was in 1891. For the past two and 
a half years he was confined to his bed. He was always cheerful and 
was greatly blessed and comforted in receiving the holy communion. 

To the writer he spoke often of his brethren in the ministry, 
calling many by name, and expressed a desire that he might attend 
one more Conference and meet them face to face. He is now at rest, 
after a long and toilsome journey. His strenuous characteristics are 
seen in the lives of his children. Three ministers, an educator and 
an editor furnish a record seldom excelled in a family. 

The funeral services were held at his late home in Red Creek, 
in charge of his pastor. The principal address was given by Dr. 
F. T. Keeney, of Syracuse. Interment was made in Glenwood 
cemetery, Watkins, N. Y., the Rev. S. F. Beardsley officiating at the 

grave.

MRS. JAMES F. ANDREWS. 

There are lives whose greatest distinction is the noise they make, 
their stir and stress; but there are better natures which express 
themselves strongly, yet as silently 
"As woodland nooks 
Put violets up and paint them blue." 

Doubtless it falls most often to the lot of woman to live and labor 
quietly, yet to exert over others a controlling influence. There are 
many evidences of such power in the reminiscences of Mrs. Jane 
Eliza, wife of Rev. James Franklin Andrews, who was born in the 
town of Truxton, now Cuyler, N. Y., November 1, 1826, and who 
departed this life at her home in Syracuse, N. Y., April 11, 1906. She 
was the daughter of Seabury Brown, and her parents were among 
the worthy residents of a neighborhood which has been distinguished 
as the birthplace of ministers and leaders in Christian work. Her 
marriage took place August 22, 1847. For nearly sixty years she was 
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the loyal helper of her husband, both in business life and in the more 
strenuous labors of the ministry. Their children were seven, of 
whom the following survive their mother: Harlon B., whose philan- 
thropies are well known; James M., Jennie E., wife of Curtis B. Mogg, 
D. D., of Wilkes-Barre, Pa.; Marion A., of Yuma, Ariz., and Mrs. May 
Z. Fisher, of Syracuse, N. Y. Among the charges which Mr. and Mrs. 
Andrews served were North Pitcher, Bethel, Cardiff, Euclid, Liverpool, 
Manlius Station, and Solvay. For twenty-five years their lives and 
services were a blessing to the communities to which they went in the 
fulness of Christian love. 

It was as a child that Mrs. Andrews gave her heart to the Savior, 
whose devoted follower she was throughout life. If she was a 
marked example of early piety, her religious experience was not of 
the sort which dissipates with life's advancing sun. At midday, in 
the pressure of many duties, she was a strong Christian, and as the 
afternoon shadows lengthened the splendor of her faith, and the 
beauty of her character became the more evident, until as she passed 
from earth those who witnessed her final deeds saw fulfilled the 
saying of Holy Writ, "At evening tide it shall be light." 

One or two significant facts of her life should be recorded: 

When her husband was converted it was her steady, unrelenting 
grace, more than any other human aid, which brought him into the 
Christian life with deflniteness of purpose to do the will of God. 
And when he decided that he must give up his prosperous business 
interests to preach the Gospel for a small compensation, she left her 
home and entered uncomfortable parsonages without a moment's 
hesitation or a murmur. 

It is to be written that the saintly woman, whose life we com- 
memorate, was to her husband's Gospel campaign, better than an 
average Evangelist. She was an effective winner of men and women. 
One of the converts of a series of meetings held many years since, 
has lately told how he came to give his life to Christ. "Mrs. Andrews," 
he says, "came to the seat in the church which I occupied, and put her 
hand on my head, and I rose right up under that hand and followed 
her to the altar. What else could I do?" Gentle touch of pure and 
Christian woman, how great is thy persuasion. Would that this 
influence were more fully realized and more constantly exerted. What 
fathers and pastors cannot accomplish in turning the purpose of a 
young man or woman, may be often and easily achieved by a gracious 
mother in Israel. 

After her husband's retirement from regular ministerial labors, 
Mrs. Andrews did not cease to be devoted to the cause for which she 
had given her strong years. She loved the church and its services, 
and at Syracuse, at Thousand Island Park, and at Wilkes-Barre she 
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was much in the house of God. Serene of countenance, mild in voice 
and action, she carried with her the stillness of settled convictions, 
and of unbroken communion with God. About her was a spiritual 
atmosphere, which wrapt her in with her Lord, while it shut no one 
out of her friendship. Her testimonies given in the prayer service 
until within a few days of her translation, were like a benediction, 
and some of them will never be forgotten. Her passage out of the 
association of a large family circle, into the house on high, was 
attended by such mingled expressions of faith and sorrow, of pain 
and triumph, as are only possible in the elect of Christ. At the end 
was such a calm as gives place only to sounds like 
"The sweep of an angel's wing, 
And the touch of a harp of gold." 
The writer of this memoir, assisted by Dr. J. B. Foote, conducted 
the service at the home in Syracuse, and the loved remains were 
taken next day to Keeney Settlement and were tenderly laid to rest 
in the family plot, the services at the grave being in charge of Rev. 
F. T. Keeney, D. D., a near relative. But of such personalities as 
this there is no burial. God and the universe are the pledges that 
we shall see again, the just made perfect. F. D. LEETE.

Alethia Biggs was born in Sullivan, Indiana, June 8, 1872, and died 
at Newfield, N. Y., May 4, 1906.

Of the passengers of the Mayflower, six were 
ancestral relation. In 1877, November 29, she was married to Herbert 
E. Frohock, then a teacher. In the month of January, 1883, a month 
after the conversion of her husband, she also found the Lord, and 
with him was baptized and joined the church at Belfast, Maine. 
Fully accepting her husband's call to preach, she entered the pastorate 
with him and shared his labors and rewards for twenty-two and one- 
half years. During the last two years of her life she was subject to 
severe headaches for which no relief could be found. On Monday, 
December 9th, she called among the people with her husband. On 
Tuesday, at about 4 o'clock in the afternoon, she quietly ceased to 
live, so quietly that it seemed sleep rather than death.

On February 9, 1906, the shadowy gates of death turned noiseless- 
ly on their hinges and the soul of Mrs. Elizabeth Baker Redhead 
passed into the City Beautiful to be with the souls of the just, made 
perfect forever in the presence of her Lord and hi association with 
her husband who had gone on before. 

She was born near Long Sutton, Lincolnshire, England, January

joined the Black River Conference, and for thirty-six years they shared

Mrs. Tinker was born at Dundee, N. Y., October 21, 1847, and 
died at Lyons, N. Y., February 14,. 1906. She was the oldest child of 
the late Dr. Samuel H. and Joanna McLean Wright. Both families 
were of staunch Methodist stock of several generations. Her mother 
was the oldest child of William McLean, of York, one of the oldest 
Methodist families of that city. Her father was not only an able 
physician but an eminent scientist possessing an international 
reputation as a mathematician, an astronomer and a botanist. 

Early in life she united with the Methodist Episcopal church. 
She pursued her school studies at the place of her birth and at 
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Geneva, until she was united in marriage with the Rev. Ezra Tinker, 
D. D., LL. D. 

She entered heartily into the work of the Church, with her 
husband, in which field she easily won her way into the hearts of the 
people by her personal beauty, gentleness of manners, lady-like 
deportment, and religious enthusiasm. Their parishioners were 
charmed with her lovely spirit and earnest devotion to her work. 
But, unfortunately she inherited a delicate constitution which demanded 
constant attention. 

Five children came to gladden their hearts and brighten their 
home. But alas, how soon these choice blessings were changed into 
thorns to pierce the hearts of the parents. During their first year's 
pastorate at Portland, Me., the terrible scourge of diphtheria took 
three of these young lives away from them. This terrible blow, com- 
ing as it did at a time of her greatest weakness, so impaired her 
health that she never recovered, but walked under the shadow of it 
all of her days. But this was not all the trials that awaited her. 
Several years later, her youngest son, Samuel Wright, after he had 
passed his seventeenth life mark, went suddenly from his home to the 
other side of the river of Death. Her grief now became uncontrollable 
From that hour she was scarcely her former self much of the time, 
and was not able to do her ordinary church work. Being thus crushed 
by grief, depleted in health, and overtaxed in settling the parsonage 
at Lyons, it is not strange that when la grippe seized her the 1st of 
February last, that she was not able to resist its rapid advance. And 
so, on the 14^h day of the month, she unexpectedly and suddenly 
passed away, leaving her husband, oldest son, Prof. Berlin T., and 
many relatives and friends to mourn their loss. But faith in Christ 
robs death of its terrors and gives sustaining grace to those that 
weep. 

The funeral services were held in the church at Lyons, on the 
17th day. of February, conducted by the Rev. E. M. Mills, P. E. of the 
District, assisted by Revs. Grove E. Campbell, Walter G. Hull, Ernest 
L. Waldorf, Arthur Copeland, McKendree Shaw, Alfred J. Saxe, and 
the Rev. Dr. Ostrander, pastor of the Presbyterian church at Lyons. 
The body was buried the same day in the family plot in Lake View 
Cemetery, at Penn Yan, N. Y. She has gone, but, "To depart and be 
with Christ is far better" we are assured by the greatest of the 
inspired apostles.

Situation The Womanls College of Baltimore is situated near the northern 
boundaries of the city of Baltimore. Md., in one of the best residential 
sections, one hundred and fifty feet above tide-water. 

Buildings The buildings are seven in number — three devoted to instruction and 
administration, three to residence. All are new. cheerful and commo- 
dious, erected particularly for their respective purposes, and containing the con- 
veniences devised by modern architectural science. They are heated from a battery 
of boilers and lighted by electricity from the new power house of the College. 

_ , . . Ample and thoroughly furnished laboratories facilitate study of the 

Educational natural sciences by modern methods. The apparatus is of recent 
Equipment type, carefully selected. Maps, charts, engravings, photographs 
and cabinets of specimens and of objects illustrating natural history 
and the development of the race are liberally provided.

Upon the completion of a course usually requiring four 
years, the student is graduated with the degree of Bachelor of Arts.

Its 
alumnae number six hundred and fifty-four. Recent graduating classes 
have numbered from sixty to seventy-nine. The freshman class numbers, and for 
the present is limited to, one hundred and twenty-five. The students are from all 
parts of the country. All religious denominations are liberally represented.

RULES OF ORDER 



I. 

1. The Conference shall meet at 8:30 o'clock a. m., spend the first 
half hour in devotional exercises and adjourn at 12 M., but ma> alter 
the time of meeting and adjournment at its discretion. 

2. The President shall take the chair precisely at the time to 
which the Conference stood adjourned, and after devotional exercises 
shall have the journal of the preceding day read and approved. 

II. DUTIES OF THE PRESIDENT. 

1. To preside over the deliberations of the Conference. 

2. To bring forward for its action the business assigned to an 
Annual Conference, and such other as may be suggested by the mem- 
bers thereof, provided it does not in his judgment conflict with the 
Discipline of the Church. 

3. To decide all questions of law. 

4. To decide all questions of the order of proceedings, subject to 
an appeal to the Conference. Any two members may appeal from his 
decision to the Conference, and in each case the appeal shall be 
decided without debate. 

5. To appoint all committees not otherwise provided for. 

6. To appoint a temporary chairman when he vacates the chair. 

7. To decide who is entitled to the floor, when more than one may 
rise to speak, and to distinctly announce the name of the member to 
whom he assigns it. 

III. DUTIES OF THE SECRETARY. 

1. To keep a correct record of all proceedings of the Conference. 

2. To have a copy of the record printed after approval by the 
Conference, substantially bound, and duly certified to by him, and the 
said copy shall be considered the official journal of the Conference. 

3. To preserve the journal and papers of the Conference. 

4. To permit no person not a member of the Conference to 
examine the same. 

5. To read all written resolutions and communications to the 
Conference. 

6. To notify the chairman of each committee of his appointment 
giving a list of his colleagues and stating the business referred to 
them. * 

7. To furnish preachers in charge with blanks for the reports, at 
least one month before Conference. 
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8. To send all claimants of the Conference blanks for the use of 
the Quarterly Conference Committee on claimants, at least three 
months before Conference. 

IV. DUTIES AND PRIVILEGES OF THE MEMBERS. 

1. Every member of the Conference shall be expected and required 
to be present at the opening of each session, to participate in the 
devotional exercises, unless unavoidably detained, and no member 
may be absent himself without leave from the seat of the Conference. 

2. It shall be the duty of every member to have the business of 
his charge properly arranged and brought forward for the action of 
the Conference when called for by the president. 

3. No member shall be allowed to vote on any question who is not 
within the bar of the Conference at the time when such question is 
taken except by leave of the Conference, when such member has been 
necessarily absent. 

4. Every member who is within the bar at the time the question 
is put shall give his vote, unless the Conference for special reasons 
excuse him. 

5. It shall be in order for any person to call for the yeas and nays 
on any question before the Conference; and if the caH be sustained by 
thirty-five members present, the vote thereon shall be taken by yeas 
and nays. 

6. It shall be in order to move that the question shall be taken 
without further. debate on any measure pending before the Conference 
except in cases where character or Conference relations are involved; 
and, if sustained by a two-thirds vote, the question will be so taken. 

7. No member shall be allowed to speak without rising in his 
place, respectively addressing the president, and having his right to 
the floor recognized. 

8. No member shall be interrupted while speaking except by the 
president to call him to order when he departs from the question, or 
uses personalities or disrespectful language; but any member may call 
the attention of the president to the subject when he deems a speaker 
out of order, and any member may explain if he thinks himself mis- 
represented. 

9. When a member desires to speak to a question of privilege, he 
shall briefly state the question; but it shall not be in order for him 
to proceed until the president shall have decided it a privileged ques- 
tion. 

. 10. No person shall speak more than twice on the same question, 
nor more than ten minutes at one time, without leave of the Confer- 
ence; nor shall any person speak more than once until every member 
choosing to speak shall have spoken. 
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11. When any motion or resolution shall have been acted upon by 
the Conference, it shall be in order for any member to move a recon- 
sideration; except in a call vote, when he must have voted with the 
prevailing side, but a motion to reconsider must be acted upon without 
debate. 

12. All motions or resolutions introduced by any member shall be 
written and presented in duplicate by the mover, if the president, sec- 
retary or any two members request it; and all reports shall be pre- 
sented in duplicate. 

13. When a motion or resolution is moved or seconded, or a report 
is presented, and is read by the secretary or stated by the president, 
it shall be deemed in possession of the Conference; but any motion 
or resolution may be withdrawn by the mover with the consent of the 
Conference at any time before amendment or decision. 

14. No new motion shall be entertained until the one under con- 
sideration has been disposed of, which may be done by adoption or 
rejection, unless one of the following motions shall intervene, which 
shall have precedence in the order in which they are here placed, 
namely: (1) To adjourn. (2) To lay on the table. (3) For the pre- 
vious question. (4) To postpone to a given time. . (5) To refer to a 
committee. (6) Substitute. (7) Amendment. (8) To postpone 
indefinitely. 

15. A substitute or amendment may be amended. 

16. The motion to adjourn, or lay on the table, or to take from the 
table, or for the previous question shall be taken up without debate. 

17. In discussion upcn the report of a committee, the chairman of 
the committee whose report is under consideration, or such a member 
of the committee as the committee may agree upon, shall be entitled 
to the last speech upon the question. 

18. Any member may object to the reading of a paper, and when 
such objection is made, the reading shall be dispensed with, unless the 
Conference, without debate, shall otherwise order. 

19. All demonstrations of approval or disapproval during the pro- 
gress of debate shall be deemed a breach of order. 

20. The' officers of the Conference societies shall provide speakers 
for the Conference anniversaries, and shall furnish names of said 
speakers to the secretary for publication in the Minutes. 

21. A motion to "lay on the table" or for the "previous question" 
shall not be in order from a member at the close of a speech in which 
he has debated the question. 
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22. When a motion or any resolution is laid before the Conference, 
and it is moved that said motion or resolution "he laid on the table," 
the mover of said motion or resolution may have five minutes to 
explain any matter concerning his motion or resolution, before the 
vote to lay on the table be taken, provided he has not already spoken 
to his resolution or motion. 

23. In the examination of undergraduates In the disciplinary 
course of study the marking shall be graded upon the scale of 100; on 
this scale, seventy shall be the minimum mark by which an under- 
graduate shall be deemed to have passed in any given study. 

24. The Presiding Elders shall be a committee on Credentials. 
Whenever a person coming on a certificate of location, or from any 
foreign body, shall desire admission in full to this Conference, his 
case shall be investigated by this committee. Said committee shall 
appoint one of their number, who shall correspond with the persons 
whose names appear on the credentials presented, and with other 
prominent ministers who have known the candidate, concerning his 
general reputation for piety and usefulness. 

25. The Secretary of the Conference shall be elected by ballot. 

2G. Pastors shall present their Financial and Statistical envelopes 
immediately after Roll Call and Organization at the first session. 

27. The lists of supernumerary preachers, all applicants for mem- 
bership in the Conference, either on credentials, on trial, or into full 
membership, all applications of local preachers for ordination, all 
changes to the effective relation, and all persons desiring special 
appointments to professorships, chaplaincies, and as evangelists and 
agents, shall be referred to the Committee on Conference Relations. 

28. All candidates who do not pass their examinations at the 
District Conference shall be present for examination at the seat of 
the Conference the day before the opening of the Conference and after 
that day, during the session, no examination shall be granted in any 
case, nor shall any sermon or essay be accepted for examination 
except by vote of the Conference. The examiner shall notify each 
candidate concerned within ten days after examination whether he 
has passed or not. 

29. In all cases where an undergraduate is passed up in his studies 
conditioned upon his bringing up studies in which he is deficient, he 
shall not be permitted to take the examination in the course, or any 
part of the course to which he was advanced, until he has taken, 'or 
signified his readiness to take, the examinations In those studies on 
which he was conditioned. 
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30. Before recommending that a superannuated or a supernum- 
erary preacher be made effective, the committee on Conference 
Relations shall first learn from the Cabinet whether or not he can be 
given an appointment. 

31. The Presiding Elder shall present annually for publication in 
the Minutes the nominations of standing committees for the next 
session. 

32. These rules shall not be suspended except by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members present and voting. 

33. Representatives of General Conference Organizations shall be 
limited to fifteen minutes in presenting their respective causes before 
the Conference. All other persons desiring to address the Conference 
shall be required to first obtain the consent of a committee of three to 
be appointed by the Conference, and then to limit their addresses to 
ten minutes. 

34. The Board of Stewards shall announce to the Conference the 
completion of their report as soon as completed, in order to furnish 
opportunity for correction. All representations and discussions relatr 
ing to claimants upon funds of the Conference shall be confined to the 
meetings of the Board of Stewards. Their decisions shall be final 
except in cases in which any member may choose to appeal to the open 
Conference. The detailed report of the Board including the amount of 
each claim shall be presented for publication in the Conference 
Minutes, without public reading unless the Conference shall otherwise 
order. 

V. PRIVILEGES OP PREACHERS IN CHARGE NOT MEMBERS OF 
THE ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 

1. Preachers in charge not members of the Annual Conference, 
shall be allowed to sit within the Bar of the Conference during its 
business sessions, but shall not have the right to vote. 

2. They shall report their charges on the Conference floor the 
same as the other preachers in charge. 

3. Their names shall appear in the Conference Directory follow- 
ing the "Probationers," under the sub-title, "Preachers in charge not 
members of the Annual Conference." 

4. Their names shall appear in the list of Appointments with the 
charges they are to serve the same as the other preachers in charge, 
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and the Presiding Elder shall furnish their names to the Conference 
Secretary, if possible, in time for the publication of the Minutes. 

5. Their names shall be printed in the List of Guests to be enter- 
tained at the session of the Annual Conference, the same as other 
preachers in charge. 

VI. FINANCE. 

We adopt the plan in force in some other Conferences by which 
each pastor is taxed one-third of one per cent, of his cash salary to 
provide funds for the publication of the Minutes. Pastors to receive 
seven copies of the Minutes for each dollar paid.

disciplinary requirements, were called to the altar, addressed 
briefly by the Bishop, answered the disciplinary questions and, on 
motion, were admitted into full Connection. E. G. Evans, J. J. 
Everson, H. W. Lewis and E. F. Stidd were continued on trial in 
the studies of the second year. 

Announcement. — B. I. Ives announced the death of Mrs. 
Betsey Adams. The case was referred to the Committee on 
Memoirs. 

Announcement. — The Bishop announced the death of J. M. 
King, Secretary of the Board of Home Missions and Church Ex- 
tension. It was ordered, on motion of A. J. Saxe, that the Secre- 
tary send a telegram of sympathy to Mrs, King. 

Rules of Election. — The order of the day was taken up. H. C. 
Moyer presented the following rules of election, and they were 
adopted on his motion : 

RESOLVED I. — That the election of General Conference delegates 
be by ballot and on a majority vote, providing that if more than the 
number to be elected on any ballot shall have more than a majority, 
the number to be elected on that ballot having the largest majority 
shall be declared elected. 

RESOLVED II. — That ballots having on them a less number of 
names than delegates to be elected by that ballot shall be counted; 
that ballots having on them a larger number of names than delegates 
to be elected by that ballot shall not be received. No blank ballots 
shall be counted as cast. 

RESOLVED III.— That in taking a ballot the following order shall 
be observed : 

(1). All persons not entitled to vote shall retire from the bar. 

(2). In taking a ballot all voters shall stand. 

(3). The tellers shall collect the ballots, beginning at the front, 
and when a brother has voted he shall be seated, after which the 
tellers shall retire for the count. 

RESOLVED IV.— That in making the count the tellers shall divide 
into two sets, the ballots to be divided in two lots, the two sets 
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counting apart, and the result to be added by one of the Secretaries 
who shall accompany the tellers. 

RESOLVED V— That reserve delegates shall be elected in 
accordance with the rules governing the election of regular delegates. 

RESOLVED VT. — That in case a ballot is taken just before ad- 
journment the sealed returns shall be put in the hands of the Con- 
ference Secretary and he shall post the result of the ballot. 

RESOLVED VII.— That we request the Bishop tp appoint as tel- 
ers: A. J. Saxe, W. H. York, C. M. Eddy, Harsey King, Melville Ter- 
williger, F. B. Duvall, R. D. Stanley, G. E. Hutchings, Ward Mosher, 
J. C. Nichols. 

Appointed. — The Bishop appointed the tellers nominated in 
the rule of election. 

Announcement.— The Secretary announced that the Confer- 
ence was entitled to five ministerial delegates. 

Transfers. — James E. Ensign was transferred from the Upper 
Iowa Conference. 

Ballot Taken. — The ballot was taken and the tellers retired, 
accompanied by one of the Secretaries. 

Reports of Presiding Elders. — J. W. Webb moved that the 
Presiding Elders' reports be not read but that they be printed in 
the minutes, and it was ordered. 

Introduced. — Bev. J. W. Wilson, of Philadelphia, was intro- 
duced and he spoke on the work of the Board of Home Missions 
and Church Extension. 

Report Read. — W. H. Giles read the report of the Trustees of 
Cazenovia Seminary. (See Beport.) 

Question XIII. — Question xiii was called, ''Was the character 
of each preacher examined ?" The name of G. E. Campbell, Pre- 
siding Elder of Auburn District, was called. His character was 
passed. The Bishop called the names of the effective elders on 
Auburn District and the character of each passed.. 

The character of W. H. Giles, Presiding Elder of Cazenovia 
District, and the characters of all the effective elders of the District 
passed, the names being called in open Conference. 
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The name of Presiding Elder J. W. Webb and each of the 
effective elders of Elmira District were called and their characters 
passed in open Conference. 

The character of C. E. Jewell, Presiding Elder of Geneva 
District, passed. He reported that there was nothing against any 
effective elder on his District and the character of each was passed. 

The name of D. D. Campbell, Presiding Elder, and the names 
of all the effective elders on Syracuse District were called and the 
character of each passed. 

Transfer. — The Bishop announced the transfer of George A. 
Bronson to the New York East Conference. 

Withdrawn. — The request of Louis Heinmiller to be allowed 
to withdraw from the ministry and membership of our Church was 
presented by D. D. Campbell. On motion of E. D. Munger the 
request was granted and the Secretary was instructed to make 
proper endorsement on his credentials and return them to him. 

Change of Relation. — The relation of D. W. Smith was 
changed from superannuated to effective on motion of C. E. Jewell. 

Change of Relations. — J. W. Webb moved a change of relation 
for V. W. Mattoon from effective to superannuated, and it was 
granted, and his case was referred to the Board of Stewards. 

Change of Relations. — On motion of J. W. Webb the relation 
of J. L. Jones was changed from effective to superannuated, and 
his case was referred to the Board of Stewards. 

Change of Relations. — W. H. Giles moved a change of rela- 
tion for T. P. Harris from effective to superannuary, and it was 
granted. 

M. E. Bowman moved that the name of Bobert Townsend be 
continued on our roll for another year. It was so ordered. 

Addresses by Representatives. — At 11 :30 the Laymen entered 
in a body and were given the front sittings. The hymn "Blest 
Be the Tie That Binds" was heartily sung. Mr. H. E. Dingley 
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spoke on behalf of the laymen. The time was extended. Bishop 
Berry spoke in fitting sentiments for the Conference. 

The tellers returned and announced the result of the first 
ballot. 196 ballots had been cast. One was a blank. Necessary 
to a choice, 98. W. H. Giles received 116, C. E. Jewell, 109, and P. 
T. Keeney, 108, and these brethren were declared elected to the 
next General Conference. 

The Second Ballot — On motion of C. L'V Haynes & second 
ballot was taken and the tellers retired in charge of one of the 
Secretaries. 

Adjournment. — D. D. Campbell moved that after announce- 
ments adjournment be t&ken. It was ordered, and the benediction 
was pronounced by the Bishop. 



SIXTH SESSION— FOUKTH DAY. 
Saturday, Oct. 5, 1907, 8 :30 A. M. 

Opening. — The Conference opened with Evangelist Stewart 
in charge of the devotions. The Bishop was in the chair. 

Minutes Read. — The minutes of the previous session were 
read, corrected and approved. 

Change of Relations. — J. W. Webb moved a change of rela- 
tions for Theron Cooper from superannuary to effective, and it was 
granted.

Third Ballot. — The third ballot was announced. Total ballots 
cast, 175. Necessary for election, 88. There was no election. 

Withdrawal. — C. C. Wilbor withdrew his name from the con- 
test. 

Fourth Ballot. — The fourth ballot was taken for delegates 
to General Conference. 

Introduced. — Eev. Franklin Hamilton, D. D., Chancellor of 
the American University, was introduced and he spoke. 

A bill of charges was presented by George A. Cooke, of the 
Troy Conference, against 0. A. Houghton, and its nature stated 
by Dr. Webb, Presiding Elder of the Elmira District. The Bishop 
submitted the question: "Shall the charges be entertained?" Upon 
motion of S. F. Sanford, the Conference voted unanimously to not 
entertain the cljarges. A bill of charges was also presented by 
George A. Cooke against Hinckley G. Mitchell, and the contents 
of the charges stated by the Secretary. The Bishop submitted the 
question: "Shall the charges be entertained?" Upon motion, the 
Conference by a unanimous vote declined to entertain the charges. 

Fourth Ballot. — The tellers reported and the result of the 
fourth ballot was announced. 178 ballots had been cast. Three 
were blank. 88 were necessary to a choice. No one had received 
the requisite number of ballots and another vote was taken. 

Question IX. — Question ix was called, "What members are 
in the studies of the Fourth Year?"

TO THE GENERAL CONFERENCE OF 1908: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: — 

We, the undersigned, members and probationers of the Central 
New York Annual Conference, do respectfully but most earnestly 
petition your honorable body to make the Cause of Conference Claim- 
ant^ your first and chief care at the present session. For over a 
century, few sessions of the General Conference have failed to receive 
memorials and appeals in this behalf. The condition of the retired 
fathers of the Church and the widows and orphans of deceased min- 
isters, from the beginning, has been sorrowful and distressing. 

The report of the Commission, created by the General Conference 
of 1994, will be before you. We urge its adoption with such amend- 
ments as may be needed, if any, as will insure its being practical in 
method, adequate in relief and equitable in principle to all interests 
involved.

Establish the veteran in his true place as the Pastor Emeritus 
of the whole Connection. Adopt such provisions for his comfortable 
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support that he may be able to exclaim: "My last days are my best, 
my happiest and most free from anxiety and care."

— Question xxii was called, <r Who are the 
supernumerary preachers ?" The list was called. The character 
of each was passed. The following were continued in the same 
relation: C. M. Adams, C. J. Beach, H. A. Carpenter, W. M. 
Henry, H. G. Mitchell, Arthur Osborn, B. A. Partridge, J. E.

Report. — O. A. Houghton read the report of the Committee 
on Education, Freedmen's Aid and Sunday Schools. On motion,

Time of the Session. — On motion of W. H. Giles the Con- 
ference re-affirmed its action of last year as to the time of holding 
our annual session. 

Excused. — E. A. Peck was excused, on motion of W. H. Giles. 

Adjourned. — C. L'V Haynes moved that when we adjourn it 
be to meet at 2 p. m. today. 

Appointed. — The Bishop appointed R. D. Hunger to preside 
at the afternoon session and W. G. Boyd to conduct the devotions. 
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Resolution. — The following resolution, presented by A. J. 
Saxe, was adopted: 

RESOLVED, That the Committee on Public Worship be instructed 
to arrange for and appoint a presiding officer and somebody to conduct 
devotions at the various anniversary services held during the Con- 
ference session.

A MEMORIAL ON MORMANI8M. 

WHEREAS, The testimony in the hearing in the matter of the 
protests against the seating of Mr. Reed Smoot before the Committee 
on Privileges and Elections of the United States Senate, revealed the 
fact that Joseph F. Smith, President of the Church of Latter Day 
Saints, commonly known as the Mormon Church, and other officials 
and members of that Church continue to live in polygamy (a poly- 
gamous child having been born to President Smith since he gave his 
testimony before the Senate Committee) in violation of the pledge 
given to the nation in 1891 by the apostles of the Church, that polygamy 
and polygamous practices should cease if amnesty were granted their 
people for past violations of laws prohibiting polygamy and polyga- 
mous practices; and, 

WHEREAS, The defiant and persistant violation of laws by Mor- 
mon polygamists shows that the States in which Mormons are in 
power are not and will not be able to cope with this evil; and, 

WHEREAS, President Roosevelt, in his message to Congress, 
December, 1906, said: "It is neither safe nor proper to leave the 
question of polygamy to be dealt with by the several States; power 
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to deal with it should be conferred on the National Government;" 
and the President recommended submission of an amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States prohibiting polygamy; therefore, be it 
RESOLVED, By the Central New York Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, that we respectfully request the Honorable 
Chauncey M. Depew and Thomas C. Piatt, members of the National 
Senate from the State of New York, of which the ministers and mem- 
bers of the Methodist Churches of this Conference are citizens, to 
introduce, advocate and vote for an amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States prohibiting polygamy and polygamus co-habita- 
tion, the same to be submitted to the several States for ratification. 

RESOLVED, That a copy of these resolutions be sent by the 
Secretary of this Conference to the Honorable Chauncey M. Depew 
and Thomas C. Piatt, Senators from the State of New York. 

Memorial for Week Day Religious Instruction. — The following 
memorial was presented: . 

RESOLVED, That in view of the need of more systematic educa- 
tion in religion, we recommend for the favorable consideration 
of the Public School authorities of the country the proposal to allow 
the children to absent themselves, without detriment, from the Public 
Schools on Wednesday or on some other afternoon of the school week 
for the purpose of attending religious instruction in their own 
churches; and we urge upon the churches the advisability of availing 
then: selves of the opportunity so granted to give such instruction in 
addition to that given on Sunday. 

S. F. Sanford moved to adopt. 

M. J. Owen, W. H. York, J. C. Nichols, S. B. Dickinson, A. 
Houghton and S. F. Sanford spoke. The memorial was adopted 
hy a count vote of 40 to 33. 

Memorial on Sunday School Union. — A memorial asking that 
the Sunday School Union, or some like organisation, be made a 
separate benevolence, was read. After discussion, it was laid on 
the table, on motion of A. J. Saxe. 

Memorial on Episcopal Plan. — A memorial from the t New 
Hampshire Conference, asking that the Board of Bishops so ar- 
range their plan of visitation that a given Bishop shall be assigned 
for a term of years to a group of contiguous Conferences, was 
presented. 
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A. J. Saxe moved its adoption. After extensive discussion, 
the memorial was laid on the table by a count vote of 58 to 20, on 
motion of G. E. Hutchings. 

Memorial on Time Limit. — The Secretary read a memorial 
from the Troy Conference, asking a return to the time limit, with 
provision made for rare cases. 0. A. Houghton moved that we' 
decline to concur. 

S. F. Sanford, M. J. Wells, McKendree Shaw and R. T. 
Cooper spoke. 

B. J. Tracy moved as a substitute that we concur. 

G. E. Hutchings moved the previous question, which did not 
prevail. 

0. A. Houghton moved that the substitute lie on the table. 
This motion was lost. By show of hands the substitute was 
accepted. Arthur Copeland, J. C. Nichols and Ezra Tinker spoke. 

B. I. Ives moved the main question and it was ordered. The 
main question was put and lost by a count vote of 34 to 47. 

Adjournment. — K. F. Richardson moved that the session ad- 
journ, to meet at 7:30. 

McKendree Shaw moved to amend by adjourning until to- 
morrow morning. The amendment was lost. The motion pre- 
vailed, and the benediction was pronounced by R. D. Munger.

REPORTS OF PRESIDING ELDERS 



AUBUKN DISTRICT. 

Permit me to record the pleasing fact that we know of no pastor 
on Auburn District who has not done his full duty this year. With 
yarying success, it is true, for the fields and men differ, but if all have 
not won the success they desired, they have done better — they have 
deserved it. 

We have not reported all that has been said to us by Chief 
Priest and those who are willing to be, and by private and official 
members. However, we bring no evil tidings from any part of the 
field. The polity, preaching and people of Methodism, under the God 
of Pentecost, are still a conquering Trinity. 

EVANGELISM. 
The work of redemption is still the colossal Work of the ages. 
If, as one has said, "true statesmanship is the art of changing a 
nation from what it is into what it ought to be," then the wise 
Christian minister is your real statesman. Compared with his work, 
the adjustment of tariffs and the building of navies seem petty. His 
work is world wide* All nations come into his thought. The good 
work of last year has been continued under the direction of the 
District Committee of Aggressive Evangelism. Miss March and T. H. 
Osborn did effective work in several of the churches. Many of the 
most marked revivals have been where the pastor has conducted the 
services without outside help. The churches of Auburn District have 
never been in better spiritual condition. 

DISTRICT MEETINGS. 

Rev. E. L. Waldorf has given enthusiastic leadership to our 
young people. A largely attended and most profitable convention was 
held at Waterloo. We received royal entertainment by pastor and 
people. The visit of our distinguished guests, Bishop Wilson and Dr. 
Homer C. Stuntz, gave delight and profit to all. 

The District Epworth League held several group meetings during 
the year. They were valuable aids to the workers. 

The Woman's Foreign and the Woman's Home Societies have held 
their annual District conventions. 
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A good attendance has marked our District conferences. A few 
of the brethren that used to so often seem to plan for formal calls 
made a high resolve that they would come early and wait for their 
share in the final benediction. It greatly increased and quickened the 
profit of these meetings. 

CHURCH DEBTS. 

First Church, Auburn, have paid a floating indebtedness of $1,363.00 
and reduced the parsonage mortgage $500.00. 

Clyde has paid $400 on parsonage debt. 

North Lansing has paid $200.00, liquidating debt on parsonage. 

Parsonage debt at Wall Street reduced $300.00. 

Parsonage debt at State Street, Ithaca, reduced $1,000.00. Water- 
loo, $550.00. 

Seneca Falls, $350.00 paid on church indebtedness. Victory, $70.00.

Dr. Munger has faithfully presented the interests of the Permanent 
Fund. The year will show satisfactory results. 

CAZENOVIA SEMINARY. 
The great need of Cazenovia Seminary is an ample endowment. 
Auburn District has set her hand to the task of raising her share. 
An apportionment to the churches has been made and an encouraging 
amount already paid. 

DEATHS. 

The first death shadows fell on the parsonage at Waterloo. 
Dorothy, the only daughter, was stricken. Fond hearts which looked 
with so much prophecy into that opening life, stood still with the shock, 
but their sorrow is tempered with undying hope. 

Death's mild curfew, at his day's decline, called Rev. Walter 
Sjtatham, an honored superannuate, from pain to peace. 

BENEVOLENCES. 

There is no appeal from a fact. A living Lazarus four days dead 
Is an infallible proof of resurrection. Missions have enriched the 
spiritual life of the church. This is a stream that deepens as it 
widens. 

This year we make our best advance for missions and also our 
greatest increase in pastoral support. The gain in pastoral support 
this year is $1,^00.00. When I came to Auburn District six years ago, 
the offering for missions was $4,800.00. It is nearly, if not quite, 
double that amount now. The total will go beyond $9,000.00. The 
increase in pastoral support Is nearly $5,000.00. 

A church cannot live on its history. The church lives as it 
imparts life. It strengthens as it expands. 

We are greatly indebted to our Missionary Secretary, Rev. L. B» 
Chaloux, for his faithful and efficient services. 
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Dr. B. M. Mills, the efficient Field Secretary of the Board of 
Education has spoken in the interests of the Freedman's Aid in several 
of our churches. This important work should meet with hearty 
response from all our people. 

NEW CHURCHES. 

In the Conference Journal of 1886, Dr. L. C. Queal, then Presiding 
Elder of the District, makes this reference, in his report, to Trinity 
Church: "Last, but not always to be least, a new plant for Methodism 
in the city of Auburn, on the corner of Evans and East Genesee 
Streets, is nearly completed, costing about $2,000.00 and bearing the 
name of Trinity Methodist Episcopal Church, of Auburn, New York. 
This name stands for us and we for it the world around."' 

New Trinity is here this morning to speak for herself. If the 
Conference does not like her looks and hospitality, it may go further 
next time and fare worse. This plant as it stands, together with the 
adjoining property purchased fcr a parsonage, cost $55,000.00. There 
had been secured in cash and pledges $34,000.00, leaving a balance of 
$21,000.00 to care for on the day of dedication. Last Sunday was the 
time set apart for this important task. Dr. John Krantz preached a 
strong and eloquent sermon in the morning and had charge cf the 
finances during the day. He proved himself a master. In the evening 
Dr. Boswell preached ably and appropriately. The day closed with the 
entire indebtedness provided for, without having pledged a single 
society cr organization of the church for a dollar. Much of the credit 
for the success of this undertaking is due the energetic and strenuous 
pastor, Rev. Charles Drake Skinner. They served him right in increas- 
ing his salary next year to sixteen hundred dollars ($1,C00.00). ' Jle 
has been seconded in all his efforts by a loyal and enthusiastic build- 
ing committee. Brother C. A. Porter, a member of this committee, 
went out from the midst of this enterprise to his reward and crot n. 
His wisdom helped to plan and his money helped to build this beau- 
tiful structure. "He being dead yet speaketh." 

"They never quite leave us, our friends who have passed 
Through the shadows of death to the sunlight above. 

A thousand sweet memories are holding- them fast 

To the places they blessed with their presence and love." 

First Church, Ithaca, is succeeding admirably with its new build- 
ing. Nearly $30,000.00 of the $50,000.00 subscribed is paid. 

Rev. W. E. Brown is proving himself a master in this important 
undertaking. Our pastors can do nothing better for Methodism than 
to turn all their offerings for Church Extension toward helping this 
good people build a great church in this University city. 
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The Catholics are building a church on the Hill and expect to 
support a priest in the interest of Catholic students. We can learn 
«risdom of these people. 

A new church has been built and the entire indebtedness pro* 
▼ided for at Meyers. This is a very neat and commodious structure, 
costing $1,100.00. Brother Merrit A. Soper, the pastor, deserres great 
credit in carrying this enterprise to success. 

First Church, Auburn, needs to expend about $15,000.00 on their 
plant to make it a veritable garden of the Lord. The pastor, Dr. E. X 
Rosengrant, with his strong and influential Official Board, are making 
plans in this direction. When done, it will be worthy of the effort of 
this historic society. 

Wall Street needs more property to make room for her rapidly 
growing congregation and Sunday School, more vision to see her 
splendid opportunity for a great people's church. With these advanced 
steps, Methodism, like a well-tuned harp, will send forth sweetest 
music. Dr. Broadway has had a successful year. 

I need not detain you with personal references. But I cannot 
bid farewell to this beloved field of labor, whose highways I have 
traveled during this six years and whose hills and valleys have grown 
dear to me, without giving expression of my gratitude to God for His 
goodness and mercy for the constant fellowship which I have enjoyed 
with His Holy Spirit, for the universally kind and hospitable treatment 
I have received at the hands of co-laborers in this field. And now, 
with thanksgiving for many expressions of good will and for the 
faith that I believe my brethren have had in my honest purpose to 
serve the Church faithfully and well, I submit my sixth and last report.

CAZENOVIA DISTRICT. 

The forty charges on Cazenovia District have been served by 
faithful, earnest, consecrated men. Their acceptability is evidenced 
by the fact that not one need be moved because of friction. All is 
peace and harmony. Their efficiency is apparent in the achievements 
herein chronicled and elsewhere reported, plus that which cannot 
be written or tabulated. 

But we are not all here. On the thirteenth of February, Timothy 
Willis, a superannuated member of this body, passed into the beyond 
from his home in Tully, triumphant through grace and happy in 
Jesus. Before many of us knew of his serious illness, on August three, 
Loren Eastwood, that wise, glorious, brotherly, Godly man, who for 
forty-seven years was a member of this Conference, or its predecessor, 
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the Oneida, went to hii reward. We miss him, aadly miss him, but 
rejoice that he is crowned. As Solomon said of the just, so we say of 
these, our brothers: "Their memory is blessed." 

The spiritual interests of the Church hare had special attention 
this year. The first session of the District Conference was of the 
institute nature and devoted to evangelism. Dr. Henderson, of the 
Aggressive Evangelism Commission, was present throughout. 1 He 
delivered three stirring addresses and greatly helped by his counsels. 
In Quarterly Conferences the religious work of the charges has re- 
ceived careful inquiry and consideration. The pastors, with but few 
exceptions, have held evangelistic services. Dr. Ostrom, with a corps 
of helpers, Miss Nettie Newell, Miss Helen Gertrude Rumsey, D. G« 
Christman, M. J. Smith and wife, and C. W. Clegg have each given aid 
in one or more places. All but nine of the pastors of the District 
report results in probationers received, while something of an uplift 
has come to the churches. But we shall make little advance in numer- 
ical strength until in some way we are saved from "pruning the 
membership roll." 

There is reason to believe that all the pastors have faithfully 
presented the benevolences, and set a good example of liberality. 
Inspiration has been given by a visit of Dr. Homer Stuntz to the 
District, and such other help as could be had. Such facts as have 
come to my knowledge make me confident of another healthful in- 
crease in the offerings of the District to each cause. 

Strenuous efforts have been made to secure better support for the 
pastors — especially those serving the smaller charges. Of those pay- 
ing last year less than $600, eleven have increased the estimate to 
$600. Four others have also increased the allowance. The total 
increase is $985. The year closes with only three charges fixing the 
estimate below $000. .One of these makes up $600 by adding a dona- 
tion. So that, in reality, there are but two charges below the $000 
line. Improvement has also been made in the promptness of pay- 
ments. It should be noted, too, that of six charges a year ago reporting 
a deficiency, three paid after Conference and one was erroneously 
reported. Hence, only two failed to pay in full — two more than should 
have been, and two more than is hoped there will be this year. 
"The laborer is worthy of his hire," and none more so than the 
minister of the Gospel. 

As to Church property. Early last month a new church, costing 
$18,000, was dedicated at Manlius. It is a gem, reflecting great credit 
upon J. H. Britten, the former pastor, who began the enterprise, and 
C. L. Connell, the present pastor, who signally carried it to completion. 
On dedication day Dr. John Krantz secured $7,000, a surplus of $700 
above the indebtedness. The dedicatory service followed with 
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"shoutings, crying grace, grace unto it." Cortland First Church has 
pledged $5,000 to cover the indebtedness on its new parsonage, and 
paid $1,300 of it. Homer Avenue has renovated the church and fitted 
up the basement for kitchen and dining room purposes, at a cost of 
$850. McGraw, by putting a furnace in the parsonage, a new one 
in the church, making repairs and paying off the indebtedness, has 
expended $1,431. Homer has added a piazza and bath room to its 
parsonage, painted it inside and out, spending $400. Freeville has 
expended $190 on the church and parsonage and is repairing the West 
Dryden church, at an expense of $250. By an expenditure of $225 
Perryville has made its parsonage comfortable, convenient and pleas- 
ant. The church at Kirkville has been recarpeted and redecorated 
and the parsonage repaired, at a cost of $170. The interior of the 
church at Truxton has been beautified by paint and paper and exten- 
sive repairs made on the parsonage, the whole costing $490. The 
church at Locke is now heated by a furnace and a fine toned bell calls 
the people to worship. Thus $435 was spent. $225 has been expended 
O" the church at Moravia. Both churches on the Apulia Station 
charge have been repaired, at a cost of $2C0. Fayetteville has spent 
$200 for new furnace and necessary changes. Cincinnatus has a new 
$100 orsran. Union Valley, Georgetown, Bennett's Corners. Preble, 
Freetown, Canas'ota and Nelson have each spent from $50 to $100 
on church and pars-mage property. The total expenditures on the 
District are not far from $30,000, and all provided for. 

In lieu of the required Disciplinary Report on Cazenovia Seminary 
I submit herewith the Report of its Board of Trustees, with the request 
that it be referred to the Committee on Education and ordered printed 
in the Conference Minutes; adding, however, that the District is not 
far short of its $5,0C0 for the Erdowment. 

To the best of my ability I have attended to all the duties of a 
Presiding Elder prescribed in paragraph 190 of the Discipline, con- 
scious, however, of weakness and lack of wisdom. My brethren in the 
ministry have been kind and forbearing. They have my love, though 
poor it is, and an honest wish to have served them better. The people 
of the churches have been warm in their hospitality and attentive to 
my words and counsels. They have my earnest prayers for God's 
richest blessing to rest upon them. The good Lord has abundantly 
blessed my soul and mightily helped me in preaching His glorious 
Gospel and in otherwise ministering to the churches. Before Him 
my heart lowly bends in worship and praise, while I pray: 

"Consecrate me now to thy service, Lord, 

By the power of Grace Divine. 
Let my soul look up with steadfast hope. 

And my will be lost in thine." W. H. GILES. 
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ELMIRA DISTRICT. 

This has been a strenuous year, full of hard toil, severe exposure 
and great sacrifices. But God has given the increase and we come 
wl;h these forty-six devoted men of God, bringing in the sheaves of 
no stinted harvest. We have not pessimistic Jeremiahs to offer, but 
unite in one full chorus of a rich harvest song. 

PASTORAL CHARGES. 

Our last Conference had scarcely adjourned before Rev. H. B. 
Frchock sought and obtained from Bishop Fowler a transfer to Okla- 
homa, and was stationed at Pawhusha. This left Wellesburg without 
a pastor. To supply the deficiency K. M. Walker was taken up from 
Daggett and M. £>. Foster, a local preacher, was put in charge at 
Daggett. These brethren have both done good work and are expected 
to en er the Conference as probationers at this session. 

For a time Reading Center was vacant until Bishop Fowler, on 
December 4th, 190C, transferred D. B. Stiles from the Genesee Con- 
ference, who served that charge the remainder of the year. Brother 
Stiles /omes among us to be one of our brethren. Frank J. Paul, a 
local preacher, was appointed to serve Monterey. He has done faith- 
ful work and is a candidate for admission on trial. Late in the winter 
J. Lloyd Jones, pastor of Big Flats, was taken with such severe illness 
that he had to cease all pastoral labor and remove to Syracuse for 
medical service. The work has been supplied since then by Myron 
Smith and wife, both of whom are preachers. They have done excel- 
lent work and are much loved by the people. Brother Jones desires 
a superannuated relation. In the early spring the health of W. T. 
Fi*7geiald, pastor at Millport, so declined that he gave up the pas- 
torate. Rev. J. F. Docking, Ph. D., Principal of Cookman Institute, 
Jacksonville, Florida, who is a member of New Bngland Southern 
Conference, during vacation moved into the parsonage and took charge 
of *he work June 1st. His ministry has been a great delight to both 
Millport and Pine Valley. On June 9th, while at Jackson Center, I 
received a phone message that cur most noble and beloved D. M. 
VanTuyl had stepped out of the Canton parsonage into his Heavenly 
mansion. It was on the Lord's Day, just before the preaching hour, 
that he suddenly passed in to worship with the angels. I hastened 
to the sad home to comfort and help his devoted wife, loving daugh- 
ter ?nd the stricken church. The funeral was held in the church 
June 11th, before a crowded house, and about twenty-five pastors 
were present. Next day a similar service was conducted In the Penn 
Yan church, which was his former home. Another large audience 
of old friends assembled and some twenty-five other members of the 
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Conference were present C. E. Jewell, the Presiding Elder, was in 
charge. To supply the Canton church, at the unanimous request of the 
Quarterly Conference, H. B. Reddick was taken from Montour Falls. 
Then D. W. Proseus was changed from Odessa and Catharine to 
Montour Falls, and Geo. Britten from East Smithfield to Odessa. 
8. W. Wyman, of the Genesee Conference, has supplied East Smith- 
field. 

REVIVALS. 

Our brethren have toiled hard to catch men, and not in vain. 
Most of the charges have had revivals, some of which have been 
quite extensive. The pastoral reports show that seven hundred 
professed conversion during the year. To this work of soul saving 
we gave special attention in all our Quarterly Meetings, where many 
decisions were made. 4 

CHURCH DEBTS. 

Six charges have paid $9,560 indebtedness on church and parsonage 
property. The Horseheads people have met their subscriptions for the 
new church to the extent of $2,000. Centenary, Elmira, has accomp- 
lished a truly heroic work in paying $6,050 on their crushing debt 
and met all their current expenses. Oakwood paid their parsonage 
debt of $800. 

A NEW BUILDING. 

West Side, Elmira, has done a splendid work in turning the old 
building about and erecting a beautiful new edifice in front. The 
two are combined so as to open into one auditorium, which gives a 
mcst convenient and attractive property. This gives us an elegant 
$6,000 church, nearly all of which is provided for. The dedication 
will come next month. They have decided to give it a new name and 
henceforth it will be known as Ep worth Church. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

Fory-two out of the forty-six charges have made improvements on 
church and parsonage property, to the extent of $8,658. 

This shows faithful energy and vigorous enterprise upon the part 
of our" pastors. The church property all over the District is much 
more convenient and beautiful and the homes for our pastors decided- 
ly increased in comfort. One of the most pathetic things I have 
krown was the sacrifice, devotion and hard toil of Brother D. M. 
VanTuyl and his faithful wife, in reconstructing, modernizing and 
beautifying the Canton parsonage until it is a thing of beauty and 
joy to the church. When the work was done, they both stepped out 
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and leave It forever for others to enjoy. And this Is the fate of all 

our hardworking brethren who build. How deeply and truly we shoaii 
love and honor those into whose labors we enter. 

DISTRICT GATHERINGS. 

The W. H. M. S. and the W. F. M. S. hare both held conventions 
full of interest and inspiration, showing larger success in the work 
The Ep worth League Convention, held in May at Montour Falls, was 
of unusual excellence, both in the addresses of home talent and those 
distirguisbed men and women from without. Among these were 
Bishop Wilson, Dr. Stuntz and Dr. Pike, my old college friend, who has 
spent thirty-three years in China. 

Our two District Conferences were well attended and crowded 
full of good things. The one at Catharine, September 2-3, was the 
occasion of celebrating the centennial of that church, which Bishop 
Astury dedicated one hundred years ago. Dr. A. H. Kynett, of Phil- 
adelrhia, and Dr. J. T. Docking, of Cookman Institute, gave us most 
inspiring addresses. The sermons, papers and speeches of our own 
pastors and laymen showed ability and careful preparation. 

BENEVOLENCES. 

In this department we have had very heavy burdens and peculiar 
difficulties on Elmira District. To begin with, we had sent us three 
sets of apportionments for missions, one on the old plan and two ol 
the new. Other benevolences sent figures higher than ever before. 
Dr. R. D. Munger, Secretary of the Permanent Fund, canvassed the 
District, presenting the cause on twenty-six charges. At Troy he 
secured the largest Sunday collection of the entire Conference, which 
amounted to $402. He secured all together, in cash and pledges, about 
$2,000, and says, "Elmira District has done exceedingly well." Next 
came a regular itinerary for Dr. F. D. Blakeslee in the interest of 
Cazenovia Seminary. He visited nearly all the charges and had the 
hearty co-operation of our pastors and enthusiastic assistance of the 
Presiding Elder. The Doctor did excellent service, showing marked 
ability in his presentations, and his collections fell but little below 
those fcr the Permanent Fund. After this came Dr. Pike, who 
traveled over the entire District, tellirg his thrilling story in nearly 
all the churches, taking two collections in each place, one for his own 
traveling expenses and the other for a special Chinese fund. All 
these came before our own benevolences could be pushed. Then 
came the drought, which struck the southern part of this Conference 
with great force. Many crops were cut short or utterly dried up, 
so that our pastors and people were greatly discouraged. But the

work was well manned and courage neVer failed our energetic Mission- 
ary Secretary, Eli Pittnian, and the devoted pastors. They knew that 
eteinal vigilence is the price of success and attacked the problem like 
heroes. The result is victory and splendid success. A few charges 
will report a decline. This, in every case, has resulted from undue 
delay and lack of system and zeal in the prosecution. 

Most of the pastors will fully hold the ground gained last year, 
while a goodly number make magnificent advances, in spite of all 
our extra burdens and difficulties, our regular church benevolences 
will be in advance of the previous year. 

An alaiming thing is the lack of pastor3, which extends all over 
the Conference. Being farthest from the educational centers, Elmira 
District feels this much more than any other. The whole Church 
should come before Cod upon her knees. and "pray the Lord of the 
harvcs to send forth laborers into His harvest." To all these pastors 
and people I am profoundly grateful for their hospitality, great kind- 
nets and brotherly co-operation.

GENEVA DISTRICT. 

On the second day of April, 1907, the burdens of the Presiding 
Eldership of Geneva Eistrict passed to me from the hands of that 
able ai.d experienced servant of the Church, Dr. E. M. Mills. I found 
the Listrict strongly manned and thoroughly organized. Every local 
and connectioral interest was well in hand. It was my task not so 
much to inaugurate new enterprises but to carry to completion those 
already begun. The passing months have brought a deepening sense 
of the importance and magnitude of the work of a Presiding Elder. 
No ^rue. servant cf God can get a real insight into the vastness and 
vital significance of the work of this office and not be driven to his 
knees in humility and prayer for more than human strength if he be 
called to its task. 

I found forty-four pastoral charges manned by forty pastors. On 
the first day of last April Rev. A. W. Rice, pastor at Rushville, 
greatly beloved, was compelled to relinquish his charge in order to 
seek a more healthful climate. He has since been transferred to the 
Colorado Conference. Brother Harsey King, pastor at Port Gibson, 
was appointed to Rushville to succeed Brother Rice. It has proven 
to te a very suitable appointment. Brother J. N. Sackett, an hon- 
ored member of this Conference in the supernumerary ranks, was 
appointed to Port Gibson. He has won the love and confidence of 
the people.

South Sodus was without a pastor. Fortunately for this people 
Rev. William W. Lane, a junior in Syracuse University, was secured 
as a supply. He has done splendid work in rallying the people to 
renewed efforts for the church. 

The Geneva church has been ably and acceptably supplied for 
six months by Brother H. J. Owen, a supernumerary member of the 
Genesee Conference. 

Our greatest problems are in connection with pastoral support 
in the rural charges. In many, perhaps in most cases, the situation 
would be greatly relieved if the officials in these weak charges could 
be induced to adopt the disciplinary plan for raising money for the 
support of the church, and to attend to the business interests of 
God's cause with anything like the fidelity and promptness that 
characterize the successful business man. No institution in the 
world but the Chmrch of God could long survive if its finances were 
handled year after year with the slipshod methods and utter lack 
of enthusiasm that prevail in many of our churches. 

Much of my time and energy has been employed in efforts to 
insure the payment of pastors' salaries in full on the rural charges 
and in laying plans for better methods of pastoral support in the 
ensuing year. Owing to the increased cost of living, it is a necessity 
that most of the charges should increase the salaries grayed to pastors. 
On every field requiring the pastor to keep a horse for his work 
the people should support the horse. The expense of keeping a horse 
generally falls upon those pastors who are receiving the poorest 
support. On most of the country charges this burden might be lifted 
from the pastor by a little thoughtfulness on the part of the Stew- 
ards. It ought to be done, and we propose to urge that it be done on 
Geneva District. 

Whatever the reports may show as to the benevolences I can bear 
testimony that with few exceptions the most thorough and painstaking 
efforts have been made by the pastors to reach the last dollar for our 
connectional work. Reports at the Quarterly Conferences indicate an 
increase over last year in the grand total. Geneva District Epworth 
League is planning an educational campaign for next year which we 
hope will result in putting the District far up in the roll of honor of 
Presiding Elders' Districts of Methodism. There is wealth enough 
among the people to do it if they can be inspired to put their hearts 
beneath the great burden of desire that Jesus would place upcn all his 
followers for the conquest of the world. The cash and subscriptions 
for the endowment of Cazenovia Seminary now aggregate about 
$2,700. We have no other thought than that every dollar of the $5,000 
for this splendid school will be raised. 
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Offerings have been taken on most of the charges for the support 
of the Geneva District bed in Brooklyn Hospital. One of our pastors 
has had occasion to avail himself of the valuable privilege of free 
treatment in that hospital during the year. 

God has graciously owned the labors of our pastors for the salva- 
tion of souls. From fifteen to fifty people have been converted and 
added to the church on the following charges: Williamson, Canandai- 
gua, Ovid, Wayne and Barrington, Lyons, Potter and Yatesville, Dres- 
den, Jacksonville, Geneva, Middlesex, Penn Yan, Sodus Point, Seneca 
Castle, Newark, Phelps. Plans are already formed for an earnest, 
evangelistic campaign to be pushed early next year. 

The year has been crowned with success in the improvement of 
church property over almost the whole district. Starkey, on the 
Dundee charge, has a new church. "And there was neither hammer nor 
axe nor any tool of iron heard in the house (in Staffkey) while it was 
in building." The church was built in India. 

Extensive repairs have been made on the church at Newark. The 
auditorium has been recarpeted, redecorated, relighted and refinished; 
cost $3,000. 

The church at Hopewell has expended nearly $1,000 in repairs. 

Wallington^ year ago was without a membership or a house of 
worship. It now has a membership of about 80 people and a new 
church costing $5,238, all paid or provided for. At Sodus Point the 
parsonage has new carpets and a new furnace. The charge promises a 
salary of $800. 

At Canandaigua $1,500 has been raised for repairs and debt. At 
Bellona repairs on the church cost $300. Yatesville is building an 
addition to its church. Trumansburg has purchased a new organ, 
repaired the church, and paid debts at an outlay of $1,200. Sodus 
expended $600 on repairs and old indebtedness. Improvements costing 
$535 at Seneca Castle. Similar good work has been done at Benton, 
and Voak, Dresden, B. Palmyra, Chapinville, Marion, Mecklenburg, 
Cayutaville, Port Gibson, Rushville, Barrington, Italy, Stanley, Branch- 
port, Townsendville, Jacksonville, Pultneyville, Lodi, Valois and 
Lyons, the total cost of which is $8,580. Milo has on hand $300 for 
improvements. Geneva has $1,470 added to its building fund. 

A work of much interest has been inaugurated at Benton among 
the Danes by the pastor, Brother P. J. Bull. He has registered 142 
names and presented to them 41 copies of the Scriptures printed in 
their own language. 

Phelps deserves special attention for having raised this year $700 
for missions under the leadership of Brother W. E. Doughty. 
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Geneva district is honored in the call of this brother to the import- 
ant field of the Secretaryship of our Young People's Movement, but we 
can illy afford to lose him from the ranks of our Conference. 

On the 12th of last February Mrs. Lorana Buck, wife of the late 
Rev. D. D. Buck, D. D., an honored member of this Conference, passed 
to her reward. Sister Buck had resided in Geneva for all the years 
since her husband's death. She was highly respected and was a 
faithful member and a liberal supporter of the Methodist church until 
her death. 

God has mercifully shielded every parsonage home on Geneva Dis- 
trict from the invasion, of death. With two exceptions there has been 
no severe illness in the homes of the pastors. The wife of Brother 
A. L. Densmore, pastor at Mecklenburg, has been severely ill during 
most of the year and the wife of Brother B. D. Showers, pastor at Hope- 
well and Flint, has undergone a critical surgical operation. Both are 
slowly recovering. 

Two of our parsonage homes have been cheered and blessed by 
the addition of little people to the families. Brother and Sister Ham- 
ilton, of Valois, were made happy by the gift of a precious little girl. 
Brother and Sister Richardson, of Branchport, are rejoicing in the 
love of a splendid, robust boy. On Sunday, the 15th of September, 
while the Presiding Elder of Geneva District was at Mecklenburg in 
the line of his official duties, there came a message over the telephone 
announcing that he had become the grandfather of a beautiful pair 
of twin girls born in the District Parsonage, in Geneva. If I were to 
present them to you today for your approval you would say "nothing 
against them." We greet with gladness these new recruits to the 
ranks of our Methodism. 

"Ye are better than all the ballads 

That ever were sung or said, 
For ye are living poems, 

And all the rest are dead." 

I owe a debt of gratitude to every pastor on Geneva District for 
the unmerited and yet unfailing kindness shown to me. Taken as 
I was from their own ranks and given the leadership of the District, 
I have yet to experience the slightest indication of dissatisfaction 
or lack of cooperation on the part of my brethren. My reception in 
the parsonage homes has been so cordial and courteous in every 
instance as to endear them all to me. I desire also to express in this 
presence my devout thanks to God for the improvement in health 
which has come to me since taking up this the most difficult and res- 
ponsible work of my life.

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SYEACUSE DISTEICT. 

The Syracuse District has had another year of marked prosperity. 
It will be impossible in the brief time allotted to this report to tabu- 
late all that is deserving of special mention. There is scarcely a 
charge on the District that has not made advancement along some 
lines. 

The public services have been well attended and the interest in 
all departments of church work has been very noticeably increased. 
There has been a decided increase in the attendance upon the devo- 
tional meetings of the Epworth League and the other Young People's 
Societies, and a large number of Bible Study classes and Mission 
Study Classes have been organized during the year. Many new 
Junior Leagues have also been organized. 

The religious work in the Sunday School has been especially 
marked in that most of the Sunday Schools on the District are now 
observing Decision Day and many conversions are reported. 

Revivals have been held in many of the churches with good 
results. Probably the most marked of these special services was on one 
of the smaller rural charges, Borodino and Spafford, where the entire 
membership was stirred as it had not been before for years, resulting 
in a large number of accessions to the church. Special revival meets 
are already being planned on some of the charges for the ensuing 
Conference year, among these is the united effort of all the Methodist 
Churches of Syracuse in a revival campaign under the direction of 
Rev. Dr. Henderson, Field Secretary of the General Conference Com- 
mission on Aggressive Evangelism. 

Immediately followicg the last session of our Annual Conference 
in October, a notable Conference Missionary and Bible Study Con- 
vention was held in the First Church, Syracuse, presided over by 
Rev. W. E. Doughty, now Assistant Secretary of the Young People's 
Missionary Department cf our Church. Some of the ablest speakers 
in Methodism had places en the program at this Convention, and it 
was one of the most enthusiastic and helpful missionary gatherings 
ever held by our church. The district has felt its thrill and inspiration 
throughout the year. Following this, early in November, there was 
another notable gathering in the same place, namely that of the Board 
of Home Missions and Church Extension, thus bringing together for 
nearly a week many of our Bishops, General Secretaries and other 
distinguished Methodist leaders. We were especially fortunate and 
highly honored in having this meeting at this time in that it was the 
first gathering of this Board under its new name and will therefore 
become historical. There have been two sessions 'of our District 
Conference during the year, the last one, just recently held at East 
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Syracuse, was one of the best in the history of the District, every 
pastor being present except one who was detained by a funeral. The 
Syracuse Methodist Preachers' Meeting is held twice each month 
throughout the year except during the months of July and August, 
the vacation season. Because of the central location of Syracuse, this 
Monday -morning preachers' meeting is attended by nearly all the 
pastors of the District. This is especially helpful to the work of the 
District, as the brethren are brought into constant touch with each 
other and are thus conversant with the great interests that are con- 
stantly pressing upon us, besides receiving stimulus from the very 
able addresses, sermons and papers presented from week to week. 
The Woman's Foreign Missionary Society and the Woman's Home 
Missionary Society have each held their regular District meetings 
with great profit to the work. 

Extensive repairs and material improvements have been made 
in a large number of the charges notwithstanding that nearly $30,000 
were expended by the District for these purposes last year. Amber 
and Otisco Valley charge has expended for repairs on church build- 
ings $550. The exterior of the parsonage at Baldwinsville has been 
newly painted and also some interior decorations and furnishings, 
amounting to about $300. Brewerton has redecorated the interior of 
Church building, replaced the old with new cathedral glass windows, 
recarpeted auditorium and made other necessary repairs, also new 
cement walks in front of church at a total cost of $1,100, all provided 
for and nearly all paid. Cardiff has just recently painted the exterior 
of both church and parsonage buildings at a cost of something over 
$100. Collamer has repapered and painted their parsonage and also 
exterior of church buildings, expending $150. The church at East 
Hill has been newly painted and the sheds rebuilt. At East Syracuse 
improvements have been made to the extent of $525. The exterior 
of the church at Jordan has been newly painted costing $125. Very 
extensive repairs and- improvements have been made on the parsonage 
at Jamesville, practically making it a new building, at a cost of over 
$400. Liverpool has placed new furnaces in the church, purchased a 
new organ, and also raised sufficient money to paint the church build- 
ing and make other repairs at Cold Spring, the outside appointment 
on this charge. Marcellus has made improvements on parsonage 
property with also some extra expenditures for the Church amount- 
ing to over $500. The Mottville and Skaneateles Falls charge has just 
purchased a commodius parsonage property including three acres of 
land largely in apple orchard at the surprisingly small sum of $1,000. 
Repairs on Church property at Navarino amounting to nearly $100, 
have been made this year. North Syracuse has expended in repairs 
$125. At Onondaga Valley the parsonage has been newly painted and 
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. the auditorium of the Church newly carpeted at an expense of ahout 
$250. At Phoenix new furnaces have been placed in the church and 
the parsonage lighted with electric lights, costing all told, $400. 
Solvay, in addition to expending about $100 for much needed repairs, 
has already adopted architects plans for a new church building to 
cost in the neighborhood of $20,000, the larger part of whicli has 
already been provided for by good subscriptions. Bellevue Avenue, 
Syracuse, has expended $150 in necessary improvements. Centenary 
has made repairs on parsonage and has also laid new cement walks 
in front of both church and parsonage costing $200. Erwin Memorial 
has adopted architect's plans for a new church building to cost about 
$25,000, including new parsonage. Large subscriptions have already 
been secured. Furman Street has improved its parsonage by the 
addition of a modern veranda and has made other improvements in- 
cluding cement walks amounting in all to about $600, besides the 
purchase of a $500 piano for the Sunday School. This society has 
also recently purchased a lot adjoining the church at a cost of $3,400, 
and plans are being made to remodel and enlarge the present building, 
which is greatly needed for the accommodation of this rapidly grow- 
ing church. West Genesee Street has placed in the church a new 
water motor and also furnishings for church and parsonage amounting 
to $450. The new church which has been built during the present 
Conference year at East Solvay, is to be dedicated this coming Sab- 
bath. The entire cost of the building is $16,000, a large part of which 
has already been secured by subscriptions and the balance will doubt- 
less be provided for at the time of dedication. Rev. J. J. Everson 
has been the successful pastor through whose enthusiastic and untir- 
ing efforts the building of this beautiful new edifice has been made 
possible. In many of the "charges large amounts have been paid this 
year on old indebtedness. We are not able to give the total paid by 
the District, but there will be a creditable showing. University Ave- 
nue has paid $1,000 on its debt. Euclid and Morgan's charge has paid 
off the entire indebtedness on its parsonage and some other old debts, 
amounting in all to $350. Lysander and Little Utica charge has 
reduced the indebtedness on its new church building by the payment 
of a considerable sum. Skaneateles has provided for all its current 
indebtedness and paid all its outstanding bills. No charge on Syra- 
cuse District has any better financial system and there are none that 
meet their financial obligations more promptly. Olivet, Syracuse, 
has paid $100 this year on its church debt. Taking into account the 
number of members and their financial ability, there is no church on 
the District that will surpass this church in its contributions to the 
work of the Lord. Warner has paid $1,000 on church debt this year. 
There only remains $500, which is more than provided for, to clear 
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this beautiful new church building costing $10,000,, from all indebted- 
ness. Lafayette Avenue has reduced its mortgage $1,500. Brown 
Memorial has paid $800 on its old debt and made improvements in 
parsonage amounting to $50. Rockefeller Memorial Church has paid 
$175 on its indebtedness on church building, and recarpeted the 
auditorium. The current expenses of the churches on Syracuse Dis- 
trict have not been neglected; the pastor's salaries will be paid in 
full with possibly one exception. The entire District will show an 
increase for ministerial support of $1,000, making a total advance in 
four years of about $5,000. 

In regard to the great benevolences of our Church, Syracuse District 
will show another advance for Missions above last year's high record 
of from $1,500 to $2,0*00, making a total advance of more than $5,000 
in four years. The First Church, Syracuse, makes a gain this year of 
100 per cent, above last year, its offering this year being $3,000, an 
advance of 600 per cent, in three years. University Avenue will show 
an advance of $250 for missions over the high record of last year. 
Baldwinsville will show a gain of $65 over the very liberal offering of 
last year. A few charges will fall behind their contributions of last 
year on account, in two instances, of the change of pastors in the 
midst of the year, but doubtless, some charges which fall behind do so 
largely because the pastor has not been as enthusiastic nor as sys- 
tematic in methods as he might and ought to have been. The great 
missionary interests at home and abroad must continue to have 
supreme place in our hearts if we are to be numbered with God's 
chosen ones who are divinely •commissioned to take the world for 
Christ. 

Syracuse University, now the largest of all our Methodist Insti- 
tutions of learning, has had another year of phenomenal advance in 
every department and along all lines. One must be on the college 
campus about every day if he would know the latest in material 
Improvements. $965,000 'have recently been given for the erection of 
new buildings including the new Stadium, costing $250,000, the finest 
in the land. It is now proposed to raise $100,000 toward the beautify- 
ing of the campus, $15,000 of this amount having already been secured. 
The foundations have been laid and the contract let for a new 
gymnasium to cost $300,000. Chancellor Day is now seeing the fulfill- 
ment of some of his large purposes. So many new buildings have 
been recently completed, and so many yet in the process of construc- 
tion this present year, that it is an inspiration to simply look upon 
them. Syracuse University is a Christian institution of learning and 
a Methodist University, although not in any sense sectarian. Its able 
faculty of instructors, now numbering 213, unsurpassed by the faculty 
of any other University, are Christian men and women who realize 
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their responsibility for the. moral as well as intellectual training of 
the 3,150 choice young men and young women now constituting the 
student body. 

Because of the continued rapid growth of the city of Syracuse 
and the constantly increasing foreign population, we are confronting 
problems which demand immediate solution. There is estimated to 
be more than 10,000 Italians in Syracuse and we are still the only 
Protestant church that has tried to do anything for them. There are 
rnanj^ good people and some Methodists, who do not think that it is 
worth while for Protestantism to undertake very extensive work 
among the Italians, believing that it should be largely relegated to 
the Roman Catholic church, holding that most Italians are naturally 
Catholics. We admit that the task is great, that on account of early 
teaching and prejudices to say nothing of superstitions, any advance 
must necessarily be very slow. Many of the Italians are not in sym- 
pathy with the Roman Catholic church at all and are not attending 
its services and will assuredly drift into unbelief unless Protestantism 
does something for them. Protestantism should not shirk its share 
of responsibility in caring for the foreign families in our midst in 
which are future voters and citizens. Some two and one-half years 
ago our Italian Mission was first opened in Syracuse in the basement 
of a dwelling house. I have been present at services in the summer 
time when the room was packed with men and as many more outside 
who could not get in. An effort was made to procure a suitable build- 
ing where a night school, and other institutional work, might be 
carried on in addition to the regular religious services of the Sabbath. 
It is my firm conviction that this institutional work is the only suc- 
cessful method of procedure if the largest and most permanent 
results are to be obtained. Some thought it was too great an under- 
taking for one denomination to assume and the Methodist Union, on 
account of previous discouraging experiences in planting similar mis- 
sions, was not quite ready to undertake this large work by practically 
standing back of it. The project was therefore abandoned, and the 
much coveted building was not secured. Our local church paper, the 
Northern Christian Advocate, has its headquarters in Syracuse. Rev. 
L. H. Pierce, D. D., an honored member of our own Conference, is the 
very able and efficient editor who has recently been elected to this 
influential position. The prominent laymen throughout the District 
are speaking most highly of the quality of the paper, and we trust it 
may soon find a place in every Methodist home throughout our Con- 
ference. 

We have thus tried to give you the barest outline of the work of 
the District for another year, but very much has been left unsaid. Some 
of the. most faithful work has been performed on the smaller charges

where conditions are the most unfavorable, and, while there is not 
perhaps as much to show in the way of results, yet in it as enthusias- 
tic and painstaking efforts have been put forth as in fields where 
results are more manifest. The churches in our cities have the decided 
advantage. The people are leaving the rural sections and flocking to 
the city. In the city there is life and activity everywhere. There is 
something doing and the church naturally receives more or less of 
this intense spirit from these most favorable material conditions. It 
is not so difficult, under such circumstances, for pastors to bring 
things to pass and produce results; but, in the smaller places, where 
there is nothing doing and so many moving away, there is great 
diflieulty in keeping the church from becoming as inert and lifeless as 
are the surrounding conditions. But, brothers, whatever our work 
and wherever we work, we must be faithful to our high trust and 
always do our best. We are most surely entering upon a new era. 
A mighty divine impulse, such as has never before been realized, is 
stirring the hearts of the people. We are in the midst of great world 
movements. There is no longer any place for littleness. The broad 
outlook from whatever viewpoint is characteristic of the age. Meth- 
odism, ever true to the spirit that gave it birth, must and will be equal 
to its enlarged responsibilities.

REPORT OF BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF CAZENOVIA SEMINARY. 

Your property and other interests represented in Cazenovia Sem- 
inary have received as careful and constant attention by its trustees 
as has been possible. We are able to report to you a successful and 
prosperous year, and, the institution in good condition and keeping 
up its old time record of splendid work educationally and religiously. 
The year opens with an enrollment of about 160. 

The buildings and grounds have been so well kept and repaired, 
that those who have known them through a long period of years 
remark, "They were never in better condition." During the year an 
athletic field has been purchased and fitted up at a cost of $1,500. Of 
this amount President Blakeslee has secured from citizens of Caze- 
novia and some friends of the Seminary living elsewhere, $1,200. The 
field meets a long felt want. 

The cash and interest bearing endowment has increased since our 
last report $8,097. The total endowment is $46,197. This does not 
include the pledge of $5,000 by the Northern New York Conference 
on which from the Public Education Collection the Conference pays 
an amount equal to the interest on the 'pledge. The total endowment, 
therefore, really and practically is $51,197. 

A proposition of Mr. S. D. Paddock, of Syracuse, to deed a certain 
piece of property in that city to the Seminary on the annuity plan 
was under advisement a year ago. In a modified form the proposition 
has been accepted and a contract signed. The property was accepted 
at a valuation of $5,000. This is included in the above total of endow- 
ment. The interest shown by Mr. Paddock is greatly appreciated and 
his act commended to the consideration of other friends. 
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The funds are invested in good securities and real estate. So 
carefully and wisely has the committee on Investments done its work 
that 6 per cent, on the total of endowment is realized. 

Because of the incompleteness of reports from charges we are 
unable to give the amount realized on the pledge of the Conference 
made three years ago to increase the endowment by $25,000. Prob- 
ably more than one-half has been secured. The trustees respectfully 
urge such action and cooperation by the Conference as shall (1) 
speedily complete this undertaking and (2) in the meantime turn into 
the Seminary treasury a larger amount from the Public Education 
Collection.

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REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 



AGGRE8SIVE EVANGELISM. 

We rejoice that there is a growing tendency on the part of pastors 
and people to turn from the false to the true and to seek "The old 
paths where there is the good way" and to walk therein. We regret 
that under the teachings of some evangelists it would seem that 
signing a card or holding up a hand is about all that is required to 
make one a Christian and so many have been brought into our 
churches who were scarcely convicted, scarcely converted and scarce* 
ly worth anything after they were in the church. The world is weary 
of cheap and easy methods of evangelism. 

The conditions of salvation have not been modified since the 
night when Jacob wrestled alone with the angel until his name and 
nature were changed and those conditions never will be revised. We 
heartily commend the true scriptural methods used by the Rev. Theo- 
dore S. Henderson and his co-workers in the field of Aggressive Evan- 
gelism today and believe that a new era of revivals has dawned. We 
have greatly enjoyed the clear and forceful gospel preaching of the 
Rev. Wentworth F. Stewart, D. D., of Detroit, Mich., at the present 
session of our Conference. We have all profited thereby, and we 
heartily commend him and his work. We recommend that each Dis- 
trict be thoroughly organized for evangelistic work and that our Dis- 
trict Conferences devote, if possible, a part of each session to Evange- 
listic services. We recommend that pastors whose charges are con- 
tiguous, organize to work together along evangelistic lines. We would 
emphasize the importance of every pastor being his own evangelist, 
of looking carefully after the boys and girls in the Sunday School, 
of distributing evangelistic literature and of organizing in the local 
church "Win One Circles" as suggested in the plan of Rev. Theodore 
S. Henderson, Secretary of Aggressive Evangelism.

EDUCATION. 



THE BOARD OF EDUCATION, FREEDMEN'S AID AND SUNDAY 

SCHOOLS. 

Pursuant to the order of the General Conference and the action 
of the Commission on the Consolidation of Benevolences, the work 
hitherto accomplished by the Board of Education, Freedmen's Aid and 
Southern Education Society and Sunday School Union and Tract 
Society is henceforth to be carried on under the organization known 
as The Board of Education, Freedmen's Aid and Sunday Schools, this 
action taking effect January 1, 1907. It is of the utmost importance 
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that there be a clear understanding concerning the new method of 
procedure. 

The work hitherto done by the Board of Education is largely in 
the interests of student aid and is vitally related n\)t only to the 
welfare of these students but also to the best welfare of the educa- 
tional institutions of the Church. During the year closing with 
November 30, 1906, 1,926 students were assisted to prepare for a 
life of usefulness, more than $108,000 being distributed among the 
educational institutions for loans to these students. As an institution, 
Children's Day has become well established and it is to be maintained 
without interruption. 

The Board ordered the continuance of the Christian Student, which 
will be sent to all contributors to the fund in amounts of $1.00 or over. 

There can be no question but that one purpose of the General 
Conference in effecting this consolidation was to secure a hearing of the 
public benevolences of the Church before each congregation. The new 
Board in Cincinnati, therefore, urgently requests that one Sunday 
be taken for the presentation of the claims of the work carried on 
by the new organization. This collection is to be divided in the ratio 
of two dollars to one as between the work for Freedmen's Aid and for 
Sunday Schools. And it was voted that an appeal should be made by 
the Corresponding Secretaries for the sum of $500,000 to cover all these 
interests. We therefore urgently request that a public presentation 
of these interests, and collection be taken, one Sunday in each 
congregation. 

The observance of Lincoln Day has been growing with increasing 
beneficial results; and Rally Day has become an interesting and pro- 
fitable institution of the Sunday School, the proceeds of the day being 
devoted to the work of Sunday Schools. It is earnestly hoped that 
pastors everywhere will see to it that these days are observed as 
institutions of the Sunday School. The Church now has three great 
benevolent societies. The missionary cause is strongly entrenched 
in our Sunday Schools. It is only fair that the work being done in 
the interests of education among the young in our own land should 
come in for a full share of sympathy and support. Therefore, the 
importance of placing emphasis upon Lincoln Day and Rally Day. 

Nothing less than the amount asked for will enable the Society 
to do all the v work which is needful in these great fields of endeavor. 
The Freedmen's Aid, upon limited resources, has been caring for many 
thousands of students. The solution of the problem in the great South 
is to be found only in Christian education. This Society pleads 
that the Church may hold up its hands that it may undertake and 
carry on a work in some sense adequate to the great need. 
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The need for increased funds to carry on our Sunday School work 
in the West and in the South is equally apparent. Methodism has 
always been potential in the formative period of the different sections 
of our country; but, owing to lack of funds, we are unable to meet the 
appeals that are constantly coming. The Presbyterian Church has 
152 Field Workers for the organization and propagation of Sunday 
Schools; the Baptists, 140; the Congregationalists, 40; while we have 
but four or five men who devote themselves entirely to this work. 

This is a time of transition, attended by some danger, not only 
fcr these societies but for the great interests which they seek to serve. 
It is of the utmost importance that every pastor should co-operate 
during this experimental period that all these interests may be wisely 
conserved. The apportionment for the united Society is forty per cent, 
of the amount apportioned to the cause of Foreign Missions — Chil- 
dren's Day, Public Collection in the churches, the collections on 
Lincoln Day and Rally Day all being counted in the total amount. 

SYRACUSE UNIVERSITY. 

We recognize that it is by the distinguishing favor of God that 
we have this truly notable institution of learning within the borders 
of our Conference. . We glory and rejoice in its marvelous growth and 
continued success. The highest expectations of its founders and 
early friends are more than realized. The best facilities for advanced 
education in any direction are afforded to aspiring young people of 
both sexes in our immediate locality. A great part of the money 
expended in building and endowing the University has come from 
men and women who have lived and are living within our territory. 

The attendance this year will probably reach the encouraging 
number of 3,200 students. The recent buildings and their cost are, 
the Natural History Building, erected at a cost of $225,000; the annex 
to the College of Applied Science, Machinery Hall, costing $100,000; 
the splendid and convenient dormitory, Sims' Hall, built for $150,000 ; 
Bowne's Hall of Chemistry, costing $100,000; Carnegie Library, 
$150,000; the wonderful Stadium, costing $500,000, and the Gymna- 
sium, contracted for at a cost of $300,000. To this must be added the 
gift of $100,000 for the purchase and endowment of the Longstreet 
Castle property, now known as the Teachers' College of the University. 
It is impossible in this brief report to adequately speak of the magni- 
ficence and convenience of these truly splendid and magnificent 
buildings, making, in addition to those already in existence, one of 
the greatest university plants in the world. It may be truly 
said . of the Stadium that it has not its equal in all the world. 
It may be truly said of The Crouse College of Fine Arts that it is 
the finest college building in the world devoted to that purpose. The 
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six colleges of the University are housed in one; twenty such truly 
great buildings that set like a crown of glory upon the head of the 
queen city of Syracuse. From every part of our own country, and 
from foreign countries, come the students that throng her halls and 
sit at the feet of her able and numerous teachers. An unusually 
large proportion of these students are in the classical department. 

We add our hearty appreciation of Chancellor James R. Day, to 
whose exalted character, executive ability and strong governing hand 
is so largely due the high intellectual standard, the sense of respon- 
sibility for the moral and religious influence and the Christian safe- 
guards that characterize the University life. 

We also remember that the financial success at the present day 
is largely due to the labors of our brother, Rev. J. D. Phelps, who is 
evidently "the right man in the right place," and who, just now in addi- 
tion to his many duties, is attempting to raise $100,000 with which to 
beautify the campus. Of this amount $15,000 is already in hand. 

CAZENOVIA SEMINARY. 

This time honored institution holds on its way with gratifying 
success. A prosperous year is reported. The vigilance of the trustees 
in caring for its every interest, financial, intellectual and religious, 
insures safety and progress. This year opens with about 160 students. 
That the buildings "were never in better condition" is the unanimous 
opinion of old friends and visitors. Not to be outdone by any, 
an athletic field has been purchased and fitted up, to cost $1,500, 
of which $1,200 are already in the hands of Prof. Blakeslee. The 
endowment now reaches the sum of $46,197, besides the Northern New 
York Conference pledge of $5,000, which makes a total endowment of 
$51,197. The report of the trustees to this body this year says: "A 
proposition of Mr. S. D. Paddock, of Syracuse, to deed a certain piece 
of property in that city to the Seminary on the annuity plan,, was under 
advisement a year ago. In a modified form the proposition has been 
accepted and a contract signed. The property was accepted at a valu- 
ation of $5,000." This is included in the above total endowment. The 
interest shown by Mr. Paddock is greatly appreciated and his act com- 
mended to the consideration of other friends. The funds are invested 
in good securities and real estate. So carefully and wisely has the 
committee on Investments done its work that 6 per cent, on the total 
endowment is realized. 

Because of the incompleteness of reports from charges we are 
unable to give the amount realized on the pledge of the Conference 
made three years ago, to increase the endowments by $25,000. Prob- 
ably more than one-half has been secured. The trustees respectfully 
urge such action and co-operation by the Conference as shall (1), 
speedily complete this undertaking, and (2), in the meantime turn into 
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the Seminary treasury a larger amount from the public Educational 
Collection. 

We recommend that the Presiding Elders be authorized to appor- 
tion upon the Conference $4,000, to be equally divided between Syra- 
cuse University and Cazenovia Seminary unless otherwise designated 
by the donors. Respectfully submitted,

EPWORTH LEAGUE. 



The Epworth League is coming to its own. Enthusiastically 
received and then questioned as to its usefulness it is demonstrating 
its value to the church. 

Not always have the young people of Methodism been well 
handled. They have been exhorted not to go in the pursuit of pleasure, 
they have been urged to consecrate themselves ; but they have not been 
given something else to do; they have not been shown a way in which 
they may consecrate their energies and abilities. And American 
twentieth century young people must do something. 

In its maturity the Epworth League presents to these its Bible 
Study as a way by which they may determine the depth of the Christ- 
ian life, and where they may find that which satisfies more than pleas- 
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ure. Its Mission Study Courses, giying a world-wide view of Evange- 
listic opportunity; its Christian Stewardship Enrollment, showing 
them the true consecration of material wealth; its temperance instruc- 
tion presenting the possibility of a modern crusade; give the oppor- 
tunity for exercising all gifts and graces and presents definite work to 
which they may consecrate all their energies in God's service. 

The manner in which, when properly presented, the Station Plan 
and Mission Study has been accepted, the sale of Bible Study text 
books, and the rapid growth of temperance sentiment show that the 
rising generation is ready to accept these responsibilities and grapple 
with these problems when once they see their place and importance. 

The Junior League, taking the boy and the girl and training them 
along these same lines, is wisely preparing them to become better 
Epworthians. 

We believe any pastor, by putting himself behind these two organ- 
izations, may make them valuable forces in his church. We believe he 
neglects a great opportunity if he does not. 

The Epworth Herald meets our heartiest approval in earnest sup- 
port of all this advance movement, and the General Secretary, Dr. E. 
M. Randall, is doing a great work with the institutes for the training 
of leaders. 

We rejoice that our own Conference is at the very front in this 
new work. Four of the five districts are now supporting missionaries 
on the Station Plan, and the fifth has its plans completed for assuming 
the same responsibility. The Bible Study and Missionary Conference, 
held at Syracuse last October, has left a permanent impression. Stim- 
ulated by this, the Mission Class enrollment rose to 112, making 
Central New York Conference the leader of Methodism in this respect. 

That the work may be carried on more effectively and that all the 
Districts may co-operate in these larger movements, we recommend 
that the Conference Epworth League organization be changed to a 
Conference Board of the Epworth League, according to the following 
constitution, recommended by the Central office of the Epworth 
League. 

ARTICLE I.— NAME. 

This organization shall be known as the Conference Board of the 
Epworth League of the Central New York Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

ARTICLE II.— OBJECT. 

The object of this organization shall be to unite our young people 
within this Conference in a closer and more helpful Christian fellow- 
ship, to increase by co-operation the usefulness of our District Leagues. 
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to improve the efficiency of our local chapters and to place the Epworth 
League within this Conference in a more helpful relation to the rest 
of the Epworth League and to the Central Office. 

ARTICLE III.— MEMBERSHIP. 

The membership of this board shall consist of four representatives 
from each district within this Conference, one of whom shall be the 
Presiding Elder, and one the District President, and two others to be 
elected by the District Cabinet, and at least one of the representatives 
shall be a layman. When there is no District League the additional 
members shall be appointed by the Presiding Elder from among the 
leading Epworth League workers of his District. 

ARTICLE IV.— OFFICERS. 

The officers shall be a President, as many Vice-Presidents as the 
Board may determine, a Secretary, a Treasurer, and a Junior League 
Superintendent. They shall be elected by the Board at its annual 
Meeting and shall serve for one year, or until their successors are 
elected and qualified. 

The several officers shall perform the duties usual to their offices, 
and such other duties as may be assigned to them by the Board. 

ARTICLE V.— MEETINGS. 

The annual meeting for the election of officers shall be the first 
Monday in November. 

We further recommend that the matter of an Epworth League In- 
stitute under th'e direction of the Central office be referred to the 
Executive body of the Conference League with power to act.

HOME MISSIONS AND CHURCH EXTENSION. 

We welcome the provision of the Fathers that brings into greater 
prominence the call of our own country to missionary endeavor for 
itself. We believe that the separation of the Home from the Foreign 
work under a separate board is great wisdom. 

We have not given, hitherto, the emphasis to the work at home 
that the gravity of the problem and the great opportunities presented 
demand. 

We do not believe that an increase in the knowledge of, and 
giving to, the Home Missionary Society, is anti-foreign, but we must 
keep America Christian in order that America may continue to be a 
power for bringing the world to Christ. 
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. We believe, further, that the wisdom of putting this great work 
under a separate board is apparent from a consideration of the immen- 
sity of its responsibilities. The caring for the needs of the missionary 
propaganda of twenty-six heathen and Roman Catholic countries is a 
task amply large to engage the thought and effort of any one society, 
and that the increased knowledge and gifts that will most certainly 
follow, putting bur Home Work on its own merits is much needed and 
will bear great fruit for the kingdom of righteousness. 

We recognize that the work of Church Extension is no inconsider- 
able part of the necessary missionary work in our own land. 

The problems that confront our cities through the congested, and 
un-Americanized throngs of newly arrived immigrants is as great in 
opportunity for the church as it is in peril to the commonwealth. God 
has sent them here for training, in the things of truth and righteous- 
ness which we are able to give them. We must not falter, but go 
about this big business in earnest prayer and devout faith and conse- 
cration. Therefore be it 

Resolved, First, that we will give Home Missions and Church Ex- 
tension the prominent place in our appeals before the Church that 
its importance warrants. 

Second. That we purpose to observe the wish of the office in 
making the Thanksgiving season: the special time for taking the offer- 
ing, and to co-operate with this board in alj possible ways, while they 
are launching this great enterprise. 

Third. We are much grieved to learn of the sudden death of the 
Secretary, J. M. King, D, D., who was so ably grappling with the colos- 
sal task of initiating this project. "God takes his workers, but his 
work goes. on."

PERMANENT FUND. 
The report of the Field Secretary shows a year of activity on his 
part and of success in increasing our Permanent Fund. Dr. Munger re- 
ports that he has presented this cause to forty-five congregations, and, 
in order to do this has traveled 3,673 miles during the Conference year; 
that he has secured subscriptions, considered to be good, to the amount 
of $3,801.70; that we have received bequests amounting to $3,000; that 
four additional bequests have been promised; that he has paid $762.80 
in cash to the Treasurer of the Conference Trustees. The Treasurer 
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of the Conference reports $1,630.25 additional for this fund, making a 
total of $2,393.05 in cash this year. 

The salary of the Secretary has not been paid as promptly as 
it ought to have been. Up to the time of the submission of the Secre- 
tary's report, to your committee on October 3d, he had received only 
$700.63, of which $79.73 went for expenses, leaving a net amount of 
$620.90. There has been paid to the Conference Treasurer $445.40 
additional, making the total in hand to date $1,066.30 and leaving a 
deficiency of $534.70. 

This work ought, by all means, to be prosecuted with vigor until 
our goal has been reached and the full $100,000 is in the hands of the 
Trustees. 

Your committee, therefore, recommends that the Presiding Elders 
be requested to present this cause on every charge on their respec- 
tive districts at their own convenience during the Conference year, 
secure pledges according to the present plan of annual payments for a 
period of five years and send the pledges to Dr. Munger, Corresponding 
Secretary of the Permanent Fund, who shall make a record of the 
same and return the original pledge cards to the pastors of the sev- 
eral charges for collection with the other benevolent causes. The 
pastor shall make an annual report to Dr. Munger of the payments 
made on the pledges of his charge, so that complete records may be 
kept. 

In view of the fact that Dr. Munger has notified your cpmmittee 
that he cannot continue in the office of Field Secretary; we, therefore, 
recommend that the Conference accept the very generous offer of Dr. 
Munger to act as Corresponding Secretary of this fund, without remun- 
eration, to attend to the collection of bequests and notes already made; 
and that we request the Bishop so to appoint Dr. Munger to this work. 

It is the conviction of your committee that, notwithstanding the 
many pressing claims upon the church, this cause should be second 
to none. The church owes it to herself to care for the men who have 
made her what she is today. Every pastor owes it to his brethren, 
himself and his family to co-operate heartily for the advance of this 
cause.

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PRESENT RELIGIOUS CONDITION. 

Many are the 1 indications pointing to the larger and more nearly 
perfect incomings of our Lord's kingdom in the world. In territory, 
the gospel is being preached as never before, and multitudes, who 
until recently were bound by the bands of darkness and superstition, 
have come to know the liberty and the light found through faith in 
God's only begotten Son. 

As in the day of our fathers, the proof is abundant that the gospel 
"is the power of God unto salvation to every one that believeth," and 
whether in America or in more distant fields, the earnest, faithful 
preaching of God's word is the scattering of the seed, some of which 
is producing a harvest. 

The greatly increased amounts contributed for missionary pur- 
poses, the special interest taken in our denominational educational 
institutions, the young people's missionary movement, the more thor- 
ough and systematic study of the Bible, and the better and larger 
work done in our Sunday Schools, are among the encouraging indica- 
tions of our present religious condition. For all that is encouraging, 
we are devoutly thankful to Almighty God. 

However, we must not forget that optimism which sees no danger, 
is in itself dangerous, and that the larger view of our present religious 
condition, brings to our attention some features which are not alto- 
gether pleasing. 

Evidently, an unwarranted liberality in doctrine and life has 
found a place in the hearts of many of our people. To such, the word 
of God is not what it once was, and with them the narrow way has 
been greatly broadened. For, when we become lax in our views of 
God's requirements of us, we become somewhat careless concerning 
the life which we live, and as a consequence we find, with deep regret, 
an indifference to Christian life and Christian service, which is alarm- 
ing. The greatest hindrance to the more rapid spread of Christianity 
in the hearts of men, is the want of interest on the part of the masses, 
and on the part of many who are numbered with the children of God. 

And while this indifference is the effect of a preceding cause, it 
is the cause of a decreased attendance at the means of grace, the 
lapsing of the family altar, the desecration of the Lord's day, and the 
loss of power to the church. 

We pray: 

"Come Holy Spirit, heavenly Dove, 

With all thy quickening powers, 
Kindle a flame of sacred love 
In these cold hearts of ours."

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CHURCH INSURANCE. 

Whereas, the rebuilding of a church in some communities after 
destruction by fire might be a matter of grave difficulty, and at least 
a paid insurance policy would assure the prompt rebuilding of a 
modern edifice, we commend to the attention of the people the emi- 
nently worthy work of these two institutions, the National Mutual 
Church Insurance Company of Chicago, established by vote of our 
General Conference in 1896, and the Church Insurance Association of 
the State of New York, which are as a bulwark for the preservation 
of God's temples and for their rehabilitation in case of destruction by 
fire, lightning or storm. 

The National Mutual Church Insurance Company offers cheap and 
safe insurance, at actual cost, returning annual dividends back to 
2,400 policy holders. Its patrons have received benefits this year to 
the amount of $75,000, in addition to the losses paid. The increase 
over last year's business has been two millions of dollars. The total 
risk has reached upwards of thirty-one millions of dollars. The Church 
Insurance Association of the State of New York is also In a prosperous 
condition, with a very large increase of business. Already about 50 per 
cent, of the churches, Protestant and Roman Catholic, of New York 
State, outside of New York City, are insured in it. 

We advise our pastors and people to consider the feasibility of 
insuring in either of these safe and sound insurance companies, where 
there is never one dollar due in losses which remains unpaid.

^tudy in the Sunday school and in providing monthly missionary pro- 
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grams which shall create and maintain interest in our benevolence 
society. 

The importance of organized classes for the purpose of enlisting 
our young men and women in aggressive work for Christ cannot be 
overlooked and we also wish to emphasize the use of our own litera- 
ture in all our schools. To the utmost of our ability we must reach 
the children and thus more speedily advance the interests of the Re- 
deemer's kingdom.

SUSTENTATION FUND COMMISSION. 

The special Commission on Sustentation, appointed at the Con- 
ference of 1906, report: 

1st. That we recommend the raising of a Sustentation Fund by an 
apportionment to each charge of an amount equal to two per cent, of 
the Pastor's salary, exclusive of house rent. 

2d. That this fund be used to bring up to at least six hundred 
dollars if possible, the estimated claim of each pastor who is a full 
member of Conference. 

3d. That the Fund be distributed by the Presiding Elders, and that 
gifts from this Fund shall be conditioned upon the charges aided, 
making and paying in full, such increase of the amount previously 
estimated, as the Cabinet shall determine. 

4th. After estimates of these necessitous cases have been made 
by the Cabinet, appropriations shall be paid pro rata to the amount on 
hand. 

5th. In exceptional cases, by unanimous consent of the , Cabinet, 
the provisions of this plan may apply to pastors who are not members 
of Conference.

TEMPERANCE. 

The battle between the forces of righteousness and the legalized 
saloon draws close, with the advantage on our side; In no point has 
the enemy gained an advantage during the year. In all the United 
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States, with a single exception, there has not been passed a single bill 
favorable to that interest, while the constitutional foundations of their 
defenses tremble under their feet and in many places we have 
pierced their lines and secured a permanent footing. Town after 
town has outlawed the saloon. County after county has voted dry. 
The solid South seems on the eve of Prohibition enactment. Georgia 
and Oklahoma have deserted the ranks of the enemy and now five 
stars in the field of blue shine with the pure white light of legal pro- 
hibition and 35,000,000 people of our country already live where the 
saloon is an outlaw. 

The cause of total abstinence awaits the issue in the halls of 
legislature. The cause of law enforcement awaits the public demand. 
The public will demand when the whole church of God sounds the 
war cry. 

We submit the following recommendation: 

1. That wherever practicable we observe the Nation's birthday 
in the interest of temperance reform. 

2. That we commend the action of Congress suppressing the sale 
of liquor in soldier homes and providing substitutes for saloons in 
the army posts. 

3. That we request Congress not to reinstate the army canteen 
but to pass a bill giving each state the control of liquor shipments 
from other states. 

4. That we request our governor and coming legislature to extend 
local option to counties, cities and residential districts thereof. 

5. That we endorse the work of the Anti-Saloon League and com- 
mend its support to our people. 

6. That we commend the labors of the Rev. B. W. Hamilton, our 
Conference Temperance Agent, and urge that our Sunday Schools 
be organized into Temperance Societies according to the Discipline, 
paragraph 434, article 6.

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MEMOIRS 



LOREN EASTWOOD. 



Our lamented brother was 
born at Truxton, N. Y., October 
5, 1834, and went to his heaven- 
ly home from the Brooklyn 
Methodist Hospital, August 3, 
1907. His acquaintance with 
sorrow began at the tender age 
of five years, when by the loss 
of his parents he was left an 
orphan. He then found a home 
with an uncle, at Clockville, N. 
Y., where at seventeen, under 
the ministry of the Rev. Louis 
Hartsough, on the old Lenox 
Circuit, he was brought to 
Christ. His devotion, his zeal 
and his thoughtfulness soon 
attracted attention so that dur- 
ing a brief period of residence 
at Henrietta, N. Y., he was, by Dr. A. C. George, licensed to exhort. 
His license to preach and his recommendation to the annual Con- 
ference came from that mother of preachers, Stockbridge Charge, 
when E. P. Williams was pastor. Upon the death of Mr. Williams, 
in 1858, our brother was called upon to supply the pulpit for a few 
weeks until the session of the annual Conference. In 1860 he was 
received on trial in the old Oneida Conference and was stationed 
at Sangerfleld, which was the name of what is now the Waterville 
Charge. Here his work was greatly blessed in a heroic effort to 
concentrate the work in the erection of a church in Waterville. With 
a two years' limit on the pastorate, we find him serving his full term 
at Sangerfleld, Litchfield and jordanville. Verona followed, where 
he engaged most successfully In rebuilding the church edifice. Wol- 
cott came next, where he was instrumental in the erection of the 
present commodius brick church. The crowning glory of his labor, 
however, was the extensive and powerful revival which attended his 
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work in Wolcott. At Watkins he struggled for three years with the 
monstrous and embarrassing deb't. Then for three years, at what 
is now West Genesee St., Syracuse, he succeeded in leading the church 
to a complete victory over the harrassing financial embarrassment 
which existed there. Skaneateles, First Ward, Syracuse, and Phoenix 
followed next, each with work well begun and well done. Then came 
Baldwinsville, with its new experience of five years in one pastorate 
and its great revival in the fourth year. Canastota, Weedsport, Homer, 
Troy, Pa., Dundee, Trumansburg and Groton complete the earthly 
register of toilsome but rejoicing life. The list of charges he served 
of itself is abundant testimony to his ability in the pulpit and in the 
pastorate. His early advantages for study were few, but by exemplary 
diligence he became one of the best theological scholars among us, 
even having attained to some proficiency in the study of Hebrew. 
The Word was his constant companion and none were more happy 
than he in its regular perusal. 

His executive ability was quite superior and from the beginning 
of his ministry was kept in activity by church-building, debt-paying 
and revival work. He neglected nothing which came in the way of 
duty. His care for the children and youth was unremitting; the poor 
and the sick were in his thought; he was ever ready to do his part 
in the great reforms of his day. His religious life was a deep and 
constant stream. That which the editor of the Northern said of him 
would be said by all who. knew him, that "We have seldom met a 
man of deeper piety or one truer keyed to the nobler things of life." 
He knew how to keep aloof from the hedging, crowding spirit of the 
world, with its practical atheism and materialism. 

His domestic life was very happy, In April, 1857, he was united 
in marriage with Anna Pinckney Roantree, who survives him. The 
union was blessed with two children, Ruth, now the wife of the Rev. 
B. W. Hutchinson, pastor of our church in Washington, Pa., and 
Charles, of Brooklyn, N. Y. 

He literally ceased at once to work and to live. Few knew that 
he was ill or was off his field until the news of his death was received. 
Although personally aware that his only hope of life was in a surgical 
operation, he preached and performed his usual duties in feebleness, 
but with faithfulness, on the last Sabbath of life. His death was a 
surprise to the church and to his friends, but did not find him off his 
guard. His beautiful character and his steadfast course in the life of 
faith on the Son of God give sure hope of a glad reunion.

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j* WALTER STATHAM. 

Walter Statham was born 
of English parentage, at West 
Dryden, N. Y., July 8, 1833. 
From his home in Weedsport, 
in the early morning hours of 
September 3d, 1907, he passed 
out of the shadows into the 
eternal sunshine. 

Brother Statham's conver- 
sion occurred when he was 
twenty years old, in one of the 
old-time school house meet- 
ings, so common in those ear- 
lier days. A year later he was 
granted an exhorter's license, 
and after three years of ser- 
vice in this order he was 
licensed to preach. He was 
received on trial in the East 
Genesee Conference in 1859, ordained Deacon in 1862 by Bishop Scott, 
admitted in full and ordained Elder in 1864 by Bishop Simpson. 
Brother Statham's labors of more than forty years were bestowed 
on the following charges: Canaseraga ; Bennett's Creek; Westfield; 
Big Flats; Pine Creek; Charleston; East Smithfield, Pa.; North 
Chemung; Catherine; East Smithfield, Pa.; Leona, Pa.; Wells and 
Webb's Mills; Reading Center; Nelson and Erieville; Perry ville; 
Bethel; Canoga; Big Flats; Montezuma; Lock Berlin. 

Fidelity is the single word which characterizes the life and labors 
of Brother Statham. To have it truthfully affirmed, after a ministry 
of forty years, that a man has been a faithful Methodist preacher 
is no mean honor. Brother Statham's faithfulness did not depend 
on the character of his charge. On the hard fields and often in 
obscurity he put heroic fidelity into his service. Like the great 
apostle, he often labored with his own hands at manual toil, and 
improved church and parsonage property on most of his charges was 
the result. But his care for the temporalities of the Kingdom did 
not eclipse the chief business of our ministry. He was a successful 
fisher of men. Fully 1,000 persons were brought to repentance and 
into the church as a result of his labors. His years of retirement 
were spent quietly at his home in Weedsport, surrounded by his 
nearest kinsmen. The funeral services were conducted by his pastor, 
assisted by Revs. C. J. Beach, A. W. Fenton, E. W. Williams and E. L. 
Waldorf. His body sleeps near where it fell, awaiting the resurrection 
of tha just.

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DAVID MARKS VAN TUYL. 

David Marks VanTuyl was 
born of Christian parents, Sep- 
tember 2d, 1848, in the town of 
Jerusalem, Yates County, New 
York; and, after a brief sick- 
ness of about two weeks, died 
June 9th, 1907, at the parson- 
age in Canton, Pa. He was 
married to Mary E. Huff, Janu- 
ary 2d, 1872. There was born 
unto them one daughter, now 
Mrs. Homer Stafford, of Roch- 
ester, N. Y. After his marriage 
he purchased a farm upon 
Bluff Piont, where he was very 
successful in farming and 
grape industry. 

Brother VanTuyl was con- 
verted at the family altar 
when seventeen years old, and 
united with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, at Branch- 
port, N. Y., November 18th, 
1881. He was licensed to ex- 
hort by Stephen C. Hatmaker; 
to preach by U. S. Beebe, 
September 26th, 1882, and 
ordained Elder by Bishop 
Vincent, October 13th, 1888. His early education was gotten in Penn 
Yan Academy and at Lima Seminary. 

He was first employed by J. H. Rogers, Presiding Elder of Ithaca 
District, to fill a vacancy at Breesport. His labors among this people, 
as in all his fields, were blessed with signal victory. 

I would speak a few unvarnished words descriptive of his life 
and goodness, and I would speak them as tenderly and reverently 
as I would scatter a handful of flowers upon his grave. One of the 
strong characteristics of Brother VanTuyl was his hand-shaking. Of 
him it could have been literally said, "He salutes the world and 
extends the hand of friendship to the human race." His life was one 
of unceasing activity. Moments to him were jewels. Those who were 
under his pastorate cannot forget the gentleness manifested by him 
when sorrow folded her palid wings and brooded about the homes or 
hearts of his people. In his presence sadness seemed less sad and a 
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softer light crept in among the shadows. When people were gathered 
about the altar seeking pardon and peace, Brother VanTuyl seemed to 
take in the true condition of every heart and by prayer he would so 
besiege the throne of God that answers of peace were forthcoming. 
He was passionately fond of nature. The hills, the valleys, the .wood, 
the tint of flowers and the golden glow of autumn sunset touched his 
poetic soul as with a wand of sweet enohantment, and from these he 
coined many beautiful expressions. 

About two years prior to his departure there were signs of physical 
weakness, from which he never fully recovered. On the last day of 
last May he was taken quite ill. He did not recover sufficiently to 
preach the first Sabbath in June. At the breakfast table, June 4th, 
he was suddenly stricken; he rested quitely until Saturday afternoon, 
when the final stroke came, from which he died the following morning. 

On Wednesday morning about twenty-five members of the Con- 
ference gathered with the family, friends and Official Board around 
the casket. Scripture was read, prayer offered and "Blest Be the Tie 
That Binds" was sung, after which the body was carried to the church, 
where hundreds passed in and out to pay their last tribute of respect 
to their friend. At 2 o'clock Dr. Webb, the Presiding Elder, took 
charge of the services. Revs. Haigh, Allington and Andrews delivered 
short addresses. The remains were taken to Penn Yan, and on 
Thursday similar services were held at the home of Mr. C. Palmer, 
his brother-in-law, and at the Methodist Episcopal Church. Revs. 
Haigh, Munger, Jewell and Andrews made fitting remarks. His body 
was laid at rest in the family plot in Lake View Cemetery. His wife 
and daughter and a large circle of relatives and friends mourn their

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TIMOTHY WILLIS. 

Rev. Timothy Willis was 
born in the town of Wells, N. 
Y., December 14, 1829, and 
died in peace at his home in 
Tully, N. Y., February 14, 
1907, at the age of 77 years 
and two months. He was the 
son of Asa Willis and Anna 
Pickett, the youngest of a 
family of seven children, all 
of whom were members of 
the Methodist Episcopal 
church. His early boyhood 
was spent in Tully, to which 
place he moved when but six 
years of age. His conversion 
occurred at an early period in 
his life. On January 1, 1852, 
he was married to Mary 
Thompson, of Preble, N. Y. 
There were born to them six children, four boys and two girls, the 
two girls and two of the boys, together with his widow, survive him. 
Bro. Willis's early educational advantages were such as boys on 
the farm usually have, the common district school. Later he attended 
Cazenovia Seminary for one year, going from there to Concord School 
of Theology in New Hampshire, for a like period. This school, which • 
was founded by the famous Dr. Dempster, was very shortly after this 
moved to Boston, where it still carries on its work as the Boston 
School of Theology. On the first day of December, 1852, he received 
his first exhorter's license, signed by Rev. Wesley Fox, and on July 13, 
1853, this license was renewed by P. E. Comfort. He was licensed 
to preach by Rev. O. L. Torrey, May 26, 1855, and supplied one year, 
previous to joining the Conference. He joined the Oneida Conference 
in 1856, was crdaired a deacon by Bishop Ames, at Cooperstown, April 
25, 1858, and Elder by Bishop Baker, at Ithaca, April 27, 1860. 

Brother Willis's first work was as a supply at North Pitcher for 
one year. After joining the Conference his appointments were at 
New Hope 1856-57; North Lansing, 1858; Freetown, 1859; Triangle, 
1860-61; McDonough, 1862-63; Mason ville, 1864-66; McLean, 1867-68; 
Vesper and Spafford, in 1869-70; Scott, 1871. 

At the Conference of 1872 he took a supernumerary relation, 
which he held until the Conference of 1891, when this relation was 
changed to Superannuate. In his work he was very practical, rarely 
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ever closing a preaching service without an exhortation to the 
unsaved. No member of his congregation was so obscure or so far 
away that he failed to find him in his pastoral rounds. 

Brother Willis's home was for many years in Tully, where he was 
always active in the work of his church. Just a short time before he 
was confined to his home by his last illness, and while he was so 
weak as to be unable to stay to the preaching service, he came to the 
class meeting, gave a glowing testimony full of the sweetness and 
simplicity of childlike faith, excused himself on account of fatigue, 
returned to his home, and came out no more until he passed to the 
Church Triumphant. He was always the pastor's friend and staunch 
supporter. He is missed in his home, in the community, and in the 
church, which he loved. 

His funeral services were held from the church in Tully, Sunday, 
February 17, and were in charge of the pastor, Wm. G. Reed. There 
were present to assist, Rev. F. Devitt, of Preble; Rev. E. H. King, of 
Apulia; Rev. W. H. Curtis, of Onondaga Valley, the last living mem- 
ber of Bro. Willis's class. While his body waits in Tully cemetery 
the general resurrection, his soul rests with the redeemed.

But written "between the lines" are 
numberless deeds of self-sacrifice and devotion to duty, which un- 
known or forgotten on earth are known and recorded on high and 
are now making glorious her life in Heaven. "Blessed are the dead 
which die in the Lord from henceforth: Yea, saith the Spirit, that 
tliey may rest from their labors; and their works do follow them." 
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Though deprived of the advantages of a seminary Or college train- 
ing, she was possessed of a vigorous intellect, which by reading, obser- 
vation, and much thinking, became acute and quick in perceiving 
truth and in receiving knowledge, and so was well fitted to adorn the 
station- as the wife of a minister. Added to this was a native refine- 
ment of soul which did much to increase the charm of her strong 
character, and made her a great power for good in her place of 
influence. 

As a wife she fulfilled duty most royally wherever love and her 
place of responsibility furnished her opportunity. God alone knows 
how much of the strength and power of her husband's sermons could 
be traced to the loving, self-forgetful way in which she cared for his 
home, and sustained him in parish work. She was not only a good 
wife in the secluded and sacred circle of the home, but as she visited 
and sang with the sick and dying, encouraged the despondent, coun- 
seled the perplexed, and with great tact and tenderness healed many 
a hurt, she became a ministering angel to her husband and oft 
refreshed and strengthened him in his labor of love; 

But nowhere were her virtues more conspicuous than in the sacred 
realm of motherhood. She loved with a tenderness and fidelity which 
neither years nor pain and lingering illness could lessen, but the 
rather intensified and broadened.

LAY ELECTORAL CONFERENCE, FRIDAY, OCTOBER 4, 1907. 
MORNING SESSION. 

The Conference was called to order by Casper G. Decker, of 
Elmira. On motion of E. W. Personius, W. D. Hollowell, of Penn 
Yan, was chosen chairman. C. G. Decker was then elected secretary. 

Prayer was offered by J. W. Hinman, of Clyde. 

Moved, that the Chair appoint a committee of three on Creden- 
tials, the same to act later as tellers. Carried. 

The Chair appointed C. F. Weiler, F. G. Stewart and F. R. 
Andrews. 

The Rev. Ezra Tinker was given the privilege of the floor to give 
invitation of Bishop Berry to the laymen to attend the main Confer- 
ence session at 11:30, and hear the address of the Bishop. 

Moved that the invitation be accepted. Carried. 

The Chair appointed H. E. Dingley to respond to the address on 
behalf of the laymen. 

The committee on Credentials reported many defective creden- 
tials and that they had made up a roll so far as possible. 

The roll of charges was then called, the committee continuing 
their work. 
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A communication from the Federation of Sunday Rest Association 
was read. The following petitions were then moved and unanimously 
adopted : 

The Lay Electoral Conference, of the Central New York Confer- 
ence, of the Methodist Episcopal Church, representing a membership 
of over forty thousand, appeals to the President of the United States 
and the Secretary of War, not to allow the soldiers of the United 
States of America to engage in ball games and other sports on Sun- 
day, such use of the day being recognized by our Supreme Courts, by 
careful students of criminology, and by Christian people generally, 
as detrimental to the moral character of the participants and the 
general moral interests of the surrounding communities. 

The Lay Electoral Conference, of the Central New York Confer- 
ence, of the Methodist Episcopal Church, representing a membership 
of over forty thousand, appeals to the President of the United States 
and the Postmaster General, to allow no further increase of Sunday 
work in the Post-Office Department, and to Testore the former practice 
of allowing no work done on Sunday in the registry and money-order 
departments, and of ordering any post-office closed on Sunday where 
a majority of its patrons petition for such Sunday closing. 

The Lay Electoral Conference, of the Central New York Confer- 
ence, of the Methodist Episcopal Church, representing a membership 
of over forty thousand, appeals to the Senate of the United States to 
enact laws that shall: 

1st, Compel the Alaska, Yukon, Pacific Exposition to close its 
grounds entirely on Sunday. 

2d, Compel all railway companies to diminish the Sunday work 
of their employees as much as practicable, and- to give all employees 
who do work Sunday a full twenty-four hours' rest-day during the next 
six days. 

3d, Secure an efficient Sunday law to the District of Columbia. 

The Lay Electoral Conference, of the Central New York Confer- 
ence, of the Methodist Episcopal Church, representing a membership 
of over forty thousand, appeals to the House of Representatives of 
the United States to enact laws that shall: 

1st, Compel the Alaska, Yukon, Pacific Exposition to close its 
grounds entirely on Sunday. 

2d, Compel all railway companies to diminish the Sunday work 
of their employees as much as practicable, and to give all employees 
who do work Sunday a full twenty-four hours' rest-day during the next 
six days. 

3d, Secure an efficient Sunday law to the District of Columbia. 

In order to facilitate exchange of information concerning persons 
moving from charge to charge, and continuing them in church inter- 
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ests in their new locations, the following resolution was submitted by 
George E. Thorpe: 

Resolved, That the Lay Electoral Conference requests the annual 
Conference to insert in the questions asked, "What is the name and 
address of the Sunday School Superintendent?" 

Adjourned to 1:30 p. m. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Meeting called to order at 1:30. 

Committee on Credentials again reported, with names of delegates 
whose credentials were acceptable; several names were added to this 
list by vote of the meeting. 

Moved, That the list as read and corrected be the roll of the 
Conference. Carried. 

Moved, That the Conference proceed to ballot for delegates to 
General Conference. Carried. 

Moved, That each delegate vote for five names at once. Carried. 

Moved, That it be the sense of the meeting that but one delegate 
be elected from each district. Carried. 

Moved, That all persons not delegates be requested to retire to 
the back part of the room. Carried. 

Moved, That the first ballot be informal. Carried. 

E. F. Hopkins was appointed to assist the tellers and a ballot was 
taken. 

During the counting of the ballots the proposed Constitutional 
Changes, as submitted by the General Conference, were taken up. 

The first proposition relating to Bishops was read. A short dis- 
cussion followed and a motion to lay on the table lost. 

The amendment was then voted on, J. W. Hinman, and S. B. Van 
Duzer being appointed tellers. The result of the vote was, ayes 25, 
nays 102. 

The Second Proposition was then read and voted on, resulting in 
ayes 0, nays 127. 

The Third Proposition was tl*en read and voted on, the ballot 
resulting, ayes 1, nays 126.

Situation The Woman's College of Baltimore is situated near the northern 
boundaries of the city of Baltimore, Md., in one of the best residential 
sections, one hundred and fifty feet above tide-water. 

Buildings The buildings are seven in number— three devoted to instruction and 
administration, three to residence. All are new, cheerful and commo- 
dious, erected particularly for their respective purposes, and containing the con- 
veniences devised by modern architectural science. They are heated from a battery 
of boilers and lighted by electricity from the new power house of the College. 

Educational Amole and thoroughly furnished laboratories facilitate study of the 
natural sciences by modern methods.
